Tea is the leaves and buds of various .species of Tliea prepared by the usual trade 
pro( I ssos of fermenting, drying and tiring and conforming in variety and place of produc¬ 
tion to the name it bears. It contains between 1 and 8 per cent, of total ash, the proportion 
of this ash soluble in boiling distilled water being not less than 40 per cent, q’lte extract 
obtained bv boiling one ])art of tea with 100 pavt.s by weight of distilled water for one 
hour is not less than ilO i)er cent.

1, The endowment hereby created shall be called the Brahmamayee Charitable Fund 
haying for its object the relief of the poor by the distribution of food and alms amongst 
poor persons both male and female residing within the rnimicipaJity of Miiktagacha. 

2. The fund shall be administered under il/i s.-s. (i) of A,ct VI of 1890 by a 
Committee composed of three persons the first members of which s-hall be the said 
Bhabani Nath Saiiyal, Pramatha Nath Sanyal, his sou, and the Chairman for the time 
being of the municipality of Miiktagacha. 

The Ohf^irman for the lime being of the said municipality of Miiktagacha shall at all 
times be an ex-ofticio member of the said Committee. 

The said Bhabani Naih Sanyal and Pramatha Nath Sanyal shall remain members of 
the said Committee during their respective lives or until such time as one or both of them 
shall signify in writing addressed to the Collector of Myniensingh his or their desire to 
retire from the edministration of the said fund. 

Upon the death or retirement of the said Bhabani Nath Sanyal and Pramatha Nath 
Sanyal or either of them or of any subsequent member or members of the said Committee 
the t'ollector of Mymensingh and the Chairman for the time being of the said munici¬ 
pality of Miiktagacha shall as soon as conveniently may he after such death or retirement 
fill the vacancy iherehy created by appointing one or two more persons as tho case may 
he to act with the Cliainiiau for the time being of the said municipality as members of 
said Coiiiniitlce, so that thore shall he at all times three persons on tho said Committee 
inclusive of the Chairman for the time being of the said municipality, provided always 
that one meniber of the said Committee shall be a memlier of tho donor’s family. 

.'1. The Haiti Committee shall appropriate and apply the interest of the said Govern¬ 
ment Promissory Notes for Bs. 9,(M)0 which shall be paid to the said Committee by the 
1’reasuror of Charitabie endowments for the territories subject to the (fovernrnent of 
Bengal as and when tlie same shall aocrue due towards the purchase of rice and the 
monthly distrilmtioii tiiereof and of alms to poor persons both male and female residing at 
Miiktagacha to be sidected by the Chairman of the said municipality in manner herein¬ 
after provided. 

4. Tho Chairman of the said iniinicijiality of Miiktagacha shall select the first batch 
of recipients from and shall issue tickets to 100 residents of Miiktagacha who in hie 
opinion shall be destitute and incapable of earning a livelihood by reason of disease or 
other pfiysical infirmity or extreme old age, duo weight being given during their 
respective lives to any recommendations of the Donor or his son the said Pramatha Natli 
Sanyal. In the event of a vacancy amongst the recipients it shall be filled up by 
the said Chairman. 

■). The said Chairman shall enter or cause to be entered in a register the name, 
father’s name, address, age and other particulars of each recipient together with particulars 
of disease or other infirmity which have rendered the recipient ilestitute and incapable 
of earning a livelihood and such register shall he kept, in two parts the second part 
containing the names of and particulars as aforesaid relating to such recipients as may be 
(>ni dled to an additional dole under the provisions in that behalf hereinafter contained. 

ti. No person shall be admitted to the benefits of the charity unless he or she 
shall in the opinion of the said Chairuiah he destitute and incapable of earning a liveli¬ 
hood by reason of disease or other physical infirniity or extreme old age. 

7. A ticket signed by the said Chairman and sealed with his seal shall be issued to 
each recipient and shall have written or printed thereon the name of the recipient with 
his or her tinmher in tho register and shall be marked “ not transferable ”, 

8. A dole of six chittaks of rice and one anna shall be graufetl monthly to each 
recipient throughout life subject to discontinint^ce as is hereinafter provided. The doles 
shall be ilistrihiited at H o’clock in the morning on the last day of every Bengali month. 

In the event of there being a Bnr|)liiH of income after the ilistrihution of the above 
doles in any one month then and in such case the Committee may in their absolute 
discretion distribute an extra dole of rice and money to such recipients as they shall in 
their discretion consider to be deserving thereof whether through extreme sickness or 
infirmity, blindness or otherwise. The above doles shall be paid at the entrance gate of 
the family residence of the Donor of the ♦rust at Iswargram known as Miiktagacha 
aforesaid and after his death at such place as the Committee shall appoint. 

9. Rupees l.'i shall he set apart annually for defraying the expenses of maiiitaiiiiiig 
the register or other incidental expimses. 

10. On the last day of every Bengali month the Chairman of the said municipality 

of Miiktagacha or some other member of the Committee or other person selected by tho 
said Chairman shall proceed to the place of distribution, viz., the house or family residenije 
of the Donor of the Trust and (list ribute the doles to as many of the recijdeuts as shall 
be personally present. It shall be the duty of the Donor of the Trust during his lifetime 
whether jiersonally or hy a representative by him duly appointed to supervise the disiri- 
hution and he shall render to the said Chairman or his substitute all possible assistance 
in such distribution. In the event of the absence of a usual recipient his or her dole shall 
be kdjitfor. the next day %>f pajunmit whqj^f the recipient attends the distribution it shall 
be puid to bim or her biijl if heior she dbtM not tiBeud on t|tat day, it may at the discretion 
of the disbnriiiBg offlc<?r, he.pind to ^ne or tnore of fittdh M may then be present. 
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11. Neither the Donor of the Trust nor his heirs assigns or representatives shall 
have any authority to interfere with the charity fund created hereby save or except those 
aforesaid. 

12. The issue of a ticket to a recipient under clause 7 shall not create any permanent 
interest or right in such recipient to share in the said fund but shall be a token only for 
purposes of ready identification. 

1!1. If any recipient shall attempt to transfer his or her ticket whether voluntarily 
or for consideration to any other person the recipient’s name may forthwith bo struck off 
the register at the discretion of the (’omrniltee. 

14. If the Committee or the Distributing Officer has reason to believe that any 
recipient has lost or parted with possession of his or her ti(!kot or that any* person is 
attempting to impersonalti a recipient, payment of the dole of such recipient may be held 
back from the person presenting the ticket until enquiries have been made. 

1.'). If any recipient through infirmity illness or accident is prevented from attending 
the distribution his or her dole may be paid to any messenger who shall altond the 
distribution on behalf of the recipient and satisfy the Distributing Ollicer as to his hona- 
fides and the genuine inability of the gonuiueno.SB of tlie recipient to attend in person to 
receive the dole. 

16. Tlu^ dolo of any recipic-nt may he discontinued either temporarily or entirely 
if the Committee shall have reason to believe that the recipient is no longer in need of 
assistance or has ceased to l)e one of tho classes of recipients contemplated hy clause 4 
of this scheme or is of bad character or is a disloyal or criminal in-rson. 

17. Any doles or surplus income not distributed for any reason may be accumulated 
for iu>t longer than six months and shall be distribntecl among other persons coming 
under clause I of this scheme who are :iot on the register.

any g<) 0 (''i for sale, or by jilacing thereon any substance or material,— 

(a) male or cause any encroachment, or 

{fj) obstruct trallic, or 

(c) c«use any inconvenience to passengers, or 

((/) hinder <ir impede; the tluw of w'atei, or 

(c) liobl a Mela or .latra, or construct, or add to, a piu;ca strui'liire for the pur|ioS'‘ of 
public worship. 

(3) No person shall make any causeway, culvert or overbridgi* over any borrowpits 
or drain of any road in order to make a passage from his bind, premises or shop for any, 
purpose, without the previous permission of tiie Executive Engineer in writing.

4. Any person in ])ossession of, or having eonirol over, any plants, trees or hedges 
which obstruct, overhang or overshadow any' road, or any public drain or sluice, shall, it 
so required by notice in writing, signed by' tlie Executive Eugmeor, cut down, prune or 
trim such plants, trees or hedges within such reasonable jieriod and in such iiiaiuier as is 
prescribed in the notice.

5. (2) No person shall destroy or damage, or cause to be destroyed or damaged, any 
bridge culvert, or causeway built qa or aci^oss any rotid.

Itl. (/) No perton shall pass over, or drive any animal or vehicle over, any load, 
bridgi', culvert or channel so as to injure the same while it is under constniction or repair, 
or is alfceted by flood er is otlii'rwiae rendered unlit for traflfic, and is cdosed to iraflic 
under the orders of the Executivi! Engineer, in emergent cases, pending applicatiiui to 
siicli FCxeeiitive Engineer, or the Sul»divisional Officer in cliarge of the road. 

(S) No piTson shall pass over, or drive any animal or vehicle over, any road which, 
iu the opiiiioii of the Executive Eugineer, 's rendered unsafe for such traffic by reason of 
extensive repair, or any olIut reason, and a baiTicade has btsen erected across tlie road and 
a notice issued by the EVecutivi* Engineer, or in emergent cases tin- Subdivisional Officer 
iu cliarge of the ro'iid, stating that the road is closed to the puluic. 

(.1) Over such bridges as are of insufficient width or strength to carry more than 
one li .0 i>f traflic, and on which a chaukidar -has been apptunteii under Ooveriiment 
authority, no person shall proceed or shall drive or ride a pony, or other animal or luirt, 
except iin lur the direction of such chaukidar, or where there is no chaukidar, in accord¬ 
ance with a rule iinlicated hy a notice-board on such bridge, signed by the Executive 
Engineer.

Draft Rules. 

1. Every vessel jiassing through the line of navig'alion known as 
the Madarijmr Bhil Channel sliall sto]) at llic jneseribed toll stations 
notified in the Schedule attached for the purjroe of assessuieul, or check, 
of toll charges. 

2. For the jmrposes of these rules, vessels other than rails, limbers,

it contains, the amount of toll cliarged and the number of days for which 
the ticket will remain current, shall be entered. 
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G. This ticket may He demanded and checked by any Navipation 
()ffi(!er while the vessel is within the toll-limits of the Bhil Channel and 
imist he kept on board and at hand for that puipose. The ticket must 
be p-iven up at the exit toll station. If the ticket is not produced on 
demand by a Canal Officer, such officer shall assess the amount of toll 
j)ayable and the vessel will be liable to seizure and detention under tin; 
provisions of section 9 of the Act until such sum is realised. 

7. Vessels leaving the channel between two toll stations shall obtain 
a permit for so doinp in Form No. 1 from the Toll Collector of the toll 
skition of entry.

(kdlector of Tolls appointed under section 8 of the Act may, at his 
discretion, permit vessels belonging to individuals or firms of recognised 
standing to procet'd without prepayment, on an undertaking that the 
bills for tollage due shall be liquidated monthly on presentation. 

It), (f) In the case of steamers and flats falling uniler the latter 
portion of rule 9 a copy of the traffic manifest must be handed in at the 
exit toll station, a receipt for which in Form No. 2 will bo issued by 
the dV)ll Cidlector to the jierson in charge of the vessel; in such cases no 
ticket in the usual form will be issued. If the traffic manifest is not 
produced at the exit loll station the procedure as laid down in rules G 
and 8 will be adopted. 

(//) The traffic manifest or the. receipt for the same may be demanded 
liy any Navigation Officer while the vessel is within the limits of the 
Bhil Channels between the Manickdah entrance and Charniaguria.

4. Hritish officers of the Indian Army employed in any of the said Military Police 
Forces, except the Burma Military Police Force, shall be entitled to free quarters, or where 
free quatters are not available, to lodging allowance at unmarried rates on the same scale 
and the same conditions as British officers of the Indian Army in regimental employ.

5. British officers of the Indian Army employed in the said Military Police Forces 
shall be entitled to free passages on the scale and under the conditions applicable to 
British officers of the Indian Army in regimental employ.

(2) Every such officer who has passed in Burmese and in Kachin shall be entitled to 
language pay of Rupees h ifty per mensem wherever ho is serving.

(a) if he is serving in the Chin Hills or in the Pakokku hill tracts, in a Chin 
dialect, or 

(i) if he is serving in the Shan States or in the Bhamo, Myitkyina or Pntan 
district, in Shan, 

shall bo entitled to language pay of Rupees Fifty per mensem in addition to the language 
pay, if any, to which he is entitled under sub-rule (2). 

(4) An oHicer who is transferred from an area specified in clause (a) of sub-rule (.3) 
to an area specified in clause (h) thereof or vice versa, shall, if he was entitled to language 
pay under sub-rule (r3) prior to his transfer and is not so entitled thereafter, continue to be 
entitled, without passing any further examination, to the language pay to which he was 
entitled prior to his transfer for a period of six months following his transfer only.

Resolution. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of section 9(IB of the Govern¬ 
ment of India Act, the Secretary of State, with the concurrence of the majority of votes 
at a meeting of the Council of India, hehl this 8th day of November 1927, hereby makes 
the following rules under the said section to regulate the calculation of the pay of officers 
of a Provincial Police Service promoted to th(i Indian Police Service or to officiate in 
|)OStB borne on the cadre of that Service :— 

1. In these rules— 

(i) “ Provincial Service” means a Provincial Police Service. 

(ii) ** Pn»moted officer” includes— 

(a) an officer promoted from a Provincial Service to the Indian Police Service ; 
and 

(//) an officer of a Provincial Service officiating in a post borne on the cailre of 
the Indian Police Service, 

(iii) “ Actual pay ” means the pay to which an officer of the Provincial Service is 

entitled under the time-scale or in the selection grade of the Provincial 
Service, as the case may be, by virtue of his substantive position in the 
cadre of that Service. 

(iv) “ Assumed pay ” means the pay which an officer in the selection grade of a 

Provincial Service would bo drawing under the time-scale of that Service, 
if he had not been promoted to the selection grade 

(v) “ Junior time-scale ” and “ senior time-scale ” mean the junior time-scale and. 
senior lime-scale, respectively, of the Indian Police Service. 

2. (a) The initial basic pay of a promoted officer appointed to a j'ost on the junior 
time-scale shall, on each occasion of his promotion, be fixed on the junior time-scale at the 
stage next above his actual pay, if he is not in the selection grade, or his assumed pay if 
he is in that grade,'or if his actual or assumed pay, as the case may be, is equal to, or 
higher.than, the maximum of the junior time-scale, then at the maximum of that scale ; 
the initial basic pay pf a promored oUicer appointed to a post on the senior time-scale shall 
on each occasion of such promotion, be fixed at the stage of the senior time-scale corres,. 
ponding with the stage on the junior time-scale at which it would have been fixed under 
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this rule if the officer had boeu appointed to a post on that tiiue-scalc ; and in either cas^ 
he shall draw thereafter increments on the inferior or superior time-scale as the case 
may be ; 

Provided that the basic pay of such an officer as so calculated shall at no time exceet 
the pay which he would be receiving under ths junior or senior time-scale, as the cas<; 
may be, if all his service in the Provincial Service together with one-half of his non- 
gazetted Government service, if any, had been service in the Indian Police Service. 

(h) If and so long as the basic pay of a promoted officer as calculated in clause (a) ig 
less than his actual pay as at the date of his promotion he shall draw personal pay equal 
to the amount of the deficiency. 

(c) If and so long as the basic pay, together with any personal pay under clause (6), 
■of a promoted officer holding a post on the senior time-scale does not exceed his actual 
pay as at the date of his promotion by Rs. Ilf) a month, he shall, subject to the limit laid 
down in the proviso to clause (a), draw personal pay equal to the amount of the 
deficiency. 

(d) If and so long as the pay, as calculated under the y)reviou3 clauses of this rule, 
of a promoted officer who has previously officiated in a-post borne on the cadre of the 
Indian Police Service is less than the pay which he drew when last officiating, he shall 
draw personal pay equal to the amount of the deficiency. 

i\. If the actual or assumed pay of a promoted officer is enhanced while he is 
officiating iji a post borne on the cadre of the Indian Police Service, his pay shall be recal- 
culati'd in accordance with these rules as though he had been promoted on the date of 
enhancement. 

4. Increments of pay on the time-scit'e of the Indian Police Service shall be granteil 
to a j)romoted officer only on completion of a full year’s service at any stage of that scale, 
but for the purpose of calculating one year’s service at a given rr.ie of pay, broken periods 
of officiating service at tiiat rate shall be taken into account. 

5. These rules shall a})ply to all officers promoted after the <Stli ila_\ of November 
1927 ; but officers promoted prior to that ilate may elect to have their pay revised in 
accordance with these rules with effect from the 8th day of November 1927.

Three Post-GraduaU' scholarships will be awarded for the encouragement of original 
research to candidato.s who have high and special qiialilicatious and ap[>ear to.bo likely to 
conduct original research with success. The value of each scholarship is Re. lOO a month 
and each is tenable for a maximum period of throe years. 

2. Ordinarily ono scholarship will be awarded annually to a student who proposes 
to carry on original research in scientific subjects, including such branches as natural and 
physical science, chemistry, mathematical science, etc., and another scholarship will 
similarly be awarded for research in literary subjects, including such branches us 
languages, comparative philology, paleography, epigraphy, philosophy, history, archieo- 
logy, anthropology, etc., and the third scholarship will be awarded for research either in 
scientific or in literary subjects. No application for a research scholarship will bo consi¬ 
dered unless a candidate submits certiilcaU)8 showing that he has the capacity for 
undertaking the research.proposed and a programme of work indicating a definite course 
of enquiry. 

3. ElectioR will be made in the first instance for one year only, with effect from the 
Ist July 1928, but a scholarship may bo renewed from year to year, up to the limit of 
three years, provided the scholar has throughout the year vigorously prosecuted original 
research in the subject selected by him. 

4. Each candidate for a scholarship should submit his application, through the head 
of the institution in which he last studied, to the Director of Rablic Instruction, Bengal 
on or before the 10th May next, and must produce evidence of having passed from a 
college or other institution in Bengal the M.A. or M.Sc. examination of the Calcutta or 

Dacca University or of having obtained some other equivalent or higher degree of either 
of these Universities in 1925 or 192(5 or 1927. He must state as definitely as possible the 
subject or part of a subject in which he intends, if elected to a scholarship, to carry on 
his original investigation. Ho must also state the name ot the institution in which he 
proposes to work, with evidence that the authorities of the institution are able and willing 
to provide facilities for him, or if no institution is mentioned, the circumstances or condi¬ 
tions under which he proposes to work should be stated. 

5. Each candidate is required ,to submit with his application a declaration to the 
effect that, if selected, he will nut study law or prepare,himself for any competitive 
examination during the tenure of his scholarship.

66SL., (lilted ('alciitta, the 3Ist March, 192S .—The following report of the 
Select Poniiiiittee on the Bengal Medical (Aineuduient) Bill, 1928, with the Bill as 
amended ly the Committee, lierehy published tor general informatinn. 


REPORT OF THE SELECT COMMITTBE ON THE BENGAL 
MEDICAL (AMENDMENT) BILL, 1928. 

We, the undersigned members of tlie Select Committee, to which the 
Bill to amend the Bengal Medical Act, 1914, was referred, have considtu-ed 
the Bill and the papers noted at the end of this paragraph, and have the 
honour to submit this, our report, with the Bill as amended by us annexed 
hereto. In reprinting this Bill, all changes made by us have, so far as 
possible, been underlined. 


Paper No. 1. 

'Letter'No. 10—28—G; dated the 8th February, 1928, from the Honorary 
Secretary, Calcutta Medfical Club. 
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Paper No. 2. 

(1) Letter, dated the 28th February, 1928, from the President, Bengal 
Medical Association. 

(2) Letter, dated the 28th February, 1928, from the Chairman, Public 
Meeting of the Medical Practitioners in Bengal, held on the 14th February, 
1928. 

2. Clanse 1, new snh-clause {2).-~^lt is probable that the proposed Act 
will be placed on the statute book about August, 1928, but the term of office 
of the members of the existing Bengal Council of Medical Registration will 
not expire until October, 1929. 

Suh-claitse (2) has therefore been added to clause 1 in order to prevent 
any interval elapsing between the date when the new Council is to commence 
its duties and the date when the functions of the old Council will cease. 

Under this sub-clause the proposed Act will come into operation when 
it has been assented to by the Governor General and published in the Calcutta 
Gazette, but the old Council will continue to function until a date to be 
appointed by the Local Government and casual vacancies in that Council 
will be filled in accordance with the proposed section 10 in clause 5 of the 
Bill, and will terminate on the same date. It will be possible, when the 
proposed Act comes into operation, to proceed with the elections and nomina¬ 
tions of the members of the new Council but they will not take effect until 
the expiration of the term of office of the members of the existing Council. 

Clause 2. —(i) Clatise (a) of the proposed section 4 -—We considered the 
propos.al that the President should be elected by the members of the Council 
instead of being nominated by the Local .Government. This change would 
in our opinion be inexpedient. It is desirable that the Council should have 
at its disposal the services of the Surgeon-General with the Government of 
Bengal as an officer of great experience specially selected to superintend the 
work of all medical officers in Government service and to advise Government 
on medical matters. If he is to be a member of the Council, it is fitting that 
he, in virtue of his position, should preside over its deliberations. 

{2) Clause (d) of the proposed section 4 -—The word “permanently” 
has been deleted as there is really no such thing as permanent affiliation or 
recognition. Affiliation and recognition in the case of a medical college and 
of a medical school respectively depends on their efficiency as training insti¬ 
tutions, and may be cancelled should the teaching be proved to be 
unsatisfactory. 

A necessary reference has been made to the Dacca University. 

(5) Clause (e) of the proposed, section 4 -.—The word “ permanently ” 
lias been deleted for similar reasons to those already mentioned in regard to 
the deletion of the word in clause (d) of the proposed section 4. 

The licentiate standard referred to in clause (e) should in our opinion 
be the final standard, and the necessary alteration has accordingly been 
made. 

(4) Clauses (/) and {j) of the proposed section 4. —We consider that the 
Railway Board is not a suitable electorate for a Medical Council, and we 
have therefore deleted clause {j) ; but in order to retain the same number of 
members of the Council as is proposed in the Bill, we have added a member 
to the members referred to in clause (/). 

(5) Proviso to the proposed section 4. —It is essential in our view that 
the two members to be elected under this proviso by registered practitioners 
practising-outside Calcutta should be of the same category, and the neces¬ 
sary change has been made. 

Clause 3 .—The alteration made is merely consequential. 
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Clause 9, 'pro'posed section 19 {2 ).—The words “ to enable them to judge 
of the efficiency of the institution ” have been struclc out as being 
unnecessary. 

Clause 11 .—A consequential alteration has also been made in this 
clause. 

3. The Bill was published in English in the Calcutta Gazette Extra¬ 
ordinary of the 26th January, 1928. 

4. We do not consider that the Bill has been so altered as to require 
republication. 

5. We recommend that the Bill, as amended by us, be passed.

LBaiSLATIVE D«f»ARTMaNT. 

The foliowiaR Bill was introduced in the Legislative Assembly on the 9th February, 

1928 

Legislative Assembly Bill No. II of 1928. 

A Bill to jironide for the abolition of the deferred rebates in the 
Coasting Trade of India. 

Whereas it is expedient to provide for the growth of an 
Indian Merchant Marine by guaranteeing fair and healthy 
competition and by checking monopolies ; 

And whereas for this purpose it is expedient to provide 
for the abolition of the grant of deferred rebates or resort to 
retaliatory or discriminating practices by common carriers by 
water engaged in the coasting trade of India ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows :— 

Short title, extent 1, (/) This Act may be called the .Abolition of Deferreil 

and commencement. Hel>ates ACt, 192 . 

{2) It extends to the whole of the Coasting Trade of British 
India and of the Continent of India. 

(3) It shall come into force on such date as Ibe Governor 
General in Council may, by notification in the Gazette of India, 
appoint.

{2) “ deferred rebates ” means a return of any portion of 
the freisfht money by a carrier to any shipper as a 
consideration for the giving of all or any portion of 
his shipments to the same or any other carrier or for 
any other purpose, the payment of which is deferred 
beyond the completion of the service for which it is 
paid, and is paid only if, either during the period for 
which computed or the period of deferment or both, 
the shipper has complied with the terms of the 
rebate agreement or arrangement; 

(3) “a subject” means a person and includes a joint stock 

company, corporation, partnership or association 
existing under or authorised by the laws of British 
India or of the Dominions of princes and chiefs in 
alliance with His Majesty ; and 

(4) “the coasting trade of India” means the carriage by 

water of goods or pusaerigers between any two ports 
in British India or between ary port in British India 
and any port or place in the Continent of India. 


3. No common carrier liy water shall, directly or indirectly 
in respect of the coasting ti ide of India,— 

(a) pay or allow or enter into any cotubination, agreement 
or understanding, express or implied, to pay or 
allow a deferred rebate to any shipper ; 

(f>) retaliate against any shipper by refusing or threatening 
to refuse space accomgiodation when such is avail¬ 
able, or resort to other discriminating or unfair

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The of;gect of this Bill is to remove some of the main obstacles that lie in the way of 
the development of an Indian Merchant Marine. They mainly consist of methods whereby 
a shipper is practically hound to confine all his shipments to vessels belonging to a parti¬ 
cular shipping company or to the members of a shipping conference, and rate wars waged 
for stifling all competition by ruthless and unfair rate-cutting. Not uierely is the 
freedom of the shipper to ship his goods by any vessel he may choose thus destroyed, 
hut the progress of trade along desirable channels is also checked. A “disloyal ” shipper 
is penalised by («; refusal of space, (A) discrimination in the contract of freight, (c) 
the loading and landing of freight, (d) the adjustment and settlement of claims and 
various other discriminatory methods. It is the purpose of this Bill to do away with 
such practices so that an Indian Merchant Marine may grow unhampered.

Draft Rules. 

1. Fivery vessel passing through the line of navigation known as 
the Madaripur Bhil Chsiinel shall stop at the prescribed toll stations 
notified in the Schedule attached for the purpose of assessment, or check, 
of toll charges. 

2. For tile jmrposes c»f these rules, vessels other than rafts, timbers, 
bamboos or other floating material shall he divided into two classes as 
below : — 

('lass I —To include all vessels of the usual native types of build. 
('lass //—To include all steamers, flats and barges, and such other 
square built boats as should, in the opinion of the Collector 
of T(dls, be included. ‘ > 

>5. The net tonnage of every vessel of Class T, whether laden or 
empty, shall, for the purposes of these rules, be determined by the 
following measurements:-— 

(A) The product of one-quarter the length of the vessel from stem 

to stern, measured along the watei’-line, multiplied by tin- 
interior greatest breadth of the vessel, multiplied by the 
interior greatest dejith from the water-line to tlie bottom of 
the vessel, is to be taken as equal to the number of maunds 
upon which toll shall be levied. 

(B) The. measurement of the length is to be made in feet, rejecting 

inches; the measurement of the breadth and depth is to be 
made in feet and quarters of a foot, rejecting portions of 
less than a quarter of a foot. 

(C) The maundage on which t.ollage shall be charged .shall b»> a 

simple multiple of 12^ maunds, rejecting any remainder by 
which the maundage, calculated as above, may exceed such 
simple multiple. 

4. For vessels in Class II the tonnage shall be determined as 
follows : — 

The tonnage of steainers shall be the registered tonnage as given 
in the certificate of the survey of the steamer. 

Toll shall bo levied on the actual weight of cargo f)n steamers 
flats, barges and other vessels included in this class, as declared 
in the manifests. 

When the registered tonnage of a steamer or the manifest for cargo 
of a flat is not available, the tonnage will be taken as arrived at 
under rule 3. 

For square built boats the total maundage, as determined under 
i-ules for Class I, shall be increased by half, and for steamers one- 
third of the total maundage shall be deducted for engine space.

5. Every vessel except as exempted under rule 10 shall be furnished 
at the toll station of entry with a ticket on which the name of the 
serang, manjhi or other person in charge of the vessel, the date of 
^try, the maundage of the vessel, the nature and Weight of the cargo 
it contains, the amount of toll charged and the number of days for which 
the ticket will remain current, shall Le entered. 
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•6, This ticket may be demanded and checked by any Navigation 
Officer while the vessel is within the toll-limits of the Bhil Channel and 
must be kept on board and at hand for that purpose. The ticket must 
be given up at the exit toll station. Jt the ticket is not produced on 
demand by a Canal Officer, such officer shall assess the amount of loll 
payable aiid the vessel will be liable to seizure and detention under llie 
provisions of section 9 of the Act until s»ich sum is realised. 

7. Vessels leaving the channel between two toll stations sliall obtain 
a permit for so doing in Form No. 1 from the T(»ll Collector of Uie toll 
station of entry. In such cases the Toll Collector will issue a ticket in 
the usual form and also collect the same befoic the A’essel is permitted 
to,proceed. 

8. A vessel, which has been detained under these rules or under 
section 9 of the Act, may not be removed from the <-haunel without the 
order of tlie Collector of Tolls until the toll due has been paid. During 
su<‘h detention the manjlii, owner or agent must make arrangements foi 
the safety of the vessel and cargo. 

9. All tolls are payable on demand and shall be paid at the toll 
station before a vessel is permitted to proceed. Provided that the 
t’ollector of Tolls appointed under section 8 of the Act may, at his 
discretion, permit vessels belonging to individuals or firms of recognised 
standing to proceed without prepayment, on an undertaking that the 
bills for foliage due shall be liquidated monthly on presentation.

n. The term “Navigation Officer” as used in rule (i shall include 
the Collector of Tolls appointed under section 8 of the Act, and the 
(^liicer, or the suho7-dinath duly authoi'ised by such officer of the Irriga¬ 
tion Department, in charge of the subdivision or seedion within wlvi<-h 
the channel is situated. 

IL*. Duplicates of lost thdceis will be granted by the Toll Collector 
who originally issued the ti<'kets on payment of a fee of one-fourth of the 
amount of toll payable, subject to a maximum of one rupee and eight 
annas and a minimum of eight annas. The duplicate will be is.sueil 
only wlien the Toll Collectoi' is satisfied concerning the identity of the 
boat. 

Id. No person shall wilfully or negligently allow a vessel to sink 
in the channel. 

14. (t) In every case of a sunken vessel, whether due to negligence 

or otherwise, the Supervisor and his subordinates shall offer every 
assistance in removing the same. 

(//) If, three days after the occurrence of a wreck, it is seen that 
Iirompt measures are not being taken by the owner to remove the 
sunken vessel from the line of navigation, the Supervisor and his 
subordinates shall make their own arrangements lor the removal of the 
same at, the expense of the owner, provided that when the wreck 
obsti-ucts the fairway they shall take action at once to remove the same. 

lb. When a sunken vessel has been recovered, the Supervisor 
shall cause notices to be poisted at the toll offices, or other prominent 
places, calling on those concerned to pay the Collector of Tolls all toll 
or demurrage which may be due. as well as the expenses incurred in 
the recovery of the vessel and <?argo. Should the .sum due be not paid 
within fifteen days of the date of notice, the boat and its furniture, or 
.so much of it as may be necessary for the recovery of the dues, will 
be sold under the procedure directed in section 9 of the Act. 

16. The purchaser of a vessel sold under the provisions of section 9 
of the Act shall have the right to take it out of the channel on the 
day of purchase, or within such time as may be allowed by the 
Collector of Tolls, without pa3rment of tolls.

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13. Excess tolls—a vessel’s tonnage is found to be greater than 
at entry due either to loading fresh cargo in the route, or from 
any other cause, the difFerence of toll at the hightest rate will be 
leviable at the exit station. 

14. Deimirrage .—Vessels will be allowed three days for the passage 
through the route, with an additional day for each 50 maunds 
of tonnage.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

To remove the eviln arising ont of nsury the Usarions Loans Act was passed, bnt that 
the Act is not of much utility will be clear, when its provisions are compared with those 
of the Usury Act recently passed in South Africa, according to which up to £10, the 
money-lender may charge 30 per cent. For sums over £10 but under £25—20 per cent., 
between £25 and £50,15 per cent., and for sums over £.50 12 per cent. only. 

The Bill is intended to refer to cases not provided for by the Usurious Loans Act by 
restricting the accumulation of interest to the amount of the principal and thus bring the 
law in the rest of British India in conformity with that prevailing in the Presidency-towns 
and the Bombay Presidency. 

Professor Keith in an article recently published in the Journal of Inler^jational Legis¬ 
lation has approved of the principle of Dam-duppat, and suggested that legislation on the 
lines of Dam-duppat should be undertaken throughout Europe in order to remove the 
evils arising out of usury. The Usurious Loans Act is of no avail in preventing the 
accumulation of interest as stated above.

A Bill to amend the Hindu Law ‘•'elating to exclusion from 
inheritance of certain classes of heirs, and to remove 
certain doubts. 

Whereas it is expedient to amend the Hindu Law relating 
to exclusion from inheritance of certain classes of heirs, and t'> 
remove certain doubts ; It is hereby enacted as foU-tws :— 

1, (7) This Act may be called the Hindu Inheritance 
(Removal of Disabilities) Act, 192 . 

(2) It extends to the whole of British India, including 
British Baluchistan and the Sonthal Parganas. 

(3) It shall not apply to any person governed by the Daya- 
bhaga School of Hindu Law. 

2 , Notwithstanding any rule of Hindu Law or custom to 
the contrary, no person governed by the Hindu Law, other than 
a person who is and has been from birth a lunatic or i<iiot, 
shall be excluded from inheritance or from any right or share 
in joint-family property by reason only of any (lisease, 
deformity, or physical or mental defect. 

3 , Nothing contained in this Act shall affect any right 
which has accrued or any liability which has been incurred 
before the commencement thereof, or shall be deemed to confer 
upon any person any right in respect of any religious office or 
service or of the .management of any religious or charitable 
trust which he would not have had if this Act had not been 
passed. 

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

(1) This Bill is the revival of a similar Bill introduced by the late Mr. T. V. Seshagiri 
Ayyar in the first Assembly where it was passeil on the 27th March, 192.». Its considera¬ 
tion in the Council of State was adjourned on the 19th July, 1923, till the next session, 
when no further action being taken, it lapsed. 

The Bill seeks to remove certain disabilities which exclude Hindu heirs from 
inhe.itance. These are congenital blindness, deafness and dumbness, congenital want of 
any limb or organ, lunacy and idiocy though not congenital or incurable, sanious or 
ulcerous leprosy, impotency or other incurable disease. These disqualitications owe their 
oiigin to the obvious reason that those who take no hand in fighting should take no band in 
the estate. The old reason has disappeared but the old disability remains, though its 
propriety has been judicially doubted ; it being hold that infirmities such as congenital 
leprosy (Kagarabana v. Subbaraya 25 M. L. J. 251) or lameness ( Venkata v. Purshottam 
25 M. 133), blindness (Yetlarajhulu v. Yellarajhulu 37 M. L. J. 405) or a nasal tumour 
{Subba V. Venkatararna 26 M. L. J. 508) are no longer sufficient to disqualify a person 
from inheritance, though a person suffering from congenital insanity or imbecility and 
thus unfit to discharge the religious duties incumbent upon the heir, or for the ordinary 
intercourse of life stands upon a different footing. (Hindu Code, Second Ed., S. 244 and 
cases cited.) 

The Bill is intended to remove from the law its obsolete and spent provisions, for 
which there is now no parallel elsewhere. They disfigure that law’ and make it harsh and 
unjust. 

(3) It is hoped that the Assembly will reaffirm its previous decision, and thus give the 
other Chamber another opportunity to concur in a reform against which nothing reason¬ 
able has been or can be urged.

Legislative Assembly Bill No. 12 op 1928. 

A Bill further to amend the Indian Penal Code. 

Whereas it is necessary to legalise Trade Unions ; 

Anti whereas it is expedient to protect the members and 
ofiBce-bearers of such Trade Unions from criminal liability 
under section 120B of the Indian Penal Code : 

And whereas it is necessary to protect from criminal 
liability any two or more persons acting together to do any 
act in contemplation of furtherance of a trade dispute or in 
restraint of trade ; 

And whereas it is expedient further to amend the Indian 
Penal Code for the purposes hereinbefore appearing ; 

It is hereby enacted as foilows :— 

1. This Act may be calied the Indian Penal Code (Amend¬ 
ment) Act, 192 . 

2. To section 4.3 of the Indian Penal Code the following yi.v of 

proviso shali be added, namely :— isoo. 

“ Provided that nothing is illegal if done or procured to 
bo done by two iir more persons in contemplation 
or furtherance of a trade dispute or iu restraint of 
trade, unless it be an oll'ence when committed by 
one person.” 

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

1. Trade Unions are now organised all the world over as a legitimate method of 
protecting and furthering the cause of labour. The Trade Unions Act of 1926 is only 
an instance of the recognition of this principle in India, though only to a limited extent. 
The said Act, however, protects only such of the Trade Unions, their members tind office¬ 
bearers, as are “ registered ” under the said Act. It alfords no protection to Trade Unions 
which are not registered. 

2. In the infant state of the Trade Union movement in India and even afterwards 
some Trade Unions may not get themselves registered under the Act. It is, however, 
absolutely necessary to protect the members and office-bearers of such Trade Unions from 
the criminal liability for their acts done in contemplation or furtherance of a trade dispute 
or in restraint of trade. Jdoreover, under the present unorganised condition of labour in 
India there will be many cases when two or more persons may combine themselves with¬ 
out forming a Trade Union in futherance or for the protection of the interests of labour. 
The actions of such persons also require to be protected from the consequence of 
section 120B of the Indian Penal Code. 

ii. Under the existing criminal law, as contained in section 120B of the Indian Penal 
Code, an agreement between two or more persons to do an illegal act is an offence. The 
word illegal as defined in section 4J of the Indian Penal Code includes inter alia anything 
which affords a ground for civil action. And an act done by two or more persons in 
contemplation or futherance of a trade dispute or in restraint of trade may afford a ground 
for civil action and thereby would be “ illegal ” and would come under the criminal 
conspiracy as defined in section 120B of the Indian Penal Code. Such an act was not 
considered to be an offence before the Indian Penal Code was amended in 1913. Further 
such an act is not an offence under the English law. - It is true that under section I96A of 
the Criminal Procedure Code the previous complaint of authority from the Governor 
General in Council, the Local Government or some officer empowered by the Governor 
General in Council is necessary to start the prosecution. But it cannot be denied that 
under some circumstances it may become difficult for the authorities giving sanction for 
prosecution to resist the pressure brought to bear upon them by influential employers 
Moreover, in this country Government themselves are large employers of labour. 

4. It is, therefore, necessary for the protection of the members and office-bearers of 
unregistered Trade Unions and unorganised workers to amend the existing criminal law 
and to bring it into line with the English law and with the Indian Criminal Law as it 
stood before 1913. 

5. This object is sought to be achieve<I by modifying the definition of the term 
“ illegal ” by adding a proviso to it at the end of section 4.3 of the Indian Penal Code as 
given in clause 2 of the Bill.

[]n these rules “ the Act ” itiesns tlie Bengal Vaccinatioti Act, 1380. as am'Mided hj- the Bengal 

Vaccination (Atnendnient) Acl, 191 1.] 


Quallfloations and duties of Inspectors of Vaccination. 

(«) Quallfloations. 

1 . Ev(!ry candidate appointed as a munici}ial vaccination inspector shall onlinarily he 
required to po.ssess the qualifications ennmt'rated below :— 

(rf) He shall not be more than twenty-Hve years of age. 

(^) He shall he physically active and able to ride a bicycle. 

(c) H(' shall be a domiciled resident of the district. 

(r/) He shall |»ossess the qualification of a sanitary inspector granted by the Director 
of Public Health, Bengal. 


(A) Duties. 


2. Every inspector shall bo under the immediate orders and executive control of the 
Superintendt^it of Vaccination. 

;l. In addition to the duties imposed upon him by the Act and by the rules and by¬ 
laws framed th('reunder and also by any oth«‘r law for the time ludng in force regarding 
vaccination, every inspector shall {lerform the following diititss :— 

(rt) He shall execute and enforce the regulations, rule.s and ('rders relating t(' vacci¬ 
nation, which may be enacted, made or issued hy competent authority. 

(/.') He shall inquire into and ascertain the origin, disfrihution and history of small¬ 
pox within the municipality, and- endeavour to enforce vaccination as a 
preventive measure. 

(r) He shall see that vaccination is carried out thorouglily and efficiently hy the 
public vaccinators employed in his jurisdiction. 

(f/) He shall bring to the notice of the Superintendent of Vaccination all acts of 
neglect, carelessness, unsatisfactory work and disobedience of orders and 
instructions on the part of the public vaccinators employed in his jurisdic¬ 
tion. 

(e) Under the orders of the Superintendent of Vaccination, he shiill direct opora- 
tiouB undertaken for iho purpose of stamping out small-pox epidemics. 

( /) He shall divide the area in his jurisdiction into as many wards or circles as 
there are public vaccinators. With the Municipal Chairman’s approval 
obtained through the Superintendent of Vaccination, he shall furnish fer 
guidance every public vaccinator in his jurisdiction with a list of the 
localities and their populations in the vaccinator’s ward or circle. 

(ff) He shall tour within the area in his jurisdiction consecutively and systemati¬ 
cally and shall inspect and report on the work of every public vaccinator in 
his jurisdiction. 

(h) He shall tour by such means of conveyance as may be prescribed hy the muni¬ 
cipal commissioners. 

(t) He shall furnish the local residents at least twenty-foui' hours’ notice of his 
proposed visits for inspecting the vaccinated children of the locality. 

(j) He shall inspect vaccinated children at their own houses and not collect them 
at centres of his jurisdiction. 
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(/c) He shall check the municipal vaccination registers (Bengal Form No. 3015) 
calling over the names entered in them, compare the results therein shown 
with the arms of the children inspected and enter opposite every name the 
result observed, initialling and dating his remarks. He shall satisfy himself 
that every child absent at his inspection is satisfactorily accounted for by the 
pareiit or guardian or some other trustworthy person and make a suitable 
note opposite the name of every absentee. He shall not be accompanied by 
the public \accinators during such inspections. He shall see that the ages 
entered of (ho persons vaccinated . are approximately correct, especially in 
the cases of infants under one year of age. 

(/) He shall k(»e.p a record of every nnvaccinated child in the localities visited and 
report to the Superintendent of Vaccination once a month thp proportion of 
children left unprotected in every locality. 

(m) He shall verify deaths from small-pox ajid submit the results of verification to 

the Sujierintendent of Vaccination (Bengal Form No. 3022). 

(n) He shall keep a diary (Bengal Form No. 3037), which he shall post up from 

day to day. He shall keep his diary carefully, correctly and fully, especially 
the “ Inspection note ” column, which shall be conscientiously written up. 
He shall submit his diary^ to the Superintendent of Vaccination before the 
lifth day of the month following that to which it relates. 

(o) He shall keep a reserve stock of vaccinating lancets and vaccine lymph and shall 

indent fur a regular reserve supply of the latter for use in emergencies and 
for issue to public vaccinators should their supply be exhausted. 

{•p) He shall receive or prepare, chettk, tabulate and submit to the Superintendent 
of Vaccination the monthly and other returns from the public vaccinators 
in his jurisdiction. 

{q) He shall submit such report or reports in regard to the work of the area in his 
jurisiliction as may be required from him by competent authority. 

(r) He shall be required to give a course of instruction to all the public and 
apprentice vaccinators in his jurisdiction. 

(*) During the periml from the 1st April to the 3()th September every year, he shall 
be employed on such duties other than those relating to vaccination as may 
be ordered by the Superintendent of Vaccination, under the diroction of the 
Chairman. 

(0 He shall suj)init to the Superinten<ient of Vaccination on the prescribed dates 
the various returns and indents enumerated below ;— 

(t) weekly diary ; 

(ii) monthly vaccination report ; 

{Hi) annual returns of vaccination ; 

{ill) indent for vaccination equipment ; 

(r) do. for vaccine lymph ; 

{vi) do. for vaccination forms. 


Quallfloatlons and duties of Public Vaoolnatops. 

(•) QuaUfloatlons, 

4. (t) No person shall be appointed as a public vaccinator who does not possess a 

certificate of comitetency granted after oral and practical examination by one of the 
ofiRcers mentioned below :— 

(a) Health Officer of a District Board or of a Municipality. 

(i) Civil Surgeon or other principal civil medical officer of a district. 

(it) Such certificate shall be in the following form :— 

I hereby certify that I have examined.in the. manner contemplated 

by rules 1 (t) and 3 of the rules under the Bengal Vaccination Act, 1880, and 
that 1 find him qualified for (he office of public vaccinator. 

.'). Every person who desires to present himself for the above examination shall 
submit evidence to the satisfaction of the certifying authority referred to in rule 4 (t), 
prior to his examination, that he has been engaged in vaccination work, in the capacity 
pf an apprentice or assistant, for a period of at least six months, 
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ti. Every candi(Jato top the office of public vaccinator shall be required to satisfy the 
certifying authority inentioneil in rule 4 in respect of his— 

(а) knowledge ot reading and writing, as required by the Middle School Vernacular 

Examiniition or preferably the Matriculation Examination ; 

(б) knowledge of the phenomena of the vaccine tlisease ; 

(r,) knowledge of the approved methods of performing vaccination ; 

(d) knowledge of the methods of storing lymph ; 

(o) ability to recognise a satisfactory vesicle and cicatrix ; 
if) general knowledge of the disease of small-pox ; 

(g) knqwledge of the provisions of the Hengal Vaccination Acta (IWHO and 1911) in 
BO far as they relate to the duties of a public vaccinator ; 

(/») knowledge of the registers, returns, forms, and certificates required to he 
maintained under the Vaccin(ition Acts and the rules framed thereunder. 


(h) Duties. 

7. In aiidition to the duties im[)OSed upon him by the Act and by the rules framed 
thereunder and also by any other law for the time being in force regarding vaccination 
every ])ublic vaccinator shall perform the folUtwiiig duties :— 

(a) He shall visit by rotation every locality in his ward or circle, for which purpose 
he should give sufficient notice to the local residents. He shall also report 
personally to his inspector his work and movements. 

(I>) With lh'‘ assistance of the ward commissionttr, he shall collect at the local 
vaccine station all such unprotected children in the locality as are brought up 
for vaccination and operate upon every sucIj child and maintain a list of the 
unprotected children of every ward for the purpose of issuing notices and 
instituting prosecutions, if necessary. 

(r) With the ))ermission of the headmaster, he shall visit every school in his ward 
or circle and endeavour to vaccinate all the unprotected pupils, care being 
taken not to us(i any conipnlsion (»r pressure of any kind. 

(r/) He shall operate in the approviul method, vaccinating in four points. 

(«) He shall attend regularly the public vaccine stations or depots for vaccjimiting 
tree of charge. 

(/) He shall report to the inspector without delay the occurrence of local outbreaks 
of small-pox in his ward or circle and he shall press on vaccination as rapidly 
as possible in and around the infected locality st) as to vaccinate every 
unprotecced person. 

(;/) He shall report to the inspector every other epi<lemic occurring in his ward or 
circle and coming to his notice. 

(/i) He shall submit to the inspector in the prescribed forms the reijuired reports 
and returns of his work. 

(/’) During the period from the Ist April to the liOth September every year, he shall 
carry out such duties other than those relating to vaccination as may be 
ordered by competent authority. 

(j) In the iiiontli of Sef)ieinber every year, he shall undergo the prescribed course 
of instruction given by the inspector. 

(/f) He shall be responsible for the dne care and preservation of the vaccination 
equipment and other articles supplied to him for the discharge of his duties. 

8 . Whenever it shall come to the notice of a public vaccinator that any child 
required to be vaccinated according to the provisions of the Act is still unprotected, he 
shall request the parent or guardiHii of sueh child to have the child vaccinated forthwith 
and shall explain to him the penalties he may incur under the Act if he fails to do so, 
and if such parent or guardian does not comply with the vaccinator’s requisition the 
latter shall at once bring the matter to the notice of the inspector or Sn])erintendent of 
Vaccination, or other authorized officer in charge of vaccination. 

9. Whenever it shall come to the notice of a public vaccinator that a person whose 
age exceeds 14 years is still unprotected he shall request such unprotected person to 
submit himself to bo vaccinatetl forthwith ; and in the event of the latter failing to do so 
the public vaccinator 8|iall at once bring the matter to the notice of the inspector or 
Superintendent of Vaccination in order that the said unprotected person way be served 
with a notice under section 11. 
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10. When public vaccine stations have been appointed under the Act, and the days 
and hours of the public vaccinator’s attendance at such stations have been fixed and 
published under section 14 (read with section 2.5), the public vaccinator attached to each 
vaccine station shall regularly attend thereat on the specified days and within the 
specified hours. 

11. When a child has been vaccinated a second time under the provisions of section 4, 
the fact of sucii repetition of vaccination shall be entered by the vaccinator in the appro¬ 
priate vaccine register. 


Vaooinatlon fees. 

12. The fees for vaccination operations shall be payable ac(!oi(ling to.the following 
scale - 


At a public vaccine station 


Free of charge. 


At a private residence or at any place, <ither than 
a public vaccine station, if the, vaccinator 
attends at the re<jueat of an adult person or 
of the parent or guardian of a child 


Four annas for each operation 
This charge may be, re.iluced 
or remitted if any munici¬ 
pality by special or general 
order so direct. 


Provided ihat the total amount payable for any number of operations performed 
in one family at the same time shall not e.xceed eight annas. 

l.'l. Every public vaccinator shall graiA a printed receipt for each amount received 
by him as fees. Every such amount shall be deposited at the ollice of tiie Snperintendcnt 
of Vaccination, or other authorise*! officer in charge of vacciuati<Mi, evi'ry Saturday or 
oftenor if that officer so orders, and the said officer shall, once a wetiK, remit the same to 
the treasury to be creilited to the municipal fund : 

1‘rovided that if tlus amount realised at any time exceeds the sum of Us. 25, such 
amount shall forthwith be deposited as aforesaid. 


Vaooinatlon of femaloa. 

14. If the head vaccinator, or, whore there is no head vaccinator, the vaccinator 
considers that any female, from'the custom of the country, is unable to attend at th*' 
public vaccine station and is too poor to pay the fee payable for vaccination at a })riv})te 
residence, he shall report the fact to the inspector or the Superintendent of Vaccination 
or other authorised officer in charge of vaccination, or the Municipal t'hairinan. who 
may, if he concurs in the vaccinator’s opinion, direct that the whole or any portion <d' tlie 
fee he remitted. 


Supply of vaoolne lymph. 

1.5. Vaccine lymph obtained from the Bengal Vaccine Depot shall ordinarily be used 
in all vaccine operations.

RULES RELATING TO THE EXAMINATION 
OF MASTERS AND MATES. 

CHAPTER 1. 

, Gbi’.krai. Rules. 

1. Authority lor Rules. —These rules are issued in pursuance of 
Act XXI of 1933. 

By sections 16 and 21 of that Act provision is made for holding 
examinations for the grant of certificates of competency and power Is 
given t,o the Local Govern men t with the sanction of the Governor- 
General of India in C.oumn'I to make lulos for the conduct of such 
examinations ami the (|ualificiilions of the ap])licants. 

In accordance with section 11 of the same Act every British foreign- 
going ship* ami every British home-trade ship of 300 tons or upwards 
when going to sea from any place in British India shall be provided with 
officers duly certificated under that Act or under the Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1894, and whoever, having been engaged to serve as Master or Mate, 
goes to sea as aforesaid as such Master or Mate, without being at the 
time entitled to and possessed of such a certificate, and whoever employs 
any person as such Master or Mate without ascertaining that he is at 
the time entitled to and possessed of sucrh certificate is, for each such 
offence, liable to a ]*enalty of Rs. 600. 

For rules for the examination of candidates for cei*tificates of com¬ 
petency as Master and Mate of home-trade sailing-vessels exceeding 300 
tons, but not exceeding 1,000 tons burden, se^. the rules in Appendix M. 

2. Time and place of examinations.— Examinations will be held at 

the Port Office, Calcutta, on the following days : 1st Monday in Tiinii- 
ary, April, July and October and 2nd Monday in February, May, Augusi 
and November. 

Examinations of candidates for certificates of competency as Master 
and Mate of hometrade sailing vessels exceeding 300 tons, but not 
exceeding 1,000 tons burden will be held at the Port Office, Chittagong, 
on such dates as may be fixed by the Port. Officer, Chittagong, with the 
sanction of the Local Government.

The form, properly 
filled in, together with the candidate’s testimonials and discharges, must 
he lodged with the Port Officer, Calcutta, not later than the day before 
the day of examination; and the candidate must conform to any regii- 
Ialir)ns in this Tes])e(“t which may be laid dowm by the Local Government. 
The dischaiges and testimonials should be handed in, together with the 
form of application, as many days as possible before the date of the 
examination whi(di the candidate desires to attend. In the absence of 
the necessary verification the candidate cannot be examined. 

The Examiner should be paT’ticularly careful to aseertain that there 
are no gaps in the candidate’s service which ai’e not properly accounted 
for. l)efore he is allowed up for examination. 

4. Proof of nationality- —Every candidate for a certificate of com¬ 
petency of any grade will be required to produce proof of nationality. 

Proof of British nationality will, in ordinary circumstances, in¬ 
volve the production of a birth certificate or of a cej'tificate of naturali¬ 
sation. If an applh^ant for examination cannot produce such a certi¬ 
ficate ho should be asked to furnish such documentary evidence of 
nationality or of birth and nationality of parents as he may be able t,o 
obtain, and, if necessary, the case should be referred to the Port Officer 
for consideration. 

If the applicant is not a British subject he will, as a rule, be able 
to produce some official document testifying to his nationality. If 
there is any doubt as to the authority of such docinuent. the Port 
Officer should consult the nearest (Consular Officer of the nation to which 
the applicant belongs. If necessary, the case shoiild he remitteil to the 
Ijocal Oovernnumt for eons’ideration. 

5. How to apply in special cases- —In cases when* a candidate is in 
douht whether his service complies with the Kegulations, and wishes In 
submit his ease for special consideration, all certificates, discharges, and 
testimonials, together with the form of application,* j)ropei'ly filled in, 
should be submitted to the Port Officer. If necessary, the officer will, 
after seeing that all the required information is clearly sel forth in the 
papers, forward them with his observations to tin* Local Government for 
decision. 

6 . Inquiries. —All other in(|uiiie.s regarding examinations should he 
made and dealt with in the same way. The point on which information 
is sought should be clearly stated, and certificates, discharge's, testimon¬ 
ials. etc., should always he forwarded with the inquiry. 

7. Application; particulars of sea service. —A e andidate’s eligibility 
for examination will depend (amongst other things) upon the amount 
of sea service which he has performed and upon the ranks which he 
has held on board the various vessels in which he has been employed. 
It is, therefore, most important that the particulars wdiicti the candi¬ 
date inserts in Division H of the application form (Exn. 2) should bo 
accurately stated. 

Candidates who represent themselves as having served in a higher 
capacity than that actually held in the ship render themselves liable to 
prose('ution. 

In this connection f'xaminers shoi^ld remember that it is a common 
practice for ships to carry additional or anxiliaiy officers in one or more 
ranks, for instance a ship may carry both a “Chief Officer’’ and a 
“ EiTst Officer,’’ another may carry both a senior and a junior Re<'on(l 
Mate and so on. 'The method of assessing the service in such ships is 
ex])lained in rule 81. The examiner should be particularly careful, when 
cheeking an applicant’s watch-keeping service to ascertain the actual 
rank he held as a watch-keeping officer on board each of the ships in 
which he served. 

It must be clearly understood that the amount of service laid down in 
the Regulations for each grade of certifi.cate of competency is the absolute 
minimum that can be accepted, and unless a candidate can show the full 
amount he must in no case be allowed up for examination. 

8 . Testimonials raquired- —Testimonials to character, including 
sobriety, and to experience and ability, on board ship for at least the last 
twelve months of sea service preceding the date qf application to be 
examined, will be required of all candidates, and without producing them 
no person will be examined.

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9. Penalty far misoonducti —Candidat^R who have neglected to join 
IheiT veHsels after havii^fi' signed articles, or who have deserted their 
vessels after havinp joined, or who have been found ffuilty of gross mis- 
conduct on board, will be required to produce satisfactorv proofs of two 
years’ subsequent service and good conduct ai sea, unless the Local 
Government, after having investigated the matter, should see fit to reduce 
the time. 

10. Deafness and other physical and mental disabilities. —If during 

the progress of the examination the examiner finds that a candidate is 
afflicted with deafness, with an impediment in his speech, or with some 
other physical or mental infirmity, and he is satisfied upon further 
investigation that the degree of deafness or of the impediment or other 
infirmity is such as to render the candidate incompetent to discharge 
the ordinary duties of a Mate or Master at sea,, he should not allow the 
candidate to (romplete his examination and should return his examination 
fee; hut every case in which this action is taken must he reported tc the 
Port Officer. 

If the candidate subsequently produces a medical certificate to the 
effect that his hearing, speech, or physical or mental condition has 
improved or is normal, the Port Officer will take into consideration the 
question of allowing the candidate to sit again for examination. 

11. Foreigners must know English. —Foreigners must prove to the 
satisfaction of the examiners that they can speak and write the English 
language sufficiently well to perform the duties required of them on 
board a British vessel. If a candidate fails for ignorance of the English 
language he will not be re-examined until after a lapse of six months. 
In the case of candidates for Home Trade (•ertificates, the certificates of 
Asiatics w'ho may not bo able to speak English shall be endorsed to the 
effect that they are valid (*nly for vessels manned and officered entirely 
by Asiatics. 

12. Issue of certificate. —If the candidate passes he will receive o 
form ('Form Exii. 10) authorising the Port Officer to whom it is addressed 
to issue the certificate. It js, therefore, important that the port at which 
the certificate is to be issued sho\ild he the same on both the Form 
Exn. 10 and the Form Exn. 2. If circumstances should make any alter¬ 
ation necessary, the examiner should see that it is made in both foims, 
otherwise delay in the issue of tlie ceitificate may he caused. 

Id. Service found to be insufficient. —If after a candidate has passed 
the examination it is discovered on further investigation that his services 
are insufficient to entitle him to receive a certificate of the grade for 
which he has passed, the certificate will not he granted to him ; but if 
the Eocal Government is satisfied that the error in the calculation of the 
candidate’s services did not occur through any fault or wilful misrepre¬ 
sentation f>n his part, he may either have the fee returned to him or have 
it placed to his credit. Should his services entitle him to a certificate of 
a lower grade it may be granted to him, and the difference, if any, 
between the fee paid by him for the sujrerirrr certificate and the fee pay¬ 
able for the inferior' certificate will he returned to him or'placed to hiis 
credit. The superior certificate will not he granted until the candidate 
has performed the amount of service in which he was deficient, and has 
been re-examined in all the subjects, unless the TiOcal Government see 
fit to dispense with the re-examination. 

14. Failure in Examination. —In all cases of failure the candidate 
irrust be exairrined anew. 

15. Failure in saamanship. —If a candidate fails in seamanship he 
will not be re-examined until after a lapse of six months. Whether the 
whole or part of this period must be served at sea must depend upoit the 
subjects in seamanship in which the candidate failed, hut the hmount 
of further sea service to be required will be left to the discretion of the 
examiner. 

The examiner in making his report on the form Exn. 14, shouhl 
state what amount, if any,^ of further sen service the candidate must per¬ 
form, and he should also insert, this information in the form Exn. 2. 

Failure due merely to inability to repeat verbatim the Arti(de of the 
Collision Regulations will not be considered ns failure in seamanship 
if the candidate understands the practical application of the Regula¬ 
tions, but such inability will entail the same penalties as failure in 
Navigation {»ee Rule 17). 

if a candidate fails in seamanship ro far as regards the management 
of 8quare>rigg«d sailing vessels, in his examination for an ordinary 
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certificate he may without further formal application or further pay¬ 
ment of fee proceed with the examination for a certificate of compet¬ 
ency for foreign-going ateamships, or for fore-and-aft rigged vessels. 

16. Failure in Navigation. —If a candidate fails in Navigation at 
three successive examinations, he will not be re-examined for the certi¬ 
ficate for which he failed, or for, any higher certificate, until after a 
lapse of three months from the date of the last failure. 

17. Candidates failing may be examined for certificate of lower 
grade. —If a candidate fails in his examination for a foreign-going certi¬ 
ficate, and the subjects in which he has failed are not included in the 
syllabus prescribed for a certificate of a lower grade, he may, if he so 
desii’es, be examined for the lower grade certificate without further 
formal application or payment of fee, but he will be required to com¬ 
plete the whole of the work prescribed for such lower grade. 

No part, however, of the fee he has paid will be returned to him, and 
on presenting himself, when qualified, for re-examination for the higher 
certificate, he will be required to pay again the full fee for the 
examination. 

IH. Fee always paid first. —Candidates for examination and persons 
enquiring as to the eligibility will be required in making their applica¬ 
tion on Form Exn., 2, to pay the examination fee before any step is taken 
in the way of inquiring into their services or testing their qualifications. 
If the candidate is found not to bv eligible the fee will either be 
returned to him or placed to his credil until he is eligible. 

19. Where tc pay fees. —The fee for examination musf be paid to 
the Port Officer. If a candidate offers a gratuity to any officer of the 
Department, he will be regarded as having committed an act of miscon¬ 
duct, and will be rejected, and not allowed to be again examined for 
twelve months either at the port where the offence was committed, or at 
any other port. 

!20. Fao in case of failure. —The fee paid for examination for a certi¬ 
ficate of competency includes the fee of rupees two for examination in 
the sight tests, and if a candidate fails to pass those tests, this 
fee will, with the exception of rupees two be returned to him. 
If a candidate fails to pass the exapiination in navigation or seaman¬ 
ship no part of the fee will be returned to him.

Copy of Lost Certiflcate. —An up])licu.ut i'oi' a certiiiud cupy ol a 
lost Ceitilicate either of Competency or Sei'vice, innst till in a form of 
application, Exn. 2;J, giving the particulars required, and hand it to 
the I’ort Utticer of Calcutta. A declaruiiou us to the circumstauce.s in 
w hich the certificate was lost must be made by the applicant before tlie 
I'ort Utticer who will state thereon whether a tee is to be charged or 
not, and will foiwurd a certified copy of the lost ceititicate to the 
applicart. 

No fee will be chai'ged if the applicant can iirove that the certificate 
was lost t.lu'ougli ship wreck or tire. 

23. Exchange of certiflcate. —An utticer holding an old pattern 
certiticale may exchange it for a (lerliticatc in book form on payment of 
a. fee of Ks. 2. The application may he made on form Exn. 23 and the 
lee paid to the I’ort Officer. 

24. First Aid to the Injured. —(a) Mvery candidate for a certi¬ 
ficate of competency of any grade as Master or Mate will be lequired 
to pi'uduce a certiticato of proticieiicy in h’irst Aid granted by an officer 
authorised by the J^ocal (Government. Any certificate wbicb is accepted 
by the iluard of Trade will also be accejited by the Local Uovernmeut 
for the purpose of this rule. 

(b) If a candidate does not possess sui'h a certificate of proficiency 
in I'irst Aid, ho should apply some time before he wishes to sit for the 
examination for a certificate as Master or Mate, to the Port Ilealth 
Officer. Calcutta, or the Port Ilealth Officer, Chittagong, who will 
inform him of the available facilities for the instruction and examina¬ 
tion of candidates in First Aid. 

25. (a) Sight tests. —Every candidate for a certificate of compe¬ 
tency must pass the piescribed sight tests before a certificate can he 
issued to liim. It circumstances render it necessary for him to proceed 
with the examination in navigation and s(>umanship before under¬ 
going the sight tests, he should be informed that the examination in 
navigation and seamanship will he camelled in the event of his failure 
to pass either of thft sight tests. 

Detailed information witb regard to the conduct of the examiuatiou 
and the standards required is contained in Appendix (J. 

(b) Letter tesL —Every candidate for a certificate must pass the 
letter test. If he obtained a certificate of competency before ,7anuary 
1st, 1914, he will only be required to possess half normal vision using 
both eyes together. Otherwise he must j)asB a higher standard, vi^., 
normal vision using both eyes or either eye separately. 

Any candidate who has obtained his first certificate under these con¬ 
ditions may obtain his higher certificates, provided that he has normal 
vision using both eyes or either eye separately. 

A candidate who fails to pass the letter test may present himself 
for re-examination at interval of three months. 

(c) Lantern test. —Every candidate must. undergo the lantern test 
on every occasion on which he presents himself for examination for his 
first certificate of competency; but, if he then passes, he will not be 
required to undergo the lantern test on any subset[uent occasion. 

No person who holds a certificate of competency should be examined* 
in lantern test. A candidate who fails to pass the lantern test cannot 
be re-examined. 
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{d^ Special examination: Referred cases. —In the case of a candidate 
who 18 referred for further examination the Port OflScer will make 
arrang^ements for a special examination for which no additional fee 
will be charged. 

(e) Special examination: Appeal cases. —A candidate who is adjudged 
to have failed in the lantein test may appeal to the Local Government 
who may, if they think fit, remit the case to a special body of examiners 
for decision. He will be required to pay a special fee of Rs. 30 which 
will be returned to him if he is declared to have passed the special 
examination. 

(/) When a (andidate fails fo pass the lantern test, the examiner 
will point out to him the conditions under which he can .appeal. 
Appeals are to l)e made through the Port Officer, and forwarded to 
Local Uovernment with the Examiner’s remai'ks. 

(g) Special Examination: Candidates must attend punctually.— 

Candidates who on appeal from the result of the local tests are granted 
a special examination are notified by the Port Officer of the time at 
which they should attend for special examination and are expected to 
inform the J^ort Officer whether or not they will be able to attend at 
that time. Any candidate who, after informing the Port Officer that 
he will attend, fails to ajipear at the time appoijitcd, will be liable 
to have his examination postponed indefinitely and also, if an appeal 
candidate, will forfeit the appeal fee of Rs. 30 and will be required to 
deposit a further fee of the same amount before furthei arrangements 
can be made fo]- his sjiecial exjimiuation. 

(?i) Failure in special examination. —Where during the course of a 
special examination, a candidate is found to have a peinianent defect 
in his eyesight such as to reuiler him unfit foi’ a sea career, he will be 
finally rejected and will not be allowed to be examined again in the 
sight tests on any future occasion. This, however, is subject to this 
proviso that if the candidate is still dis.satisfied, it will he open to him, 
if he so desires, fo present himself for a second special examination on 
payment of a fee of rupees seventy-five, juovided that he brings with 
him a friend to witness the examination. 

This second examination will, howeVer, 1 h> entirely voluntarv, and 
will form no part of the examination foi a certificate of competency. 
'1 he Tiocal Government will, however, give consideration to the result of 
such examination in determining, whet her a certificate shall he granted. 

ii) Examination in sight tests only. —The sight tests are open to all 
persons serving or intending to serve in the Mercantile Murine oi' in 
fishing vessels, and all such persons are recommended to take the 
earliest opjiortunity of ascertaining whether their vision is such as U) 
(lu.alify them foi- service in that pjofession. Any suc-h person, if 
desirous of undergoing the tests, must make application to the Port 
Officer, on tin; Form Exn. 2a, and mu.st pay a fee of two rupees.

The examinations for the grades of Second Mate, Only Mate, Fir.st 
Mate, and Master, of fore-and-aft rigged vessels will be juecisely the 
same as for the Ordinary certificatc>, excepting that in seamanshiji a 
knowledge of the. management of s(|uare-rigged vessels is not required. 

A certificate for fore-and-aft rigged vessels will not entitle the 
possessor to act in any case in which a certificate for scpiare-rigged 
vessels is required. Amongst square-rigged vessels are classed full-rigged 
ships, barques, brigs, barquentines and brigantines. 

A candidate possessing a certificate for fore-and-aft rigged vessels 
and desiring to be examined for an tlrdinary certific^ate, must' prove that 
he has sciwed at sea at least one year in a square-rigged sailing vessel, 
unless he has previously held an Ordinary certificate ol' a lowei- grade. 

41. Steamship certificates* —Certificates'a i)plying only to steamships 
are issued to candidates who are either unable to comply with the regu¬ 
lations which require them to have passed one year jn square-rigged 
or fore-and-aft rigged sailing vessels or who prove in course of examina¬ 
tion that they are ignorant Pf the management of these classes of sailing 
vessels. All the qualifying sertice prescribed for these certificat'es may 
have been performed in steamships. 

These certificates will entitle the holders to go to sea as Masters or 
Mates of foreign-going steamships, but will not entitle them to go to 
sea as Masters or Mates of foreign-going sailing ships. 

There will be no distinction in these ccrt'ificates between fore-and-aft 
rigged steamships and square-rigged steamships,

He will also he required to attain a niini- 
niuin ’sp(‘('d of 10 words a minute in semaphore and 0 words a minute 
in Mors(> flashing and h woids a minute in Morse flag waving, and to 
have a good workijig knowledge of the International Code of Signals 
andi Allied Signal Manual. 

'Mate, Home-tracte: Seamanshipi —He must possess a thoroug}) 
knowledge of the Itiile of the lioad as regards both steamers and 
sailing vcvssols, theij- regulation light's, and fog and sound signals.

59. Yacht Certificate. —The examination for these certificates is 

S urely voluntary and is confined t'o persons who command their own 
ritish sea-going ]>leasure yachts. A Master of a yacht who is in»t 
also the sole owner, or who is under 21 years of age, is not eligible 
for examination. 
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Only one description of certificate will be issued, whether the yacht, 
is f'oreign-ffoiiig or cruises w'itliiii the home-trade limits. 

The certificate will iio( entitle the holder to command any vessel 
except the pleasure yacht or yac^hts, of which he is at the time ihc 
sole owner. 

Candidates arc not leiiuired to have served any specified time afloat, 
as il is believed thal their sea knowledge w'ill he sufficiently tested hv 
the examination they will have to pass in seamanshiji. 

Testimonials of service need not he shown, hut a candidate for 
examination will he reiiuired to produce a statniory declaration to the 
eIVcct (/) that he is sole owner of the yacht; (ii) th.at the yacht is sea¬ 
going'; (■}) that it is not to he userl for trading purposes, lie will also 
he required to fill uji the foi'in of application (Form Fxn. 2), and pay 
the fee of Its. .‘ft) at the Port ((Hire, as prescribed in rule 

In all other lesjiects, excejit that the candidate will not he required 
to produce a “ k'irst Aid ” certificate, the regulations relating to 
examinations of Masters of foreign-going ships wdll apply in these 
cases. 

til). Yacht Master: Navigation. —'I'he examination in navigation 
for a Yacht Master’s certificate will he precisely the same as th.'it pi'es- 
crihed for an Ordinary Master’s ceitificate, excejit that in the civil 
duties of a shipmaster the Mastei of a yacht will only he expected to 
possess a knowledge of what he is leqiiired to do by M. S Acts. 

(il. Yacht Master: Seamanship. —He must give satisfactory 
answers as to his knowledge of making and taking in sail, and as to (he 
majiagement of a yai’hi' under canvas in moderate and in stormy 
weather. He must have a thorough knowledge of the Itule of the 
Road at sea as regards both steamers and sailing vcs.scls, theii' regula¬ 
tion lights and fog and sound signals, and he able to describe tlie 
signals of distVess, and the signals t,o b(; made by ships wanting a 
pilot and the liabilities and penalties incurred by the misuse of these 
sig-uals. He must also understand the use and management of the 
rocket apparatus in ihe event of his vessel being stranded. He must 
he able to mark and use the lend, and log lines; to cast a vivssel on a 
lee shore; to mooi' and unmoor a ship; to keep a (dear anchoi’, .ind to 
carry out an anchor, lie must know how to keep his vessel out of ihe 
trough of the sea in the event of accident; how to lig rafts an.d .jury 
rudders, etc.; and what steps to take if his vessel is disalded oi' un¬ 
manageable and drifting towards a lee shor(‘. He will also he examin¬ 
ed as to his resources for the jiri'servation of the (•I'ew in the event of 
wreck. He must also possess a knowledge of the measures he should 
adopt for prevent'ing and (diecking an outbreak of scurvy on hoani; 
and be prejiared to answer any otlmr (luestions relating to (he managt'- 
ment of a yacht, either steam or sailing, which the examiner may 
ask. 

(12. Voluntary Examination in Compass Deviation. —Any person 

holding a certificate of any grade in the foreign or home trade or as 
Master of his ow'ii pleasure yacht, who wishes to pass a voluntaiy 
examination in comjiass deviation, can at any ’time be examined upon 
filling up the usual form of application, and paying to*'the Port Oflicei 
the fee of Rs. 15. If the candidate passes the examination a note to 
that effect will be made upfin his certificate. 

Gif. Voluntary Examination in signalling. —The examination in 
Signalling as prescribed for candidates for the Extra Master’s certifi- 
i^ate is open as a voluntary examination to all persons holding, or who 
have passed for, or who are candidates for, a cei tificate of competency 
of any grade. 

If the candidate passes, the fact with the date and place of passing 
will be recorded upon his certificate of competency. 

Candidates may be examined at any port where Ordinary examina¬ 
tions are held upon filling up the form of {ipplication (Exn. 2) and 
paying the fee of Bs. 15. {See Appendix B.) 

No fee, however, will be charged for this examination if it is taken 
at the same time as fhat at which a candidate is examined for any 
certificate of competfenciy. 
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64. Voluntary Examination in Steam. —These examiuatious are 
provided for the purpose of giving Masters and Mates who are possessed 
of certificates of competency an opportunity of undergoing a voluntary 
examination as to their practical knowledge of the use and working of 
the steam-engine. They are conducted under the superintendcm e of 
the IVirt Oflicer at such times as he may appoint for the purpose. 

The examination is open to any person who holds a Ceitificate of 
any grade in the foreign or home trade or as Mastei’ of his own 
pleasure yacht. Full pajticulars of the examination are given in 
Appendix F. 

fif). Examination in Steam: how to apply. —Candidates should fill 
up the foini of application (Korm Fxn. 2) at the Port Office, pay thi> 
fee of its. 15 and deposit fheir certificates and f.estimonials with the 
Port (Hticer, who will infoi ni them when and where to attend to ho 
examined. The usual testimonials for sobriety and good conduct lor 
at least the last 18 months preceding the date of apjdication to lie 
examined must be produced. 

00. Examination in Steam; endorsement of certifleate. —If the 

caudidate passes, Foiiu Fxn. 15, (ogethej- with a written report' of the 
examiuation, should he sent to the l*ort Cftieor and the candidate’s 
coiniticate, together with the h'orm lixn. 2, will he sent to the liocal 
UoveruMienf ; the words " ('erlified to have passed in Steam,” with 
the date atid ptiu-e of examination, w ill then he entered on the certificaVe 
and its dnplioale, and the certifieate will he sent to the Port Olfieor 
at the port iiajned in the Form Exn. 2, and will be delivered to the 
candidate in I'he usual manner. 

The eiidursement of a Master’s or Mate’s Certificate for ” Steam ” 
does not, however, imply that he is qualified to perform the duties of an 
Fugiueei'. 


(iT*. Examination in SteaiA: failure. —If the eaudidate fails to pass 
his (lei tificute will he rc‘turn(‘d to him at once, but he may not preseiil 
himself Itu- re-examination unlil the expiration of three mont'hs from 
tlie (lute of failure. 

(i8. Certificates of Service. —A person who has attained the rank of 
lieutenunf in His Majesty’s Navy or in His Alajesty’s Royal Indian 
Alarine Service, is entitled to upplj' for a certifieate of service as 
Master of u foreign-going ship without examination. This certificate 
will not entitle the holder to go to sea as Master or Mate of a home-trade 
chip. 


(Vutificate of service will be issued by the Board of Trade only. 
Applications for certificates of service of the Royal Indian Marine must 
he made on a printed form, FiXU. 18 which will be supplied free of 
charge on application to the Director of the Royal Indian Marine. 

Applicaufs on diify in India should submit their claims to the 
Directoi' for transmission to the tloveruineut. of India and the India 
Office. Officers on leave in England should submit their claims to the 
India Office on the printed foiia which may be obtained from that 
office. 

Applications for certificates of service bj' officers of the Royal Navy 
on the active list must be made through their commanding officers, and 
applications fiom officers of the Royal Navy on half-pay must be made 
to the Secretary of the Admiralty, who in either case will forward the 
application to the Board of Trade. 

69. Ambulance CertifloaAes an^ GovemmMit Awards. —An officer in 
the Mercantile Marine who holds a certificate of proficiency in First Aid 
to the Injured from the St. John’s or St. Andrew’s Ambulance Associa¬ 
tion or some • equivalent certi&ate,.oasi have the fact endorsed on his 
certificate of, tfeumpetency prtjvided t||e latter was issued before April Ist, 
1908, if the tvro certificate* are forwarded to the Port Officer.

Reoipiepta of OoTemment awards can .alBo have the fact stamped on 
their pc^iilfiGi^tes of eompetency, if they 'ahbmit evidence of the award 
.together with thair certificate in a sinlilar manner. 
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CHAPTER III. 


Rules foh estimatinu sea service. 

70. Sea serviceii —In these Regulations sea service is reckoned from 
the commencement to the termination of the voyage. The certificates 
of discharge for service in the foreign trade will generally be accepted as 
proof of sea service, but certificates of di.scharge for service in the home 
or coasting trade must always be sent to the Port Officer for verification. 
Port Office!’ and Examiners will be careful to see that these discharges 
have not been in any way tampered with, and will report any suspicious 
case to the Local Governinent. 

Eoi' all certificates of competency as Master or Mate in the Mercantile 
Marine, the qualifying sej vice usually required is service perfo/med in 
ordinui’y trading vessels. While the Regulations piovide for the 
accejhunce in pai’1 of ceitain kinds of non-trading service («.</., that 
pei'foi iiied in fishing-boats, yachts, pilot vessels, etc.), non-trading service 
not specially provided for in the Regulations cannot be accepted as 
qualifying service unless it has been submitted to the Local Government 
and their sanction obtained. 

71. Sea service for foreign>going certifloates. —For foreign-going 
certificates the term “ sea servii >-* ’’ means, unless othei’wise stated, 
sei’vice performed in foreig’u-going vessels. 

72. Service under the Admirality. —All .sei\ke afiom in His 
Majesty’s ships oi’ in auxiliary su])ply ships o!’ iiity othej- ships in at¬ 
tendance on the Fleet between August 4tli, I9J4 and December Blst, 
1920 inclusive will be aci’cpted in full (subject to the ordinary condi¬ 
tions us laid down in tliese Regulations) as qualifying sea service for 
either Home ’riade or Foreign-going certificate. 

The Local Goveinnient cannot luidei’ts^ke to accept the whole oi' any 
definite proportion of service in the Royal Naval Reserve, whicli i.s not 
qualifying service in accordance with these Regulations, but they will 
be prepared to consider sympathetically an application foi’ examination 
from a candidate who has bee!i' i)i'eventcd by his service in the Royal 
Naval Reaei've between August 4th, 1914 and December dlst, 1920 
inclusive from complying fully with the requirements. 

70. Service in the Army. —The Local Government is anxious that, 
so far as is reasonably possible, seamen or apiirentices who served in the 
Army between August 4th, 1914 and December (list, 1920 inclusive, 
should not be hindered in their oi'dinury profession; and they are pre- 
pai’ed to considei’ sympathetically any application to be examined by a 
candidate who has been prevented fjom complying fully with the 
Regulations owing to his service in the Army. 

74. Officers and seamen interned abroad.— A portion of the time 
spent by officels and seamen interned abjoad between August 4th, 1914 
and December dlst, 1920 inclusive, will be accepted in lieu of a portion 
of the (j^ualifying sea sei’vice required to qualify them for examination 
for a certificate of coitipetency. The amount of such time so allowed 
will be decided by the Port Gfficer. 

76. Sarvico in Homa Trada. —For Home-Trade ship certificates ser¬ 
ving in the home-trade is regaided as equivalent to service in the foreign 
trade; but for Foreign-going certificates it is regarded as only equival¬ 
ent to two-thirds of the time served in the foreign trade. 

The amount of service as Master, First Mate or only Mate in the 
home trade which will qualify a candidate for examination for a certi¬ 
ficate as Master or First Mate (foreign-going) is shown in Rules 32 and 
36. 

In addition the Fort* Officer will be prepared to consider on its 
merits any application by a candidate for a first Mato’s (foreign-going) 
certificate lor the .aooeptanee of time served ns jSdoohd Mate, in the home 
trade. The accaptanee of such service, wilf be stthjaot to the following 
general consideratioiu:— . ' 

(a) An adeat^ie; i^portion thd tiifia been spent in 

aettwT' liiemc^ at sea, t.e,,. oah|!de pimhlly sttiodth water 
limita. < * ’ . , 
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(b) The service must have involved real responsibility and an ade¬ 

quate proportion of it must have been spent in sole charge 
of a watch at sea. 

(c) The service must have been performed while in the possession 

of a certificate as Second Mate (foreign-going). 

The proportion of the time which will be a»:cepted will depend upon 
the particular circumstances of each case, but in no case will time 
spent in the home trade be accepted as equivalent to more than two- 
thirds of the same period of iime spent in the foreign trade. Every 
case in which a candidate claims such services as tjualifying must be 
referred to the Port Officei-. 

Service as Second Mate in tlie home trade will not be accepted as 
qualifying for examination for a Master’s certificate (foreign-going; 

Service in a lowej' grade than Second Mate in the hoiue trade will 
not be recognised as 01ficeJ'’s servic-e towards qualifying a candidate tot 
examination for a foreign-going certificate unles- the candidate can 
produce a testimonial ceitifying that the service was merely a preli¬ 
minary to or the finish of a tureign-gtjing voyage and he served on the 
foreign voyage in a capacity not lowei' than the capacity in which he 
. served on the coasting articles. 

In the case of coasting vtiyages service in ships tiading entirely 
abroad will be act i-pted us e([uivalent to service in foreign-going ships 
provided that the distance between the extreme ports visited during the 
coui se of the voyage is at least fiUO miles. If the distance is-less than 
bOO miles, the service will only be accepted as equivalent to service in 
the home trade. In all cases the length of service is deemed to com¬ 
mence on the date of sailing from the jioid of departure or home port 
and to end on the date of ariisal at the home port. Such service must 
be vouched foi- in the form laid down in Appendix L. 

it). Certificate, meaning of> —By the word “ certificate ” is meant a 
certificate of competency granted by the Board Pf Trade under the 
Merchant Shijiping Acts, or by the Ifoverniiient of Biitish self-governing 
Dominion, t'oloiiy, or Possession, under an Order in Council issued in 
pursuance of the Merchant Shipi>iiig Acts. 

A list of the Colonial certificates referred to will be found in 
Appendix K. They are of the same force us the corresponding certi¬ 
ficates granted liy the Board of 'I'rade. 

77. Colonial' local certificates. —Tlie liolder of a Colonial certificate 
for foicign-going ships nf)t granted under the Merchant Shipping Ac-s 
who desires to be examined for a (^ih'mial certificate of the same grade 
which is granted under the saiil Acts, must jtrove that he has performed 
the amount of service required by these iiiles to entitle him to hold 
such a c-ertificate. He must also produce satisfactory testimonials 
as to character for at least the last 12 months of sea service preceding 
his application to be examined in ac^cordance with these rules. 

78. Foroign^g^cing certificates. —Where a foreign-going certificate 
is requiredl in order to qualify a candidate for examination, the certifi¬ 
cate may be either an Ordinary certificate, or a certificate for fore-and- 
aft rigged vessels, or a eertificate for foreign-going steamships. 

79. Pilot defined. —The term “ pilot ” in tliese rules (see rules 
32 and 5G) means a pilot who is employed in general pilotage, and 
holds a first class pilot’s certificate from some competent authority 
authorising him to pilot vessels outside harbour and partially smooth 
water limits. A Master Pilot of the Bengal Pilot Service is for the 
purpose of this rule to be considered as a first class pilot. 

80. Nature of Service determined by actual position on board 
ship. —Sea service, in the foreign or home trade, cannot be regarded as 
qualifying for examination for certificates of competency unless it can 
be verified by reference to the articles of the ship on which it was per¬ 
formed, e.g., service claimed by testimonial or otherwise to have been 
as Mate when the actual rating ae shown by the articles was only that 
of boat-Bwaifi or other petty officer will not be accepted where officer’s 

' service is required. 

. 81. 9l|loaH*S r aarvioe.--^^or the purposes of these rules service as 
First - Ms^te .means service as the senior of the three-watch-keepii^ 
officers on hnaf(4 ri ship, service as Second Mate means service as next in 
seniority ihd sp on —for instance servioe as Junior or auxiliary First 
Milie'dr Mnte under a Chiei Officer will count as First Mate's 

> se^oe if ihe ^def Officer did not kedp a watph but otherwise will 
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couat as Second Mate’s Service. Similarly service as junior or 
auxiliary Second Mate or as Second Mate below an auxiliary First 
Mate will count as Second Mate’s service if there were only one watch¬ 
keeping' officer above him. but otherwise will count as Third Mate’s 
service. The facts in each case must be clearly established by the 
candidate’s testimonials. For the definition of “ watch-keeping 
service ” xrr. rule 84. 

H2. Servioe in possession of certificate. —Officer’s .service to be re- 
cogxiised a.s qualifying for purposes of examination must be performed 
with the requisite certificate as specified in appendix I. The officer’s 
service performed by irien who have been duly promoted during the 
coui'se of a voyage 0'<cc rule 85) or who, in conse(iueuce of serving in 
vessels plying between ports ubioad, have been niiable to obtain the 
necessary certificates, may, however, be recognised, provided that it is 
in otlier respects satisfactory. 

8,8. Foreign officers. —J^’oreign officers wlio wish to apply for a 
British certificate of competency must in all cases have performed their 
ilualifying officer's seivice with the requisite British certificate. The 
service may have been performed in foreign vessels if the candidate can 
produce satisfactory testimonials as to conduct and character, and is able 
to prove that tlie service has been in the required capacities, and that 
during the period of serviee he has held a British certificate of 
competency of the gratle lequired by the rules (.see rule 8(5). 

84. In charge cf a watch. —When service in charge of a watch in 
eitlier tlie- foreign or home tiude is specified in the rules, candidates 
for cei'titicates of competency as First Mato must bo able to prove 
that during eight months at least of their seivice the, have kept full 
regular watch tlitrhtf/ the lehole roi/ai/e, i.e., front fxirt 1o [tort, wliich, if 
in the foi'cign trailc, must amount to not less than 8 hours of each 24 
hours' service. Wlieie a candidate can prove eiglit months of such full 
service, service ])erformeJ in cases wdiere watches were doubled at any 
time during the voyage will he accepted as equivalent to half the same 
period of. full watch-keeping sei'vice. No amount of occasional service 
will, by itself, he accepted as qualifying service. Candidates for certi¬ 
ficates of competency as Master will he reijuired to have served during 
tlie whole of tlie time specified by the rules, in full charge oT a watch, 
and no service jierformed under the sy'stem of double watches, 
except as the senior officer, will.lie accepted as ijualifying sei vic'e for u 
certificate of this grade. Great care must he exercised by the Examiners 
and others in regal'd to such service and unless the candidate produces 
a clear and satisfactorv testimonial specially setting forth the above 
tacts, from the Master or owner of tlie vessel in which the service was 
performed, it must not he acc'epted. 

85. Promotion during voyage. —Whenever a man has, from any 
cause, licen legularly promoted on the occurrence of a vacancy in the 
course of the voyage from the rank in which he first shipped, and such 
promotion, willi the ground on which it has been made, is properly en- 
teied in the articles and in the Official Log Book, he will receive credit 
for his servioe in the higher grade for the period subsequent to his pro¬ 
motion. 

86. Evidence as to Service in foreign vessels. —The testimonials of 

service of foreigners and of officers and .seamen who are British sub¬ 
jects serving in foreign vessels, which cannot he verified by the Port 
Officers, must he confirmed either by the Consul of the country to which 
the ship in which the candid'ate served belonged or by some other 
recognised official authority of that countiy, or by the testimony of 
some credible person on the spot having personal knowledge of the facts 
required to be established. The production, however, of such proofs 
will not of necessity be deemed sufficient. Each cas# will be decided 
on its own merits, and if the sufficiency of the proofs given appears to 
be at all doubtful, it must be referred to the local Government for 
decision. 

87. Auxiliary wrOMrahipa. —Service in.-vessels with auxiliary steam 
or motor power which use their propelling nmehiaery only in catlms or 
during ligAt winds, is consjdered as service j^rformed in sailing vessels. 

88. StoaUMm.^In the case of cnebursion steamers only 
such nerviob;'ds can be proved to hade bee§- p ia rfl oateed at sea will be 
accepted! 

89., oanMntar. ko.~-CBniA'i^te8 

whose servica’fimi Jbeen perfonohetl m than, appt'bntice, 

midshipmaai;, ca^, i^rdinaiyr seaman px^ ame men who 
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have served as carpeiiler, or sailmaker, or as cook in small vessels where 
cooking is only a part of a man’s duty—^will he required to satisfy the 
Port Officer that they have during the whole time claimed performed 
deck duties in addition (o their own particular work, and that they have 
a good knowledge of seamanship. These facts may possibly be proved 
by the production of satisfactory certificates from the Masters with whom 
the candidate has served ; but such service will only be acvepted as equi¬ 
valent to two-thirds of the time served as ordinary «leck hand. h'iiiling 
satisfac-tory evidence, the ajiplicant will be requireil to perfoini addi¬ 
tional service in the capacity of seaman. Service as cook (under other 
conditions than the above), or as steward, purser, will not be accepted. 

90. ^ Service as wireless operator. — If a candidate has been engaged 

on articles of agreement, as seaman or in any seaman rating and has 
served both as a seaman and as a wireless operator two-thirds of such 
seivice ma\- be counted as qualifying service. Hut the candidate must 
prove that during the n holi' periotl claimed he performed vlcck duties in 
addition to the duties of a wireless ofierator. 

Tf a. candidate has been engaged on articles of agreement as a wireless 
operator and has serv'ed as such, one (piarter of the service ujt to a max¬ 
imum of twelve months may' be counted as qualifying service. 

91. Service in Hshing^ or pilot vessels. —Service performed exclu¬ 
sively in trailers and other deej) sea fishing vessels, or in |)ilot vessels, 
will not qualify a candidate for examination. Me must in aihlition 
prove the following servic^e : — 

{(i) h'o?- a Korcign-going cert ificatc'. service' for at least IK months in 
an ordinary trading vessel in the foreign trade, or the etpii- 
valcnt jieriod, 27 months, in the home or coasting trade. 

tf>\ h'or a 11 onic-Trade Shiji certificate, service for at least twelve 
months in ati orilinary trading vessel in tJie foreign, home, 
or coasting tradi'. 


92. Service in yachts. —Service in jilensure yachts will be accepted 
as qi*alifying service under the following conditions : -- 

(o) It must, in all cases be verilied by satisfactory jiroofs, which 
must set forth clearly and in di'tail tin' nature and duration 
of the sc'ivici' claimed, and it must be distinctly understood 
that only actual isea service will be accepted, ami that serviie 
in harbour or jioj't is inadmissible. 

< h) Service in foreign-going yachts will be aci'cpted in full; and 
sci \ ice performed within ITonie-Trade limits in sailing yachts 
of not l(‘ss than 50 tons‘net register or in steam yachts of not 
h'SN than SO tons gross register will be accepted in the propor¬ 
tion stated in rule 75; but candidates must also show (1) for 
a J'oreign-goiug certificate, service for at h'ast 18 months in 
an ordinary trading vessel in the foreign trade, or for the equi¬ 
valent jiciiod, 27 months, in an ordinary trading vessel in the 
home or coasting trade; (2) for a Home-Traile ship certificate, 
i-.ervice foi‘ at least 12 months in an orilinary trading vessel 
in the foi't'ign, home or coasting traile. 

(c) Service within ITome-Trade limits in sailing yachts of 20 tons 

net ri'gistcr, or in steam y'achts of 40 tons gross register, will 
be accepted towards qualifying a candidate tor a foreign- 
going certificate as equivalent to half the same time served 
in the foreign trade, but no amount of such service shall count 
as more than two y^ears’ service in the foreign trade, and no 
such service' shall count as officer’s service to (jualify candidates 
for foreign-going certificates.

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93. Service in tugs, War Depwtment vessels, etc. —Service per¬ 
formed in tujfH outside partially smooth water limits may be accepted 
as sea service for the purpose of quolifyinjf a candidate for a Mate’s or 
Master’s certific-ate for Home-Trade Ships only. 

Service performed in War Department vessels employed outside par¬ 
tially smooth water limits may be accepted as sea service to qualify a 
candidate for a Mate’s or Master’s certificate for home-trade ships only. 
This iservice cannot be ai-cepted towards qiialifyinj? a (‘undidate for a 
Foreig'n-poinp certifi«-ate, unless there should be some very exceptional 
circumstances, when the t'ase, tojfether with all the candidate's pnper.s, 
should be submitted to the I’ort Officer for his consideration. 

94. Service in dredgers. —Service in steam hopper bai-fjes may, sub¬ 
ject to the provisions of rule 9(5, be allowed to count towards qualifyin;? 
a candidate for a Mate’s certificate of competency for home-trade ships 
provided the candidate can prove at least bwo years’ service in an ordinary 
trading? vessel in either the home, coastinff, or foreip^n trade. Service 
in these steam hoppers will not be accepted as officer’s service towards 
qualifyinpr a candidate for a Master's certificate. 

9.5. Service in lightships or engine-room.— Service in lightships or 
in an enp^ine-room will not be accepted as sea service.

96. Service on rivers. —Service performed on rivers, no matter of 
what size, and service performed within smooth or partially smooth water 
limits will not be accepted. 

Where any doubt w'hatever exists on this point, the candidate will be 
required to produce a certificate from the Master or owner of the vessel 
in which the service was performed, before the service can be accepted. 

97. Service in cable ships. —A candidate, a part of whose qiialily¬ 
in'? service has been performed in cable shijis, will be required to pro¬ 
duce, in addition to the usual evfdence of sea service, a statement or 
certificate from the owners of the vessel showitip the amount of time 
actually spent at sen. If the time so spent constitutes or exceed-, two- 
thirds of the total time on articles, this total time may be accepted in 
full as qualifying' service, but in the evgnt of the actual sen service 
falling below this proportion, the deficiency miist be made up by Addi¬ 
tional service at .sea before the total time on articles ran be aeeepted in 
full as qualifying f^erviee. 

98. Training ships.^ —Time 'served on board a training ship will be 
allowed to count as equivalent to one-balf the same time spent in .service 
at sea, up to a limit of two years (i.e , no length of service will be allowed 
to count as more than one year at sea), provided that the candidate enn 
produce a eertifirate from the Committee or Captain Superintendent that 
be has cond\ic.ted himself creditably and pasised a good examination in 
seamanship so far as it is practised in the training ship, as well as in 
other matters down to the time of his leaving the ship. Training ship 
service will not be regarded as equivalent to service in square-rigged ve.s- 
sels. A .similar concession is allowed in the ease of time spent at the 
Nantical (College, Pangbonrne. 

99. Shore Schools for nautical training. —Time spent at a school for 
Nautical Training cond\icted on premises ashore may be allowed to count 
subject to age limit laid down in rule 100 in some proportion, not ext'eed- 
ing one-half, as .service at .sea provided that—; 

(a) the school is recognised under the appjopriatc Regulations by 

the Board of Education or by the Scottish Education Depart¬ 
ment as the case may be; 

(b) after an inspection by one of their officers the Board of Trade 

are satisfied that the school gives a training that justifies time 
spent there being reckoned as part of the ne«‘es8nt'y fjualify- 
ing time for a certificate of competently; 

(c) the candidate produces a satisfactory certificate as regai'd.s con¬ 

duct and proficiency from the authorities of the school on 
leaving it. 

The schools to which these arrangements may apply are of three 
kinds: — 

(i) Schools at which a hoy resides and receives training for a 
period of years : the maximum i^mission of sea service that 
will he allowed in respect of attendance at such a school will 
be fixed at the time of approval; it will never exceed 12 

months. 
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(fV) Courses in navigation and seamanship at .junior Techniral 
Schools or similar non-ivisidential institnlions wliicli bo.ys 
attend before going to isea: the luaxiinuni remission of sea 
service in these cases will be fixed at the time of apjiroval; 
it will never exceed six months. 

{Hi) Senior courses in Navigation at Technical or other similar non- 
residential Schools which candidates attend after com[)letiug 
the whole or the laiger part of the service required to t|ualif.v 
for examination for a seeond Mate’s Certificate: (lie maxi¬ 
mum remission of sen service in these cases will lie fixed 
at the time of approval; it will never exceed three months. 

In the case of schools of classes (//) and (HI) the ceitificate which the 
candidate produces | clause (r) above] must in addition testify to the 
candidate’s continuouis and regular attendance at all the approved classe-. 
and also in the ca.se of schools of class (Hi) nuist state the total number 
of houis during which he has attended at the school. 

A candidate who at different times has attended two or more approved 
schools of Nautical Training will be allowed a remis.sion of sea service 
in reispect of attendance at each of them sub.ject to the corulition that 
the total remission of .sea service in respect of attendance at ajiproved 
schools will not in any event exceeil 12 months. 

Time sjieiit at ajiproA'ed schools will not be acc'epted in lieu of any 
part of the officer's siu-Auee required to qualify a candidate for examina¬ 
tion for a certificate as Fiist ISIate or Master; ot‘ in lieu of .-^ea service 
required in l onsequence of failure in seamanship (spf rule 16). 

A list of apjiroved schools of nautical training is given in Ajipendix 

I 


100. Training ships and schools: Age limit,- No allowance will be 
made in resiiect of time spent on boaid training sliips or at schooLs of 
nautical training after the 1st January 1926. hv boys ,\ounger than 14. 
Time so spent before the 1st -lanuary 1926, will not be affected by this 
alteyition, regardless of the date at which the candidates concerned 
present themselves for examination. 

101. Appronticos, —'fhe ir/mh' r)t the time claimed under indentures 
of apprenticeship will be accej)ted as actual sea r^eivice to qualify undei 
rule 29 foi' a Second Mate’s certificate provided (ti) that the indentures 
have not heen cancelled through some fault of the candidate, liut ot'c 
endorsed bv the owner or Master to whom he was bound to the efi’ect that 
he has pei formetl his .service faithfull.v during the time he icmained as 
apprentice; and (b) that the candidate has served at sea foui-fifths of 
!he time claimed, that, is to say, has not spent more than one-fifth of the 
time in home ports.* 

In cases wliere an apprentice is qualified for examination before the 
expiration of his indentures, c..r/., where he has had training ship or other 
sea service prior to being bound, which, together with his actual time as 
apprentice, makes up the lequired four-years, or where his indentures 
are for a jieriod of more than tour years, a letter from the Owner or 
Master will he accepted in [)lace of the endorsement leferied to abf»ve. 

In the event tiS tlTe ciindidate being short of the re(|uiied foni-fitths of 
the time claimed ns apprentice out of the United Kingdom, he will be 
required to show sufficient additional sea service, either as seaman or 
.junior officer to make up four-fifths of the time claimed. 

The above stated genei'ul cojicession to apprentices cannot, liowcvei'. 
be taken to cover a f-ase in which during a large propoi'tion of the p(*riod 
of apprenticeship, the vessel on which the apprentice is serving has 
been laid up in_ a foreign port. The proportion of the peri(>d of 
apprenticeship which (‘an be acuiepted as qualifying .service in such a 
case is dependent on the actual circumstances and each case will be 
considered on its merits. The Loral Government an* ])rei>nred t(< make 
as generous an allowance for such service as the.v properly can, hut 
the.y are unable to forego the essential con'dition that candidates for 
certificates of competency must have sufficient exijerience of ac tual 
sea service. 


* In the caw of vablc uhliw U c time may be counted in full if two-tlilrdK of lhi« period of four- 
fltquLi.a., elahtsllftei-nthB of the whole-time under liidentweB han been Mieiil in serr-ice on board the ahlp 
out of the United Kingdom ami away from the ahliw* baae port. (Vitfe rule 07 .) 
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102. Midshipmen and oadetSi —The whole of tho time served as mid¬ 
shipman or radei under indenture,s will also be aecepted subject lo 
the same conilitions ns those laid down for apj)rentiees; and the same 
will be the case even when not hound by indentures, piovided Uint the 
servi<!e as mi<lshipman or cadet has been continuous, and that on the date 
of the teiininatioTi of the period of service claimed in this capacity the 
candidate was on ai'ticles of apfreernent, and that he is abb* to comply witli 
the rerpiirements laid dow’n in the matter of servinj^ or makinfr up the 
four-fifths period at sea durinpr the time claimed. 

lOd. Lighthouso t0nd6rs> —Service performed in the sea-froing steam 
vessels of the '^Prinity House, of the Commi.ssioners of Northern Eight- 
houses or of the Commiisisoners of Irish Eights, or in Irish and Scotch 
Fish('ry Cruisers, will be accepted as sea service for the purp«>se of quali¬ 
fying a candidate for examination for a home-trade ship certifii-nte ; hut 
for a foieign-going certificate a candidate must show in addition to this 
service calculated in accoidance wdth rule T-'i at least twelve months in 
an ordinary trading vessel. In order to qualify^ a candidate for afi 
ordinary certificate, this twelve months must have been performed in 
a .square-rigged sailing vessel. 

104. ServiCO in Rayal Navy. —Officers of the Itoyal Navy are at lib¬ 
erty to apply for certificates of service and to be examined for certificates 
of competency in the Mercantile Marine, but the Eonls Commissioner.s 
of the Admiralty liavc <lirected that the application of officers on the 
active list should be made through their commanding oHicers, and that 
the ajiplications of officers on half-pay should be made lo the Secretary 
of the Admiralty, who, in either case, will forward the application to 
the Board of Trade. fn the case of Royal Indian Marine officers, aiipli- 
cations for certificates of service .should be made on a luinled form Mxn. 
ES, which will bi' sujiplied free of charge on apjilieation to the Director 
of the Royal Indian Marine. Applicants tin duty in India should sub- 
mif their claims lo the Dir<>ctor for transmission to the rJovernment of 
India and the India Office. Officers on leave in England .should submit 
their claims to the India Office on the. printed form which may be ob¬ 
tained from that office. 

The conditions on which certificates of service arc issued arc stated 
in rule 68. o 

lor). Qualifications required of Naval and Indian Marine Officers.— 

Officens of the RoyaJ Navy or of the Royal Indian Mtirine who wish to be 
examined for certificates of competency in the Mercantile Marine will lie 
required to prove the following service, and if an officer wishes to obtain 
the ordinary certificate for foreign-going ships he must, prove that at least 
twelve months of this required period was served under .sail alone : 

(a) For second Mate. The officer must prove four years' seiwice at 
sea. 

{l>) For only Mate. Five years’ service at sea. 

(ci h'or I'^insl. Mate or Master. The oflficer must jirove that he has 
attaineil the rank of lieutenant in the Royal Navy, or in the 
Royal Indian Marine. 

Kit). Service in Naval Training Colleges. —Time spent at the Naval 
College at Darniouth will, subject to the conditions laid down in rule 99, 
be pcirnitted td <s)unt as equivalent to one-half the same lime spent in 
service at. sea, and a similar allowance will be made in lespcct of time 
syjeiit (in course's on .shore after promotion to the Acting Sub-Jiieutenent. 
subject to the condition that the total reniissirin of .sea serviiie in respect 
of .all time spent on shore shall'not exceed twelve months. Time spent 
in shore training will not be accepted in lieu of watch-keeping service. 

107. Service in Royal Naval Reserve. —Eieutenants, sub-lieuten¬ 
ants, and acting siib-lieutenants of the Royal Naval Re.serve who 
perform ,sea service on board His Majesty’s ships, will if accompanied 
by a good report, be allowed to count such service as if it. had. been 
performed in foreign-going merchant ships, and the service will rank 
according to the certificate of competency held by the candidate at the 
time. 

The time spent in periodical training in the Royal Naval Reserve 
on board sea-going vessels of the Royal Navy, if accompanied by a good 
report, will be accepted in full, but in the case of midshipmen, will not 
count as officer’s service. In the case of service in Harbour ships and 
shore establishments of the Royal or Dominion Navies, only one-half of 
the time will be accepted as sea service, and no such service must amount 
to more than one-fourth of the time required for the particular grade 
pf certificate applied for.

hours. 

10!). Candidates to be punctual. —Candidates are required to appear 
at the e,\a Ml illation room punctually at. the timi" appointed. 

no. Loose paper and books remoived. —Itefore commencing the ex- 
aminatiim the tables or desks must he cleared of all scraps of jinpci' oi 
book^ that are nut used in the examination. 

Ml. No strangers admitted. —No person will he allowed in the 
1(10111 during tlie examination othei Ilian those whose duties rcciuire 
them to he present. 

No instructors will he nllow.''d on the jiretiiises. 

112. Books and papers strictly forbidden. —Candidates are prohih- 
iled from hriiiging into the exiiiiiinat ion room books or jiapers of any 
I'ind wliatever. Tlie slightest infriiigenient of this rule will subject the 
olVeiider to all the penalties of a failure, and he will not he allowed to 
ineseiit himself for re-exaiiiination for a peiiod of three iiiontEs. 

1 13. All work to be shown. —No eaudidate will be allowed to work 
out his problems on waste ])ape.r, or to write on the blotting paper sup¬ 
plied for his use in the examination. Violation of this rule will subjiu t 
the eaudidate to all the penalties of a failure. 

A sheet of blotting paper should he issued to each candidate with the 
first examination paper, and it must be returned to the Examiner when 
the last paper is completed each day. The Examiner will be careful to 
see that the blotting paper has not been used by the candidate in solving- 
his problems, or for conveying information to other candidates. 

114. Instruments, Books, otc., are provided.— All instruments, 
books, etc., necessary for use in the examinations are supplied by the 
Eoeal (government. 

115. Leaving room or building. —No candidate may leave the ex¬ 
amination room without permission and without giving up the paper on 
which he is engaged. Under no circumstances will a candidate be allow¬ 
ed to leave the building while the examination is proceeding. Viola¬ 
tion of this rule will subject the candidate*to alT the penalties of a 
failure. 

110. Coiiying, "etc., to bt' pravfBtad.— Candidates should be so 
placed as to prevent one copying from the other, and no communica¬ 
tion whatever between the candidates should be allowed. 



117. P0nalty for Copying^ etCa—In the event of any candidate being- 
discovered refei-ring to any book or paper, or cop 5 ring^ from another, or 
affording any assistance or giving any information to another, or com¬ 
municating ill any way with another, during the time of examination, 
or copying any part of the problems for the purpose of taking them out 
of the examination rooms he will subject himself to all tlie penalties of 
a failure and will not he allowed to be examined for a period of six 
months. 

A candidate guilty of a second offence will not be allowed to be 
examined until 12 montlis have elapsed. 

118. Injury to books, instruments, etc. —If a candidate defaces, 
blots, writes in, oi- otherwise injures any book or form belonging to the 
Local tTOveriiment, his papers will be retained until he has replaceil 
the damaged book or document. He will not be allowed to rcMiaive the 
damaged book or document or instruments and will be subjected to all the 
penalties of a failure. 

119. Silence. —Perfect silence is to be preserved in the examination 
room. 

120. Penalty for breach of rules. —Any candidate violating any of 
the regulations, oi- being guilty of insolence to the Examiner, or of dis- 
oi'derly or improper conduct in oi- about the room, will render himself 
liable to the postponement of his examination, or, if he has jiassed, to the 
detention of his c-eitificate for such period as the TiOcal (lovcrnment may 
d i rect. 

121. Examination papers: how to deal with. —The examiner is 
expected to take spc^cial precautions to preclude the possibility of any 
jierson having access to examination jiapers. 9'he iesponsibilitx' of 
ensuring- that this is effectuallx' done will rest with the exiiniim'r. 
'I'lie examination papers of candidates must in all i-ases be sent to 
the Port (Officer for his approval, together uith the lejioi 1 of the 
examination on the forms Exn. 14 and Exn. 2-1. 

122. Examination in Navigation. —The whole of the written ]iortion 
of tJUe examination will he taken on the marks system. The candidate 
will he fui-nished with sheets of the blank i-uled [taper (Exn. 20)* w hic h 
i.s .supplied foi- the purpose, M'ith insti-uetions that he is to work or write 
only on one side of tlie pajier, and to answer in a clctu- and legible Ijand 
each of the rjiiestions on the paper, and to conimem-c each answci- by 
writing down the nuniher of the ciuestion to which it relates in tlie mar¬ 
gin. Marks will h(> allotted for eac-h cpiestion, and <-andidates will he* 
re([iiired to obtain 70 per c-ent. of the total marks in oiclei- to pa.ss for an 
Ordinary ('ert ificate. Papei-s will not he handed Itack to c-andidates foi' 
correction. Candidates will he allowed to <-oni]dele tlie whole of their 
written woik e\en although they may have lost nioie than 25 [>er cent, 
of the total marks obtainable before the conclusion of the examination. 

In the 1925 Naiitic-al Almanac- (ahi-idged edition) the" time stylecl

method of comjeass adjustment, the c-andidate will he tested by Beall’s 
Coinjeass l)cviasc-ope. 

124. Barometer, tides, etc. —'I'lie examination cm the barometer, 
thermpineter, and hydrometer, prevailing -svinds and cni-rents of the 
giohe, trade, routes, and tides, will be condncAed oially, and the que.stioiis 
asked by the Examiner, which jvill he ccjiistanly varied, will he confined 
to and based on the information given in the text-books mentioned in 
Appendix G ; candidates w'ill be reejuired to have a fair intelligent 
knowledge of the contents of those hooks. 

125. Sextant. —Particular attention should be paid to the sextant, 
the examination in which will he conducted orany and practically. 
Every candidate will be required to measure both vertical and horizontal 
angles, and will be examined practically as to his knowledge of tlie 
adjustments and the. use of the various screws; he must be able to read 
correctly on and off' the arc, and must also be able to find the index error 
botb by the horizon and by the sun. 

126. Corrootlono by tables. —The corrections by inspection of tables 
g iven in some of the works on navigation -will not be allowed; every 
correction must appear on the papers of the candidates. 


• X6 pmcrlted form. 
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127. Degree of precision required. —Degree of precision required in 
the solution of the problems : — 

(a) Candidates arc expected to work their problems to the nearest 

half-minute of arc and to the nearest secoii^ in tirue. 

(b) In interpolating for the correct deviation to be applied in solv¬ 

ing the chart questions, it will usually be sufficiorrl if tiu* 
candidate works throughout with the jiearest degitie of 
deviation taken from the deviation card; and even in cases 
where the deviations may vary but. litth*, the nearest half 
degree usi*d throughout will be sufficiently piecise. It is not 
necressuiy that the candidate should wast.(^ his tinn* in solving 
tlie course to odd minvjtes, as is sometimes done. 

(c) . In calculating the (?oiTection to apply to soundings tlie (■aiidi<hite 

is not recpiired to work to the exact inch, as is sometimes 
done. It will bo sufficient if Jie biings his .ins\\er within 
half a foot or so of a pi’ocise result. 

128. Candidates may use own method. —Exce])t where a particulur 

metliod is specified in the questions candidates will bo allowed to woik 
out the vaj'ious ])i’oblenis accoidiiig to any method they have ho(*n accii-.- 
tonied to use, pjovided such imdhod is coireci in jjrimuple. 

12!t. Supplementary viva voce. —Candidates will he examined (ually 
as to their knowledge of all their written and worked ])apors. 

I.'ii). No candidate to be examined twice in a week. — A candidate 

will n«)t be allowed to undergo examination for the* same giadc of cert.i- 
(icate twice in th(' stime week, unless tinder lery sjteeial itnd urgent eir- 
euinstances, the Kxaminer should see fit to relax this rule. In (hat case 
a spei'ial set of probhmis should hi* supplied to the* citiididafe.

Tlio oxainination in Signallinp; sliould in all cases and for all (jradcs commence 
with an examination in the International Clodo and be followed by an cxainina- 
tion in tlie Allied Signal Manual, iruilndinp; Morse Flashing, Flagwaving and 
Seniaphore. 

/itterntitiomtl ('ode .—Examiners are reconnnended to frame the examination 
Ill the rnternational Code of Signals, npoii the instructions and illustrations 
givmi at the conimenceinent of Parts I and 11 of the Signal Books. The informa¬ 
tion there given will be loiind snfrieieiiL to indicate all the l•hara<^teristies of 
the Code. 

By the form of the hoist, an observer can at sight understand the nature cf 
any signal he sees flying; the examination should, therefore, tend to elicit a 
clear knowledge of all the distinctive features of the Cod*'. 

With this object in view, the examiners shouhl qiiestiini the candidates us 
to the distinguishijig forms of the respective hoists, which will be indicated 
according us a burgee, a }>eniiant, or a square Hag is iipperinost, and also 
with regard to the number of flags, and the position of the (!ode flag when 
used in the hoist; making the 1, 2, d anil 4 flag signals witli the flags supplied 
lor th(> purpose, and varying the signals made, showing 2 and d flag signals, with 
and without the Code flag included, or a Geographical or a Vocabulary signal, 
the nanu’ of a inorchant ship or of a ship of war. 

As the two latter signals would not be founil in the Signal Book, the uandidate 
should know where to find them and how to look them out. 

The candidate should;—;u) Be aole to read a signal at sight, so far as to 
name the flags composing the hoist. (/<) Know the use of I he Code pennant 
and of the pennants C and D, “ Ves " and " No," also *, the two burgees 
A and B, and the sipiare Hags N and 1’, and the flags used to indicate cholera, 
plague, etc., on board, and the (|uataiitiiie Hug. (*•) B*' M>(iuired to signal some 
word or w'ords not included in the vocabulary of the C*>de either liy h'tters 
or by the 8pelling Table (|>uge olG) or both. (</) Have a knowledge of tho 
Distant .Signals, and of tlieir objw't, and the different modes of signalling 
tlierewdth. (r) Know the speeial Morse signals indicated by I'ertaiii Jetlcr.s as 
given on page 550. (/) Have a good kiiowlLM.Ige of the Distress Signals and 
understand the penalty wliieh may be ineiirred by their improper use. 

Tho International Code is used on hoard iftis Majesty’s ship.s, and it lias 

been adojited by all the prineijial Maritime Powers for their jiinilii' as w«*ll

Allied Sit/nal Maniiol .—Candidates will he expei'ted to know' tho meaning of 
any or all of th*' single flag signals given therein, and tho sigiuhcatioiis ot 
tho Pilot Jack when ineorporatod in a hoist Tho.v should also ho requiri'J 
to make or read from the Pilot .lack table a hoist gi\en by tlio Exaimiior.

In file ordinary examination, it will bo sufficient if in Mors*' flashing a candi¬ 
dal*' is given a test card and a spelling inessugo of ‘10 w*ir*ls, in More flagwaving 
a spelling message of 10 words, and in Semaphore a spelling message of 25 
W'*ir(ls. 

In the voluntary examination in signalling, the Semaphore test will be n spell¬ 
ing iiie.ssage of 50 words. 

The Morse, flashing and flagwaving test will be a tost message (tee Allied 
Signal Manual) followed by a spelling message of 25 words. 

The candidates must attain a degree of accuracy of at least 00 per cent, 
both in making and reading in each method, i.e., Flashing, FJJgwaving and 
Semaphore. 

In the examination in Morse flashing and flagwaving tho candidate should 
he first required to make a test message, followed by a spelling message of 
25 words. The examiner should then make a test message followed by a spell¬ 
ing message of 25 words to be read by the candidate. 

The same procedure must be observed in the Semajihore examination, except 
that, as a test message is not given, the candidate will be required to make a 
spelling message of 50 words and then to read a message of 50 words made by 
the Examiner. The tiemaphore messfues may be made either by hand flags or 
mechanical Semaphore or both at the ciiscration of the Eesminer. 
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In the Morse (Inshirifc and flaKwavins oxaminatioii, marks will be allotted 
for the test niessago in the proportion of 50-7H of a mark for each corro<'t 
letter (see table at back of test card), and for the spelling rnosMiKP marks foi 
each correct word or group of figures. The candidate niu.st tor a pass gam an 
aggregate of at least 90 per cent, of the maximum marks m br)th spelling aiifl 
test messages. 

In the Semaphore examination 2 marks will be allotted for each correct a<ird 
ami 90 per oont. of the ma.ximum must be obtained for a j^n.ss. 

The spelling message is left to the di.scretion of the K.xaminer, and inav be 
a passage from any book or newspaper in Knglisli. AVIkmi the passage conlaiiis 
figures and the candidate does not choose to spell them out, the Kxaminer slmutd 
see that the proper signs are made before and after the figures. 

The message ns read by the <'andidate should be taken down hv another ( .uidi 
date wOicre possible, otherwise by a clerk, or other per.>on acconling as the 
Kxaminer may deem expedient.

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Article 12. Every vessel niay, if necessary in order to attract attention, in 
addition tti the lights whicli she is by these Rules required to carry, show a 
dare-up light or use any detonating signal that cannot be uiislaken tor a distress 
signal. 

Article 13. Notliing in these Rules shall interfere with the operation of any 
special rules made by the Clovornment of any nation writh respect to udditiun.il 
station and signal lights for two or more ships of war or for vessels sailing under 
convoy, or with the exhibition of recognition signals adopted by sliip-owiief.s, 
which have been authorised by their respective Governriients and duly registerej' 
and publislied. 

Artiole 14. A steam vessel proceeding under sail only, but having her funnel 
up, shall carry in daytime, forward, where it can best be seen, one black ball or 
shape 2*feet in diameter. 


Sound-siijmils for Fog, eir. 

Article 15. All signals prescribed by this Article for vessels under way shall 
be given ; — 

1. Ry “ steam vo.ssels ” on the whistle or siren. 

2. Hy “ sailing vessels and vessels tow’ed ” on the fog-horn. 

'I'be W'ords “ prolonged blast ” used in this Artiile shall mean a blast of from 
4 to U seconds’ durat ion. 

A steam vessel shall he provided with an efficient whistle or siren, sounded by 
steam or some .substitute lor steam, so jtlaeed chat the sound may not bo 
'.iitei'eepled b\’ any obstriietion, and with an elfieient fog-born, to be .sounded by 
mecliHiiieal means, and also with an elfieient bell.* A sailing vessel of 20 tons 
gross tonnage or upwards .shall be ]»rovidecl with a .similar fog-horn anti hell.

Strehinq and Sailing Rules. 


Preliminary—Itiak of Collision. 

Risk of collision can, when circumstances permit* be ascertained by carefully 
watching the compass bearing of an approaching vessel. If the bearing does nut 
appreci^ly change, such risk .should be deemed to exist.

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Article 17. When twu Bailing veBselB are approaching one another, so as to 
involve risk of nollisioii, one of them shall keep out of the way of the other, as 
follows, via.: — 

(a) A vessel which is running free shall keej) out of the way of a vessel 

which is close-haulecT. 

(b) A vessel which is close-hauled on the port tack shall keep out of the way 

of a vessel which is close-hauled on the starboard tack.

I’his Article only applies to cases where vessels are meeting end on, or 
nearly end on, in such a manner as to involve risk of collision, and 
does not apply to two vessels which must, if both keep on their 
respective courses, pass clear of each other. 

The only cases to w'hich it does apply are when each of the two vessels i.s 
end on, or nearly end on, to the other; in other words, to cases in 
which, by day, eacJi vessel sees the musts of the otlu-r in a line, or 
nearly in a lino, with her own ; and, by night, to ca.ses to which each 
vessel is in such a jiosition as to see both the side lights of the other. 

It does not apply, by day, to eases in which :i ves'el see.s another ahead 
crossing her own cojirse; or by night, to cases where the red light of 
one vessel is opposed to the red liglit of the other, or whi're the green 
light of one vessel is opposed to the green light of the other, or 
where a red liglit w'itliout a green light, or a green light w’lthout a 
red liglit, is seen iiliead or where both green and red lights are seen 
any'wlierc but ahead. 

Article 11). When two steam vessels are crossing, so as to involve risk of cullisiuii,

Article 2U. Wlieii a steam vessel and u sailing ve.ssel are proceeding in such 
directions as to involve risk of collision, the steam vessel shall keep out ol the 
wa.v of the sailing vessel. 

Article 21. Wliere by any of these Itules one of two vi'sscis i.-i to Keep » ut of 
the way, tlie other shall keep her course and .sjieed. 

.N'ofr.-—When, in consequence of thick weatlu'r or other causes, such vessel 
finds herself so close that collision cannot hi- avoided by the action of the giviiig- 
wa.v vessel alone, she also shaill take such action as will best aid to avert collision 
(See Articles 27 and 21).) 

Article 22. Kvery vessel wliicli is directed by these Rules to keep out of the 
way of another ves.sel sliall, if the circumstances of the case admit, avoid crossing 
ahead of the other. 

Article 23. Kvery steam vessel wliicli is direi-ted by these Rules to keep out of 
the way of another vessel shall on approaching her, if necessary, slacken her speed 
or stop or reverse. 

Article 21. ’ Notwithstanding uiiythiiig contained in those Rules, every ves.sel, 
overtaking aii.v otliei, shall keep out of the way of the overtaken vessel. 

Every vessel coming up with another vessel from any direction more than 
twu points abaft her beam^ t.e., in such a position, with reference to 
the ves.sel which slio.is overtaking that ut night she would be unable 
to see either of that vessel’s side-liglits, shall be deemed to be an over¬ 
taking vessel; and no subsequent alteration of the bearing between 
the two vessels shall make the overfaking vessel a crossing ve.ssel 
within the meaning of these Rules, or relieve her of the duty of 
keeping clear of the overtaken vessel until she is finally past and 
clear. 

As by day the overtaking vessel cannot always know with certainty whether 
she is forward or abaft this direction from the other vessel, she should, 
if in doubt, assume that she is an overtaking vessel and keep out or 
the way. 

Article 25. In narrow channels every steam vessel shall, when it is safe and 
practicable, keep to that side of the fairway or mid-channel which lies on the 
starboard side of such vessel.' 

Article 26. Bailing vessels under way siiall keep out of the way of sailing 
vesseLs or boats fishing with nets, or lines, or trawls. This Rule shall not give to 
any, vessel or boat engaged in fishing the right of obstructing a fairway used by 
vessels other than fishing vessels or Doats. 

Article 27. In ube;^ing and construing these Rules, due regard shall be had to 
all dangers of navigation and collision, and to any specaal circumstances which 
may rendhs* a departhre frosn the. above Rules necessary in order to avoid 
immediate danger. 
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Sound Signals for Vessels in Sight of one another. 

Article 28. The words “ short blast ’’ used in this Article shall mean a blast 
of about one second’s duration. 

When vessels are in sight of one another, a steam vessel under way, in tukinii 
any course authorised or required by these Rules, shall indicate that course by 
the following signals on her whistle or siren, viz.: — 

One short blast to mean, “ I am directing my course to starboard.” 

Two short blasts to mean, " 1 am directing luy course to port.” 

Three short blasts to mean, ” My engines are going full speed astern.” 


No Ve.tsels under any rircumstances to neglect proper precautions. 

Article 29. Nothing in the.se Rules shall exonerate any vessel, or the owner, oi 
master, or crew thereof, from the consequences of any neglect to carry liglits .>r 
signals, or of any neglect to keep a proper look-out, or of the neglect of any pre¬ 
caution which may be required by the ordinary practice of seamen, or l>y the 
special circumstances of the ease.

Article 30. Nothing in the.se Rule.s shall interfere with the operation ot s 
special rule, duly made by local authority, relative to the navigation of un> 
harbour, river, oi' inland waters.

(7) Chabt Work. 

Time allowed, S hours. 

1. Early one morning during neap tides and about half an hour before high 

water at Dover, when steering N. 150° W. by Compass, Great Castle 
Head Idghts were observed in line bearing N. 63° E. The log then 
registered 97i miles; 16J ininiite.s later the red sector of Smalls Iiight 
was entered and after an interval of 46 minutes the light turned white, 
log 110. The course was then altered to N. 4° E. by Compass. On this 
course South Tlishop Lt.-H. and Hill 444 (Ramsey Island) wore observed 
in line when abeam. When the log showed 122, the course was altered 
to N. 6-3° E. by Compt.ss and soon aftt'rwards Ramsi'v Hill opened 
Eastward of North Bishop bearing 8. 19” E. When the log showed 146, 
Strumble Head Lt.-H. bort 8. .3° W. by (^niipass, nod Kemmaes Head 
boro 8. 71° E. by the same Compass. 

Project the above traverse', making due allowance for tidal drift as 
indicated on the chart, and find the position of the ship at the- time of 
leaving the red sector of Smalls Light. Find also the distances from 
South Bishop and Strumble Head lighthoiist's when abeam, (he total 
distance made good and the average s])eed, and also the deviation cti 
each course steered. 

2. Find the course to steer by Compass, using deviation card No. 5, in order 

to counteract the effect of the tidal stream as indicated on the chart 4 
hours after high water at Dover, lOtlv September, 1925, ship steaming 
12 knots, to reach Mid Channel Hock Buoy, from the following positn'.ii : 
Smalls Lt.-H., 57°, Barrels Rock. 46”, Grassliolm I. (right extreme). 

3. On 7th SeptCTuber, 1925, at ()6h. 45ni., standard lime, being off Fishguard, 

took a cast of the lead ami found the depth to be 19 fathoins. Required 
the depth marked on the chart in the position when the cast was obtained. 


APPENDIX F. 

(See Rule 64.) 

Examination of a Master or Matf, in Steam. 

I’he examination is partly rira voce, and extends to a general knowledge of 
the practical use of coal and oil fuel and working of steam engines including 
turbines and boilers, anti of the various valves, fittings, and pieces of machinery 
connected with them and of the way in which electric lighting is carried out on 
board ship. 

Candidates must: — 

(a) Have a thorough grasp of the construction of the steam engine and boiler, 
to enable them to understand the nature and importance of any defect 
which may bo reported to them by the Chief Engineer. 

(h) Know the names and understand the uses of the various parts of engines 
and boilers, and their connecting pipes, valves, cocks, etc. 

(r) Have a knowledge of the strength of materials, of the princi|)al repairs in 
connection with engines, boilers and pipes, and how these repairs 
are accomplished. 

(d) Bo able to form an independent opinion as to a breakdown, and the conse¬ 

quent propriety or impropriety of proceeding under steam with tem¬ 
porarily repaired or defective machinery. 

(e) Understand how to estimate approximately the reduction of fuel required 

for reduced speed, and be able to satisfy themselves as to the sufficiency 
of the coal or other fuel on board for the voyage. 

(/) Have an intelligent grasp of the general run of pipes and connections in 
the engine-room, the working of cocks, the opening a<nd closing of cocks 
and valve.s, and know how mistakes of importance may be made and 
how host to guard against such mistakes. 

(ff) Be capable of being left in charge of the feeding of a set of boilers, under- 
. stand the working of the water gauge, and be able to guard against 
being misled by false indications of the gauge glass. 

(A) Understand the operations of blowing down and surfacing, the reasons for 
such practices and the danger which may result from the neglect of 
them m certain'oircumstances. 
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A Master or Mate presenting himself for examination in steam must be under¬ 
stood to have made up for his want of practical experience by reading about the 
steam engine. He ought, therefore, to show that lie intelligently understands the 
rationale of its action. Under this head he should be able to state approximately 
the quantity of heat required in the formation of steam, the relation of “ latent ” 
heat to “ sensible ” heat, how much steam can be raised by the combustion of one 
pound of coal, what horse power measure is, what indicated horse-power is, what 
is the action of the slide valve, the course of the steam through the engine, the 
advantage of working expansively, and how the expansive action is shown by the 
indicator diagram. 

Ho should know the uses of the various parts of the engines and dynamos used 
for electric lighting, and how the.v and the cables are fitted in the hull; how 
wires are jointed, insulated and cased; why it is desirable that they should be 
led along places which are dry and accessible; what “ short cMrcuiting ” is and what 
are the causes which nroduce it; what is its danger in coal bunkers and petroleum 
carrying steamers; what are the uses of switches and cut-outs, and wJiy it is so 
important to prevent short circuiting taking place. 

Candidates will be required to give written answers to sixteen out of twenty 
questions in engineering knowledge. 'I'hese questions will not be difficult, 
theoretical, or book questions, but such as any man of ordinary capacity who has 
a fair amount of practical knowledge of the use and working of the steam-engine 
ought to answer. 

Hxuininers will require all candidates to fill up a form, Exn. lob, and they 
will forward it to tl’.e Port Officer, Calcutta, with the report of the examination. 

If a candidate refers to any book, pajier or memorandum, or obtains information 
from another candidule or any other per.sons during the examination, he will be 
treated as having failed, will forfeit Iiis fee, and will be excluded from further 
examination for such pi'riod as the Local Government will determine. 

The lOxamiiiers will report, in the case of f.T,iliire, the nature* of the question 
or questions that ih.cided the failure, or the point in the inanugement ol tlie 
engines .ir boilers in wbicli tlie candidate was deficient. 

Applicants foi tbe voluntary exaniiiiutioii need not necessarily have served 
on board steainsbips; all that is required is that tliey sliaJl have a practical 
knowledge of tbe use and working of the steam engine. 

Practical knowledge is best gained in tbe engine-room ; and the cxiimiiiatiun 
of an olticc'r who does not produce official evidence of service in steamships, and 
of experience of engines must necessarily be more searching tlian in the case of 
one who produces evidence of siieh service and experience. 

The answers to the Questions in Kiigiiieeriiig Knowledge are frequently given 
by candidates as learned b,\ rote from a book. Gandidates should, therefore, be 
asked siicli rird con’ questions its will necessitate answers in different words, 
BO as to tfiscover wlietlu'r they have the root of the matter in them. 

A large pari of the I’ird vocp exainiiiation should be eundneted on board a 
steamer, preferably one with which the candidate is unacquainted. He should he 
told to look about and try to find out the arruiigemeiit of the inaehinery wiihout 
usNistance, and the lOxuniiner should lie in the engine-room to see that this inde¬ 
pendent exuniiinition is ]jroperl.x' carried out. W’heii the candidate reports that he 
thinks he knows the arrangenieiit, the Kxuininer will question liitii on the uses of 
the parts, get him to point out the different cylinders, pumps, valves, eoiideriser, 
etc ; iil.so file dynamo, its field magnets, armature, coniniiitatorK, brushes cables, 
etc. The candidate must show that hc‘ understands the run of the pipes in the 
bilges, not necessarily that he has gone over every one of them, hut he ouglit to 
be d'rocted to tract*, at least, one important range of pipes, and to thoroughly 
satisiy the Kxuniiner that he could be safely trusted to manipulate the valves or 
cocks in connection therewith. It will not often be practicable for the eandidate 
actually to work engines under steam, but he must satisfy tin- Kxaininer that lie 
knows how to do .so, and that he is aware of the precautions to be taken in 
legard to water in the cylinders, etc. It is most iiiiportiint that a candidate 
should show that, in tlie event of an accident depriving him of the assistance 
of Kngineers, he knows what to do to safely take fiis vessel to an niicliorage, or 
to stop the engines and proceed under sail .alone. 

The examination of a Mute in steam is the same as that of a Ma.ster. The 
knowledge required has no reference to the Mate’s position. 

The Mute may be examined, but such examination implies that the Mate may 
one day be a Master, when the possession of the knowledge will be uii advantage 
to him in the discharge of his duties.

Sight Tssra. 

Details as to the conducts of the tests. 

These tests must be conducted under the strict personal supervision of the 
Examiner. A careful retsird must be kept of all mistakes made by i-ne candi(}ate 
both in the letter test and in the lantern test. 

Examiner must keep a record of all candidates passed by him for reference 
when required. 
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I.—Lbttkb Test. 

1. L»tt»r twt to bo passed first. —^T'ho first test which the candidate is required 
to undergo is the letter test, unil until he has passed this test ho must not be 
allowed to proceed further with tin' examiiiiitioii. 

2. Apparatus used. —1'ho letter test to he used for all candidates is that 
conducted on Snelleiis’ prineijile hy means of sheets of letters. 

3. Obleot Of the test.— The object of the letter test is to determine whether 
the candidate can reach a sulficitmt sljamlartl ol visual acuteness, or, in other 
words, to find out whether his eyesight is good or bad. 

4 Standard of vision required.— Every candidate for a first certificate of 
competency will be required to po.s.soss nonual vision. With the exceptions 
indicated below {see paragraph 8), every candidate for a second or higher certificate 
will bo required to possess normal vision. 

“ Normal vision ” is defined, for the purpose of these Regulations, as ability 
to read correctly nine of the twelve letters in the sixth line and eight of the 
fifteen letters in the seventh line of .a test sheet placed in a good light at a 
distance of 16 feet from the eye. 

The candidate will have the option of using either eye separately or both eyos 
together. 

6. Spsotaoles not allowed.- —During the exuimnation in the letter test candidates 
must not be allowed to use spectacle.s or gla.sses ol any kind, or any other artificial 
aid to vision. 

0. Method of tasting. —The test slieets should be hung on the wall, tii a good 
light, hut not in direct sunlight, of u height of five or six feet from the ground. 
The candidate should be placed at a distance of exactly 16 feet Irom ihe sheets, 
and exactly opposite them. ’^I'iiis dist.ance should be carolully measured, and 
should never in any circuinsiaiices be varied. 

One of the sheets should ti eii be exposeil, and the candidate should be asked 
to road the letters on each sheet, beginning at the loji ano going downwards. Any 
mistakes which he makes should be carefully noted. II then it is found that ho 
haa read correctly at least nine letter.s in the si.Ntb h.ie and eight letters in the 
seventh line of a sheet, the candidate m.ay be considered to have luirnud vision, and 
should be marked “ passed ’’ in the ajipropriale culunni of Ibe form of ujiplicution 
(Exii. 2 or Exn. 2A, as the case may be). 

7. Pauing or failura. —If at the conclusion of tlie test the candidate is found 
to reach the required standard, he may he considered to have passed, and the 
examiner should proceed with the lantern test. II the candidate iaiU to reach 
the standard required for the certificate entered for, he should be tested wifili 
at least four sheets, niid the Examiner should fill in a h'orm, Exn. 17b, and should 
forward it, with any remarks he may i\ i.sh* to miike, to the Principal^Examiiier 
for his instructions as to whether the candidate is to he regarded us passing or 
as failing in foj-in vision. Eailure to pas., the letter lest is due to some defect in 
form vision and the Board are advised that such defects are souiotimes curable 
whenever therefore a c.aiididufe fails to pass this tost the examiner ..should advise 
him to consult an opthaliiiic surgeon with a view to ascertaining what is the 
nature of the defect in his form vision and whether it is curable. 

8. Lowar •tandard required in certain cases. —Candidates who are in possession 
of certificates obtained before .laniiary Isl, lUl l, may be regarded as passing letter 
test if they can road correctly witli botb e.ves at least five of the eigiit letters 
in the fifth line of a test sheet. 

9. Teete to be varied. —The examiner should take cure, by varying the order 
of the test sheets and by every other means in Ids power, to guard against tlie 
possibility of any deception on the part ol the candidate. 

10. Result of examination to bo reported. —I'bo result of every examination 
in the letter tost should be reported, in the case of a candidate for a certifieate 
of competency, to tlovermiicnt on Form Exn. 2, and to tbo Port Officer on Form 
Exn. 14; and, in the ease of a candidate for the sight tests only, to Oovcriimeiit 
on Form-Exn. 2A. 


II.— Lanteiin Test. 

11. Apparatus. —-A special lantern'and a mirror have been provided for this 
test. The lanterns should be placed directly in front of tlie mirror, so that the 
front part of the lantern is exactly ten feet from tlie mirror. Care should bo 
taken that the lantern is properly placed, that is to say, the lights reHeoted in 
the mirror must show clearly when viewed from the position of tho candidate 
on the left of the lantern. Tho examiner should always satisfy himself that these 
conditions are fulfilled before commencing the examination. 

12. Darkness adaptation.—/f is essential that a candidate should be kept in 
a room which is either completely or partially darkened for at least a quarter 
of an hour before he is required, to undergo this test. 

Before the examination commences the Examiner must satisfy himself that the 
room in which it is conducted is so darkened as to exclude all daylight. 

18. Method Of testing.—The lantern supplied for the examination is so con- 
■tmoted as to allow one large or two small lights to bo visible, and is fitted with 
.12 glaeees of colours—red, white and greOn. At the commencement of the 

examination tho Examiner should show to the candidate a series of lights through 
the large aperture, and should require him to name the colours as they appear 
to him. Gare should be taken in showing the white light to emphasise the fact 
that the l^ht is not a pure white. If a oandidhte makes a mistake of nailing 
this l^t ‘^red ” a proper rod light shoqld be shown immediately after and the 
candidate’ll attiestion directed to the difference between the two. 
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After a aeries of liKlits through the large aperture has been shown, the examiner 
should make a C'omplete circuit with the two small apertures, requiring the can¬ 
didate to name the colours of each set of two lights from left to right. To prevent 
any possibility of the order in which the lights arc arranged from being learnt, 
the Examiner should at least twice in each circuit go hack a varying number of 
colours. 

A record of any mistakes made with either the large nportnro or the two 
smaller apertures should be kept on Form Fxn. 17b in accordance with the 
instructions thereon. 

14. Passing or failure. —If a candidate with either the large aperture or the 
two smaller aiiertures of the lantern ini.stakes red for green or green for red, he 
should be considered to have “ failed ” in the lantern test. 

If the only mistake made by the candidate with the lantern, is to call the white 
light “ red ”und if after his attention has been specially directed to the difference 
between the two he makes no further mistake of this mature, ho should bo 
considered to have passed in lantern test. 

If a c.andidate makes any other mistake with the lantern, i.r , if ho calls white 
“red ” repeatedly or red “ while '' at all, or confuses green and white, his case 
should bo reported to the Port Olfici'r and he sliouliJ bi' told that the decision as lo 
whether he is passed or failed, or a further examination is nece.ssar.y will be (•■nn- 
municated to him in due course. Pending the receipt of the Port Officer's instru;- 
tions such a candidate should only he allowed to |)roceed with the remainder of the 
examination for a certificate of competency on flic express understanding that the 
letter examination will be cancelled in the event of failure in the Sight Tests, 

1,5. Further examination and appeals.- If in the cases covered by the preceed- 
ing paragraph the I’ort Officer decides fhat a further examination is necessary, 
arrangements will be made for a special examination. 

If, however, on the report of fhe Fxaminer tlie Port Officer deeides that the 
natiiic of the mistakes made shows conclusively that a candidate is so defective 
a;, to render him unlit to liold a ccrl ilicatc, ihc candidate shall be considered 
to have failed. 

In cases where, niion the report of tin' Kxaminer, a caiidiilatc is failed by 
the Port Officer, as well as in the cases covered by paragraph 14, Oovernment 
will be preparc'd to allow a eandidatc' who is dissatisliod w'ith this decision to 
appeal for a special exaniinal ion, subject to the conditions set out in rule 24.

No. 122 Marine, duled the 12th August 1921. 

NOTIFICATION—By the Government of Bengal, Marine Department. 

In exereiHO of the povver conferred by Kctdion 10 o( the Indian Merehaiit Ship¬ 
ping Act, 1869 (I of 18.69), and in siiper.sossiou of the rules published under 
Bengal Governnient notification No. 84 Marine, dated the 22nd July 1919, the 
Governor in Council is pleased, with the previous sanction of the Governor 
General in Council, to make the following rules I'or tJic grant of certificates of 
competency as masters and mates of home-trade sailing vessels of a burden 
exceeding IKK) tons, but not exceeding 1,000 tons, 'rhe.se rules arc snpplementar.v 
to the rules for the examination of masters and inate.s in the Mercantile Marine 
in force in Bengal: — 

Rule* for examination of candidates for oertificatee of oompetency as master and 
mate of home-trade sailing vessels exceeding 300 tons, but not exceeding 
1,000 tons burden. 


A.^—Mate’s Ceiitificate. 

1. Mate. —A t;andidat.e for mate’s certificate niii.si be not less than 19 years 
of age and must have served I'onr years at sea in the pcrforniancc of deck duties 
in a sea-going vessel of not loss than 190 tons burden. Fighlecn months of 
this total period of service should have been rendered in a .^iinare-riggod sailing 
ship. He must he able to read and write h'gihly an Indian vernacular language 
or to read and write legibly English and siieak an Indian vernacular language. 
He must also satisfy the Examining Board that lie has an udeipiatc Knowledge of 
elementary arithinotie, simple and compound, in Ids own language, uji to the 
standard required in the duties of a mati-. 

2. Examination in navigation. —lie must be abl< to take a bearing by com¬ 
pass, bo conversant with t.he use of a Mercator’s chart, and be aide to find on 

either a “true” or “magnetic” chart or plan, the course to steer and the 
distance from one given position to another. He must also be able to find the 
position of the shiji on the chart by the following methods: — 

(u) cross hearings of two different obieets; 

(h) two bearings of the same object, the" course and distance run betwooii 

the two bearings being given. ' 

Ho must undcfstaiid the roduetion of soiinding.s. the variation .iiid deviation 
of the compa.ss and the W'a.v in* which to afipl.v such variat ion and dei'uition ; 
also the marking, signs, and abbreviations shewn in a chart. He must also 
have a. working knowledge of the Infernational (lode of Signals. 

3. Examination in Seamanship. —lie must possess n thorough knowledge of 
the Rule of the Road as regards both steamers and sailing vessels, their regula¬ 
tion light and fog and sound signals. He must be able to describe the sigiiul.', 
of distress and the signals t.o be iiiiidc by sliijis wanting a pilot, and the 
liabilities and penalties incurred by the misuse of tlu'se signals, also the use and 
nianagomeiit of the rocket apparatus in the event of his vessel being stranded. 
He must be able to mark and use the load a,nd log lines and to manage a ship’s 
boat in heavy weather. Ho must have a thorough knouledge of anchor work, 
mooring and unmooring vo.ssels, boat hoisting and lowering and inaKing ami 
furling sail. Ho must be. able to read and understand the Barometer, the 
Therniometor and Aneroid, Ho must also understand the general reiiuirenicnts 
of practical seamanship and be able to ari.swer any questions of a nature ajijior- 
tining to the duties of a Mate which the Examining Board may think proper 
to put to him. 


B.— Masteh’s Certificate. 

1. Master. —A candidate for the Master's certificate must be not less than 
21 years of age and must have served five 3 ’ear.s at sea— 

(ft) in the performance of dock duties of wJiich one year must have been in 
a capacity not lower than that of first or only Mate of a home-trade 
sailing ship of not le.ss than 100 tons burden whilst holding a Mate's 
certificate for home-trade sailing .sJiips or a second Mate’s Certificate 
for foreign-going vessels; or 

(h) in the performance of clock duties of which two and a half vears must 
have been in a capacity not lower than Second Mate of a home-trade 
sailing ship of not loss Ilian 100 tons burden in charge f>f a watch while 
holding a Mate’s certificate for homo-trade sailing ship or a Second 
Mate’s certificate for foreign-going vessels; or 

(c) one year of which must have boon in command of n sea-going vessel of not 
less than 100 tons burden. 


He must be able to read and write legibly an Indiou vorhaeular language or 
to read and write legibly English and speak an Indian vernacular language and 
he must satisfy the Examining Board that he has a sound knowledge of elemen¬ 
tary arithmetic, simple and compound, in his own language, up to the .stan^rd 
required in the duties of a master. 
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2. ExaRvnatwn in navigatinn. —In .uddition to the qualihcntioii.s required of 
a Mate, a eundidnte for a Master’s certificate will be required to find on a 
chart the course to steer by compass in .order to counteract the effects of a 
given current and to find the distance the ship will make good towards a given 
point in a given time. He will also be required to find latitude by a meridian 
altitmle of the sun and find compass corrections by amplitude or uzimuth and 
prove that he is familiar with the use of the sextant. He wjill also be required 
to work out practically the correction to uppl.v to soundings at a given time 
and place, to compare with the depth marked on tlie chart. 

3. Examination in Seamanship. —In addition to the qualifications required of 
a Mate, a <aiididate for a Master’s certificate must understand how to rig a 
sea anchor, and how to got a east of the lead in heavy weather. Ho will bo 
examined as to his resources for the pres<*rvution of the crew and p.nssengers 
in the event of wreck, and th<' steps to be taken if his vessel is .lisabled and 
drafting towards a lee shore, and will be required to answer any other questions 
appertaining to tlie management <tf a home-trade sailing ship which the Examin¬ 
ing Boartl may think necessary to put to him. He must also uiTderstand 
elementary sliiji’s business and tlie general duties of a Master. Ho must satisi'y 
the Examining Board that In* has an adequate knowledge of the stiirm signal-: 
as used in honu'-trade wati'rs, and that he is thoroughly .acipiaintod with tiic 
different routes to be taken at various seasons of the .year in home-trad" 
waters

Draft Rules. 

1. Every vessel passing through the line of navigation known as 
the Madaripur Bhil Channel shall stop at the prescribed toll stations 
notified in the Schedule attached for the purpose of assessment, or check, 
of toll charges. 

2. For the pumoses of these rules, vessels other than rafts, timbers, 
bamboos or other floating material shall be divided into two classes as 
below ; — 

(9a,i,i I —To include all vessels of the usual native tyj>es of build. 

Cla.'tjt 11 —'l\) include all steamers, flats and barges, and such other 
square built boats us should, in the opinion of the (jolleclor 
of Tolls, be included. 

d. The net tonnage of every vessel of (^llass I, whether laden or 
empty, shall, for the purposes of these lules, be determined by the 
following measurements : — 

(.\) The product of one-quarter the length r)f the vessel from stem 
to stern, measured along the water-line, multiplied by the 
interior greatest breadth of the vessel, multiplied by the 
interior gjeatest doj)th from the water-line to t.lie bottom fif 
the vessel, is to be taken as equal to the nximber of mavmds 
upon which toll shall be levied. 

(B) The immsui'ement of the length is to be made in feet, rejecting

exit toll station, a receipt for wliich in Form No. 2 will be issued by 
the Toll Collector to the person in charge of the vessel; in such cases no 
tic^ket in the usual form wdll be i.ssued. If the traffic manifest is not 
produced at the exit toll station the procedure as laid down in rules 6 
and 8 will be adopted.

When a sunken vesi^el has been recovered, the Supervisor 
shall cause notices to be posted at the toll offices, or other prominent 
places, calling on those concerned to i)ay the Collector of Tolls all toll 
or demurrage whi(ffi may be duo, as well as the expenses incurred in 
the recovery of the vessel and cargo.

It is ordered that the following be added as rule 2A to Chapter XXII of the “ Rules of 
the High Court, 11)14 ”, with effect from the let day of June 1928 :— 

2A. (1) The Judge may, when the Commission is not one for examination on 

interrogatories, order that the Commissioner shall have all the powers of a Court, under 
Chapter X of the Indian Evidence Act, to decide questions as to the admissibility of 
evidence, and to disallow iny question put to a witness examined under the Commission. 

(2) Unless otherwise ordered, the party at whose instance a Commission is ordered 
to issue under sub-rule (7), shall lodge in (-ourt copies of the pleadings in the case and 
the issues framed, if any, within twenty-four hours of the making of such order, and 
such copies shall be annexed to the Commission when issued. In default of the party 
complying with such direction, the Judge may recall the order for the issue of the 
Commission at the instance of any other party interested. 

(<i) Any party aggrieved by the decision of the Commissioner under sub-rule (7) 
relusing to admit evidence or to allow a qi\estiou to be put to the witness, may upply to 
the Judge to sid ik'-ide such decision and for directions upon the Commissioner to admit 
the evidence or to allow the question. 

(t) Such application shall not be entertained by the Judge if made later than seven 
day.s alter the examination of the witness ha.s been closed. It shall bo made upon 
summons to the parties concerned, and the Judge after hearing the parties appearing shall 
make such order as he thinks tit. The order of the .1 ndge in this behalf shall be liable 
to be questioned on an appeal from the final decree in the suit, in the same manner as 
if such order was passed during the examination of a witness before the Court itself, but 
in no other manner. 

(;■)) The cost of any application made under sub-rule (5), and of any further 
examination o . Commission that may be directed by the Court, shall be in the discretion 
of tlie Judge. 

(6) Notwithstanding anything in these rules, the Commissioner, in the event of the 
person exfimining pressing for the answer to any question which the Commissioner under 
Bub-rult^^ (I) shall have disallowed, may record the question and its answer and shall note 
his disallowance and the reason for recording the evidence. The Court when dealing 
with the evidence on Cuininission may make such order it thinks fit as to the costs of the 
portions of the evidence recorded after such disallowance.

Whereas it is expedient to retnove certain doubts regarding 
the dissolution of marriages of persons professing the Hin<iii 
religion in certain cases ; It is hereby enacted as follows :— 

Short title,appUca- 1 . (Z) This Act may be called the Hindu Marriages Dissolu¬ 
tion and extent. tionAct, 192 . 

{2) It applies to all Hindus, and extends to the whole of 
Hritish India.

2 , Notwithstanding any law or custom to the contrary, a 
Hindu wife shall be entitled to obtain a declaration of the 
invalidity of her marriage or its dissolution for any of the 
following reasons, namely :—

(c) the fact that he was sufTering from santous or ulcerous 
• leprosy.

S. Nothing herein contained shall be deemed to restrict the 
rights of dissolution of marriages otherwise existing. 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Under the Hindu law the main object of marriage is the procreation of a male oflF* 
spring. It was so necessary that that result was obtained by the practice of Niyog, 
which provided the wife with a companion when the husband himself was imbecile or 
impotent. As that practice has fallen into desuetude, it is necessary that wives married 
to such persons should obtain relief ; since if they can no longer practise Niyog they 
should be free to adopt the only honourable course open to them of securing their release 
from the bondage of such marriages. This is all the more necessary, since under Hindu 
law both (he husband suffering from any of these disabilities and his wife are excluded 
frojn all rights in property. It is, therefore, hoped that this measure will give the Hindu 
wife some relief to which she is so clearly entitled. The Bill is not intended to introduce 
any innovation in the Hindu law of marriages. If passed it will have the effect of merely 
restoring the old law laid down by Narad and Vashisth whose Smritis are of the most 
revered authorities on Hindu law : 

“ Narad : XII—8. The man must undergo an examination with regard to his 
virility; when the fact of his virility has been placed beyond doubt, he shall obtain the 
maiden (but not otherwise). 

Ib. IG. For the wife of one who spills his semen, or whose semen is devoid of 
strength, though they may have discharged their marital duties, another husband must 
be procured after she has waited for half a year. 

Ib. 19. Women have been created for the sake of propagation, the wife being the 
field, and the husband the giver of the seed, "he field must be given to him who has 
seed. He who has no seed is unworthy to possess the field. 

Ib. 24. When a bridegroom goes abroad after having o.spoused a maiden, let the 
maiden wait till her mense.s have passed three times, and then choose another 
bridegroom. 

Ib. .17. Madness, loss of caste, impotency, misery, to have forsaken his relatives 
(affliction with a chronic or hateful disease, and deformity): these are tho faults of a 
suitor. 

Ib. 97. When her husband is lost or dead when he has become a ri^Mgious ascetic, 
when he is impotent, and when he has been expelled from caste ; these are the five cases 
of legal necessity, in which a woman may be justified in taking another husband.”

A Bill further to amend the Indian Divorce Act. 

Whereas it is expedient further to amend the law relating 
to the divorce of persons subject to the Indian Divorce Act ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows :— 

1 . ( 7 ) This Act may be called the Indian Divorce (Amend- ‘***’®' 
ment)Act, 192 . 

(S) It shall come into force at once. 

2 . In the second paragraph ot section 2 of the Indian 

Divorce Act (hereinafter referred to as the said Act),— iv of 1869 

(rt) before the words “ Nothing hereinafter contained ” the 
words “ Except as otherwise provided by any law for 
the time being in force,” shall be inserteil, and 

(h) after the words “ under this Act except where the 
petitioner ” the words “ or the respondent ” shall be 
inserted. 

3 . For section 10 of the said Act the following section shall 
be substituted, namely :— 

“ lO. Anj" inarri-^d person may petition for divorce on any 
one or more of the following grounds, namely that the respon¬ 
dent — 

(a) has since the marriage committed adultery, or in the 
case of the husband has been guilty of rape, sodomy, 
or beatialit 3 ' ; or 

(h) has deserted the petitioner for a period of at least three 
years ; or 

(u.) has, since the marriage, treated the petitioner with 
cruelty ; or 

(rf) is incurably insane and has been continuously a certi¬ 
fied lunatic for a period of at least five years 
immediately preceding the presentation of the peti¬ 
tion ; or 

((?) is an incurable habitual drunkard, and has for a period 
of at least three years been separated from the 
petitioner under a temporary separation order made 
under this Act on the ground of habitual drunken¬ 
ness ; or 

(/) is undergoing sentence of imprisonment under com¬ 
muted death sentence or is confined during His 
Majesty’s pleasure in a criminal lunatic asylum. 

Every such petition shall state, as distinctly as the nature of 
the case permits, the facts on which the claim to have such 
marriage dissolved is founded.” 

4. In section 11 of the said Act, after the words ” presented 
by a husband ” the following words shall be inserted, namelv ; 

“ on the ground of the wife’s adultery.” 

5. In section 14 of the said Act,— 

(o) after the words “ or that the petition is presented or 
prosecuted in collusion with either of the respondents,” the 
following shall be inserted, namely :—‘‘or where the petition 
is presented on the ground of cruelty, that the petitioner has 
condoned the cruelty in question ; or where the petition is 
presented on the ground of insanity or habitual drunkenness, 
that the petitioner has been guilty of such wilful neglect or 
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miscondact as has condacod to the insanity or habitual 
drunkenness ; or where the petition is presented on the ground 
of insanity, that the respondent is, in the case of a man, over 
60, and in the case of a woman, over .'>0 years of age,” and 

(6) the following shall be ailded at the end, namely :— 
“ No bona fide agreement made as to the course to be taken in 
any proceedings shall be treated as proof of collusion if there 
existed previously to such agreement sufficient ground for 
divorce.” 

6 . In section 19 of the said Act, — 

(t) to clause (.'}) the following shall be added, namely :— 
‘‘or was at the time of the marriage subject to 
recurrent fits of insanity or epilepsj' ” ; 

(u) clauses (1), (2) and (4) shall be renumbered as clauses 
(4), (1) and (2), respectively ; 

{lit) after clause (4) the following clauses shall be inserted, 
namely :— 

“(a) that the marriage has not been consummated owing 
to the wilful refusal of the respondent to consum¬ 
mate the marriage ; or 

( 6) that the respondent was at the time of the marriage 
suffering from venereal diseases in a communicable 
form ; or 

(7) that the respondent was at the time of the marriage 
pregnant by some person other than the petitioner ; 

Provided that, in the cases mentioned in clauses (3), (6) and 
(7), the Court shall not grant a decree unless it is 
satisfied— 

(a) that the petitioner was at the time of the marriage 
ignorant of the facts alleged ; 

(h) that the petition was instituted within a year frorrj, 
the date of the marriage ; and 
(c) that marital intercourse has not taken place since 
the discovery by the petitioner of the existence of 
the grounds for a decree ” ; 

(iv) the following shall be added at the end, namely ;— 
“Nothing in this section shall bo construed as 
validating any marriage which is by law void but 
with respect to which a decree of nullity has not 
been granted.” 

7 . In section 22 of the said Act, for ihe words beginning 
with the words “on (he ground of adultery” and ending with 
the words ‘"hereinafter mentioned ”, the following shall be 
substituted, namely :—“ on the grounds upon which he or she 
may have applied for a decree of divorce, and such decree shall 
have the efl’ect'of a divorce a mensa foto under the existing 
law and such other legal effect as hereinafter mentioned.” 

8 . After section 23 of the said Act the following new 
section shall be inserted, namely :— 

“ 23A. The provisions of this Act with respect to 
defences to proceedings for divorce shall apply also 
to proceedings for judicial separation ; and the 
Court may, if so desired by the respondent, instead 
of passing a decree of judicial separation, pass a 
decree ntst of divorce ; 

Provided that, before granting such a decree, the Court 
shall give the petitioner a chance to withdraw his 
or her petition for judicial separation if he or she 
should so desire.” 

9. In the second paragraph of section 37 of the said Act, 
after the words “as the Court may think reasonable,” the 
following shall be inserted, namely :— 

“ and it may from time to lime vary such order in 
such manner as having regard to all the facts of the 
case the Court may deem fit.” 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

1. A somewhat lengthy statement is required to explain the object of this Hill. The 
Indian Divorce Act (IV of 1869) was enacted on the lines of the English Divorce Act, 
1K.')7, to give effect to some of the recommendations of the Royal Commission of IH.OO 
appointed to inquire into the state of the Law and procedure connected with matrimonial 
causes in England. That Act was professedly declared to be passed mainly to umeml 
the procedure and not to alter the Law. And it was clear from the debates in both 
Houses of Parliament that a considerable body of opinion was expressed by eminent 
lawyers and politicians, including the late Mr. Gladstone, that the Law of Divorce which 
was sought to be enacted was inadequate and unequal and unfair to the wife. Noverthe- 
less, being the lirst Act of Parliament on the subject, it proceeded upon very cautious 
lines leaving intact the pre-existing Law upon which the parties could have sought tiie 
intervention of the Ecclesiastical Courts for obtaining their dissolution of marriage. 

2. Soon after the enactment of the English Divorce Act, the Government of India 
took steps to enact a similar Law for this country, and Sir Henry Mayne and Sir Barnes 
Peacock, the then Chief Justice of Bengal, and others, strongly pressed upon the Govem- 
ment the desirability of ensuring the equality of sexes by giving the wife equality with 
the husband the right of divorce on the sole ground of ailultery, without her being 
required to prove the additional fact of cruelty. Sir Henry Mayne acknowledged that 
this view was morally sound, but that as the Indian Legislature were legislating a 
replica of the English Act in order to ensure the decrees of Indian Courts being given 
effect to in England, it was necessary that the Laws of the two countries should be 
identical. iS't'c .Supplement to the Gazette of India, March 6th, 1869, pages 297-299. 

Since the ••nactment of the English Divorce Act, the British Dominions have 
passed similar Acts of their own, but they have, in every case, enlarged the grounds 
upon which the parties are entitled to obtain the dissolution of their marriages, for 
example, in the Union tif South Africa, the grounds upon which divorce may be granted 
are malicious desertion, unnatural crimes, perpetual imprisonment, long absence and the 
refusal of marital privileges; while in the province of Natal, desertion for not less than 
18 months is requireil for the suit. In New Zealand, Queensland, Australia, Tasmania 
and other colonies similar provisions exist, though they differ in minor details. .4nd 
similar provisions have found a place in the Statute Laws of all European countries, 
except Italy and Spain whore the ecclesiastical monopoly for granting divorce is still in 
lorce. In the United States of America, the Law of Divorce varies, but, in substance, it 
agrees with that obtaining in other parts of Christendom. 

4. As the English Law of Divorce had not kept pace with the march of progress in 
the civilized countries of the world, a Royal Commission was issued on the 8th November 
1909 to examine the Law relating to Divorce and make recommendations. This Commis¬ 
sion comprised 11 commissioners, of whom some had to resign in the interim on account 
«»f various causes. They submitted their report, the majority' comprising 9 commissioners 
recommending the change embodied in the present Hill, while the minority of 3, headeil 
by the Archbishop of York, were opposed to all reforms, though they admitted the hanlship 
consequent upon the stagnat ion of English Law which had not kept pace with the current of 
public f.piuion elsewhere. They, however, agreed with the majority on the point which 
had been the subject of acute controversy at the time of the enactment of the first Divorce 
Act, both in England and in India, to the effect that the wife should be entitled to obtain 
her ilivorct' on the same ground available to the husband. (.SVjc Report, page 191.) 

5, To give effect to the recomniondations of the majority of the Royal Comiuis- 
sionors. Lord Buckmaster introduced a consolidating measure in the House of Lords 
which was passed by that body by a large majority. It is reported that owing to the 
congestion of business and other causes the progress of that Bill through the House of 
Commons has been delayed, with the result that Lord Biickmaster’s reforming measure 
has nc*. yet found a place in the Statute-book, but that the measure was long overdue has 
been explained in a series of articles written by the Earl of Birkenhead in the English 
Press, from which the following extracts are taken :—Supporting the .') additional grounds 
besides that of adultery, namely: (1) wilful desertion for three years, (2) cruelty, 
(3) incurable lunacy of H years* standing, (4) habitual drunkenness; (.')) imprisonment 
under commuted death sentence. His Lordship wrote as follows :—“ I believe that all these 
adcjitional grounds for divorce may be supported on the ground of natural justice, public 
expediency and State policy." He then proceeded to justify the adilitioual grounds as 
follows :— 


(1) DBaBRTION FOR 3 YEARS, 

“ 6. Deliberate desertion for three years is a grave violation ot the marriage tie. The 
consequences, specially to a deserted wife, if she is poor, are a complete negation of the 
obligations solemnly undertaken when the marriage was contracted. Such desertion 
implies adultery bn the part'of the deserter, but the poor can seldom prove this. Desertion 
for three years is a cause for divorce which can be proved as a definite fset. 
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(2) Cruelty. 

“The second cause, that of cruelt}’, must also obviously destroy the substratum of 
married life, for it meaus that one party must go in fear and horror of the other. Hut, the 
opposition answer that such a ground of divorce is liable to the gravest kind of abuse, and 
that cruelty is indefinite and hard to define. The answer is that cruelty has been a 
subsidiary cause of divorce ever since 18r)7 and that the Judges have never found any 
difficulty in defining it. A dependable definition is ‘such conduet by one married person 
to the other party to the marriage as makes it unsafe, having regard to life, limb or 
health, bodily or mental, for the latter to continue to live with the former’. Such new 
causes as the Royal Commission proposed to add are of a character easily proved and 
defined. They are wilful or negligent infection with venereal disease, or forcing a wife to 
submit to prostitution. 


(d) Lunacy. 

“ The third reason for divorce would be incurable lunacy of five years’ standing. 
This proposal was nut accepted by the majority of the Royal CotnmiH.sion so unhesitat¬ 
ingly as the two former, and the whole (]uestion requires a more lengthy disuu.ssion than 
1 can find space in this article. None the less, I believe the provision to be right in 
essence. A lunatic cannot marry—why should a lunatic be allowed to continue to be 
married merely because the iuilacy supervenes ? 

(4) Habitual Drunkenness. 

“The fourth cause was Habitual Drunkenness. On this point I will simply quote the 
Royal Commission as showing how fur the vice is a cause for the dissolution of a 
marriage where the substrutiim has been destroyed. In the case of a drunken husband, 
the physical pain of brute force is often a<idod to the mental and mor.il injury he inflicts 
on the wife ; moreover, he has power to reduce himself and those dependent upon him to 
penury. In the case of a drunken wife. negh*ct of home duties and of the care of the 
children produce a nn)8t deplorable .state of affairs. In both cases, the ruin of the children 
can bo traced to the evil parental e.vample. But I.ord I’hillimore is greatly exercised to 
maintain such legal unions in the interests of the children. 

(5) The Commuted Death Sentence. 

“On the fifth cause, the commuted «leath sentence, I find it difficult to write in terms 
of moderation. How the Law of-God or the Law of Man can be invoked to chain a wife 
or a husband to one who has been segregated for ever under these circumstances passes 
my comprehension. One would reijuire a heart of atone, under a breastplate of steel, to 
resist such an appeal for freedom. If one party to the marriage is hanged, because a 
Home Secretary declines to relent, the other party is (even from the most extreme 
ecclesiastical standpoint) free in an instant to live his or her own life and remarry. 
Otherwise the innocent partner is chained to disgrace and condemned to lifelong 
celibacy. But the Bishops anil the pious laymen in the House of Loriis cheerfully forced 
through an amendment to Lord Buckmaster’s Bill, depriving these wretched people of 
relief ‘because there were so few of them’. The heads of the Ohristian Church of 
England seem to think you have to be a majority before you can suller an injustice. 

“ All the five additiorial causes for divorce advocated by the Royal Commission and 
contained in Lord Buckmaster’s Bill, are readily ascertainable by the Law of Evidence. 
That the new Law would be administered strictly by British Judges, according to the 
evidence, is a fact which does not admit of dispute. It follows that those, who declare 
that the passing of such a measure implies promiscuous divorce on grounds of incompati¬ 
bility of temperament or any other vague cause, have no-ground whatever for their 
assertion.’’ 

7. The additional grounds for Divorce embodied in the Bill have, thus, received the 
highest judicial and legal support. They have been supported by the usages of nations 
and by the Royal Commission of 1909—1912 and by the verdict of the House of Lords. 
The equality of the sexes has already been assured by the enactment of the Matrimonial 
Clauses Act, 1923 (1.3 and 14 Geo. 5, ch. 19 : Statutes P. 280), and it is possible that the 
House of Commons may assent to the other provisions of the Bill, in which case t^e 
provisions of the present Bill will have received the support of the English Statute. But 
there is no reason why the amendment of the Indian Statute should be delayed merely 
because the progress of the English Bill through the House of Commons has been delayed 
through other causes when the Indian Divorce Act itself contains and is, in fact, an 
exhaustive code of the Law of Divorce, which must be brought up to date. 

8. When the Act of 1869 was passed, it was confined to Christians and its provisions 
have since been made applicable to those who have contracted marriages under the 
Special Marriage Act (III of 1872) and under the recent amendment of that Act (XXX of 
1923). (See section.l7 of Act III of 1872.) Section 2 of the. Act has, .therefore, been 
amended. Further explanation of the amendments will be found in the Notes on Clauses 
appended to the Bill. 
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NOTES ON CLAUSES. 

Clause 2 .—Two amendments are proposed by this clause to make its provisions 
expressly conformable to the provisions of the other Acts of the Indian Legislature, 
namely :—Section 4 of the Indian Christian Marriage Act (XV of 1872) ; and section 17 
of the Special Marriage Act (III of 1872). Section 2 of the Act as it stands requires that 
the petitioner must profess the Christian religion at the time of applj’ing for Divorce under 
the Act. But under section 4 of the Indian Christian Marriage Act (XV of 1872), marriage 
is possible “ between persons one or both of whom is or are a Christian cr (diristians ”, 
in other words, under that Act, it is legal for a Christian to contract marriagi* with a non- 
Christian, and therefore, it follows that it is equally just that a non-Christian i»etitioner 
should have the same right of Divorce as a Christian petitioner. Th<' Indian Divorce 
Act, when enaxjted, iir 1889, was inten'led to be applicable only to Christians, but its 
provisions have been extended to those married under the provisions of the Special 
Marriage Act (III of 1872) and (XXX of 1923). This has been made ciear by the opening 
words of the section as amended by this clause. 

Clause S. — This clause replaces section 10 originally enacted which is admittedly one¬ 
sided as regards the right of Divorce in that it permits the husband to divorce hiw wife 
on the sole ground of adultery, while the wife cannot divorce the husband except on 
the ground of adultery of a special character therein mentioned, or of adultery coupled 
with cruelty or desertion for two years or upwards. The other clauses occurring in the 
present section were explained by Sir Henry Mayne in his speech in the late Imperial 
Council as due to his close adhesion to the English Law (Supp. to the Ga/.etti', 6th). 

The present clause has been Imdily copied from clause 4 of Lord Buckmaster’s Bill 
us passed by the House of Lords, embodying the recommendations of the majority of the 
Royal Comndssion. The I’oinmissioners were unanimous on the amendment of the Law 
so as to ensure mutuality as regards the right of divorce between husband and wife. 'I'lie 
clause relating to Rape, Sodomy and Bestiality is taken from the section which the 
present clause is intemied to repeal, though its omission would not materially alter the 
sense as these acts would presumably constitute cruelty within the meaning of the English 
Law. 

Clause 4 is merely consequential. 

Clause 5 is taken from the corresponding clausa 5 of Lord Buckmaater’s Bill. 

Clause 6 is taken from clause 7 of Lord Buckinaster’s Bill, 

Clause 7 is conseejuential on the amendment of section 10. 

Clause 8 is taken from clause 6 (6) of Lord Buckmaster’s Bill. 

Clause 9 is taken from clause 12 (d) of Lo.'d Buckmaster’s Bill.

2. Conditions as to use Of building sites.— No piece of land shall bo used as a site 
for the erection or re-erection of a house not being a hut— 

(1) if the building is to abut on a street, unless the site is of such a shape that the 
face of the building can be made parallel to the line of the street or as nearly parallel to 
the said line as the Commissioners may consider to be, practicable ; and 

(2) if the site is within thirty feet of a tank, unless the owner takes, or satisfies the 
f'ommissioners that he will take, such order as will prevent any risk of the drainage of 
the building passing into the tank ; and

rubbish, offensive matter or sewage, unless the Commissioners have caused the site to be

(4) if the building to be erected is a public building, a dwelling house or a hut 
intended for human habitation, unless the site is certified by the Commissioners to be dry 
and well-drained, or unless the Commissioners are satisfieil that it is capable of being 
we'l drained and that the owner will take the necessary steps to drain it. 

3. (1) Height.— If a building is situated at the side of a street, no portion of the 
building, except open or balustraded parapets not more than four feet high, shall intersect 
any of a series of imaginary lines drawn across the street at an angle of forty-five 
degrees with the horizontal, such lines being drawn from the side of the street which is 
the more remote from the building in question, from a height of two feet above the 
centre of the street : 

Provided as follows :— 

(t) where the said street is joined at an angle by another street facing the building, 
or where the street in which the building is situated terminates in front of i,he building, 
the height of that portion of the building which is opposite the street facing it measured 
from two feet above the centre of the street, shall, in the former case, not exceed the 
height which would be jiermissible if the building abutted on or wore situated on the side 
of a street equal in width to the width of the street on which it abuts or on the side of which 
it is situated half the width of the street facing it, and in the latter case, the height 
of the building shall not exceed the height which would be permissible if the building 
butted on’or were situated on the tide of a street one and a half times the width of the 
treet terminating in front of it ; 
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(it) nothing herein contained shall affect the erection of a four-atoreyed building 
abutting upon or situated at the side of a street of not leas than forty-five feet in width 
if such building, including the parapet wall anti the plinth, does not exceed fifty-six feet 
in height ; 

(n't) nothing herein containeil shall affect the erection of a building abutting upon 
or situated at the side of a street of not less than sixty feer in width, if such building does 
not exceed eighty feet in heigtit ; and 

(tv) no building exceeding eighty feet in height shall be erected without the special 
permission of the Goniinisaionors, who in granting such permission muy impose such 
conditions as they may think proper for the safety of the public and the safety and 
convenience of persons occupying the building. 

Expiftnation. —if building be placed at the edge of the sti'eet, its height measured 
from two feet al)ove the centre of the street and excluding parajiots as aforesaid shall not 
exceed tiie average width of the Street facing the site, but if the building or one or more 
of its storeys be set back the height of the building may be increased, subject to the 
condition that no portion of the building, after the height is increased, intersects any of 
the aforesaid lines. 

(2) In the case of a new building erected on any portion of the site of the whole or 
part of a liuilding in existence at the commencement of this rule, the angle at which the 
lines referred to in sub-rule (1) are to be drawn shall be fifty-six-and-a-half degrees 
instead of forty-five degrees :

(ii) except with the special permission of the Commissioners, nothing contained 
in this sub-rule shall authorise the erection of a new building so as to make 
any portion of it higher that) any building whicii at the commencement of 
this rule was standing on the same portion of the site. 

(.l) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule (1) or sub-rule (2), the Commit- 
sioners may, by order published locally, declare that in any street or portion oi a street, 
not less than twelve feet in width, which is speculied in the order, the erection of two- 
storeyed buildings not exceeding twenty-eight feet in height excluding two feet for the 
plinth and excluding open or balnstraded parapets not more than four feet high will 
be permitted without complying with the requirements of those suh-rules.

may be erected without complying with the requirements of the said sub-rules. 

(6) For the purjioses of clause (b) of sub-rule (,*)) of this rule— 

(a) the Commissioners may prescribe a centre line for any street which is less 

than twelve feet in width, and 

(b) when such centre line has been prescribed, the side of the street shall, for the 

purposes of sub-rule (I), be deemed to be an imaginary line drawn six feet 
from such centre line. 

4. LOVSl of tho floor,—The floor or lowest floor of every new building erected from 
the ground level shall be constructed at such level as will admit of— 

(a) the construction of a drain sufficient for the effectual drainage of the building 

and placed at such level as will admit of the drainage being led into some 
munioipal sewer at the time existing or projected, and 

(b) the provisions of the requisite communication with some sewer into which the 

drainage may lawfully be discharged at a point in the upper half of such 
sewer or with some other means of drainage into which the drainage may be 
lawfully discharged. 

5. (a) The foundation of every house to be erected shall be of masonry, and except 
where otherwise permitted by the Commissioners, shall rest on concrete or solid ground. 
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(b) Plinth. —Every house to be erected shall be built on a plinth the top surface of 
which shall be at least two feet above ground level, and at least one foot above the level 
of the centre of the nearest road, unless such road forms an embankment, and 

(c) The ground floor of every masonry building shall be constructed of concrete or 
masonry. 

6. Materials of external walls. —Where a house consists of two or more storeys the 
external walls of all the storeys except the top of one shall be constructed of stone or 
burnt bricks set in lime or cement mortar. 

7. Prohibition of inflammable material.— The external walls of every house, and 
all fire-places and chimneys shall be constructed of masonry, burnt bricks, mud or other 
non-iuflainmable material, and no timber shall be used within one foot of any chimney 
flue. 


8. Materials of roof. —The external roof of evcfry house shall be constriioled of 
masonry, tiles, slates, corrugated iron or other non-inflammable materials. 

9. Prohibitions of projections from roof .—No part of a house which abuts upon 
a road shall overhang the roaii or the side drains thereof. 

10. Height of Singlo-Storoyod house. —No house other than a house construe! ed of 
stone or burnt bricks and lime, shall exeeed eighteen feet in height. 

11. Height of the house. —The height of a house shall not exceed double the 
distance from its face wall to the opj)osite side of tin; road, subject to a minimum height 
of ir> feel. If the house is situated on a corner ])lot the height of the house shall bo 
regiilate(i bj the width of the street on which the house fronts including any open 
ground in front of tho house : 

Provided that it one or more storeys are set hack, the height may be increased so that 
it shall not he more than twice the sum of the width of the oi»en space in front of the 
house and of the set-back. 

1-. MOftSUrement of height- —The height shall be considered to incln<le the parapet 
and half the Insight of any Blojsing roof above the level of the parajiet, but shall be 
exclusive of the plinth to a height of two feet. 

Eh Air space for dwelling house ,—Every person who erects or ns-erects a dwelling 
house, shall jirovide both at the front aiul the back thereof an open s})UCb extending 
along the vdiole length of the honsis to a distaucis at isvery part of not less than twenty 
feet measured in a line drawn at right angles to external front site facing towards tho 
nearest road or hack wall, nsspectively, provided that— 

(1) if the front or hack of the house abuts ou a road or public open space which 
is not less than twenty feet in width the provision of the open space 
rorjiiired by this rule at tho front or hack as the case may he, alluded to 
above, shall not he necessary, and 

<^2) if the site abuts on a road or public open space which is less than twenty feet 
in width a dwelling-house may be erected on such site up to a distance of 
tw'enty feet from the ojiposite sido of such road or open space. 


U. Ev.'ry person in enmting or re-erecting a house shall leave an open space of 
not le.is that six feet from the next adjoining house or an open space of not less than 
three feet from tho boundary of (he holding. 

15. Air space for out-houses. —No cook-house, servants’ quarters, stable or other 
domestic building appurtenant to a liwelling-house shall be erected within the open 
space to be provided under rnle. at the front and back of a dwelling house, and there 
shall he provided in front of every such domestic building an open space of six feet 
along its entire width which shall be in addition to the open space provided for the 
dwelling house to which it is appurtenant. 

16. Prohibition against building right up to public road, lane or drain. Notwith¬ 
standing anything contained in these rules, no building of any kind shall be erected within 
two feet of any public rtiad, lane or drain. 

It. Courtyard and innar spaces. —The minimum transverse measurement of the 
Courtyard or central or inner ^ open space, if any, provided in a dwelling house 
shall not be less than half the height of the highest wall abutting on such courtyard, 
and shall in no case be less than twelve feet. The minimum area of such courtyard 
shall not be less than one-third of the area of the entire house site. 

IS. Level of courtyard and open space.— Every it (terior courtyard of a dwelling 
house and every open 8pac.(3 provided under rule 15 shall be rai8e<i at least six inches 
above the level of the centre of the nearest'road, not being an embankment, so as to admit 
of easy drainage into the rpad. 

19- Private privlOS.— Every house, not being a Eut, shall have one or more private 
ivies. 
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Every private privy shall— 

(а) be situated at a distance of not less than six feet from the nearest habitable 

room and cook-house ; 

(б) be so situated and constructed as to allow of easy access for removal of sewage 

and night-soil and cleansing ; 

(c) be constructed on a pucca platform rendered impervious by cement or other 
impervious material, raised above the ground level and with an inclination 
of not less tlian half an inch in a foot towards the drain : 

(rf) be provided with separate removable water-tight receptacles for night-soil and 
urine, so placed that their base is not below the drainage level : 

(«) be so constructed as to leave a space for ventilation between the walls and the 
roof, or in the alternative be ventilated by windows of sufficient size ; 

(/) be provided with aderjuate pucca drains for the discharge of washing and 
cleansing water from the platform. 

20. Privy to be on ground-floor. —No privy shall be placed on any upper floor of a 
building, unless it be of the water-closet type or of a type for the construction of which 
the Chairman lias given permission in writing. 

2L. Prohibition of cess-pools where public drain accessible.— No cess-pool shall ix^ 
constructed or used where the house drain is within a distance of 50 yards from a public 
masonry drain and can be connected thereto. 

22. Construction of cess-pools. —Every cess-pool, where the use of one is permis¬ 
sible, shall be made of stone or burnt brick with lime mortar and lined with an impervious 
layer of cement, and shall be so constructed as to have all corners rounded off and to have 
a rounded sumj). 

2'1. Access to and cleansing of cess-pools. —Every cess-pool shall be so situated and 
constructed as to allow of easy access for the purpose of emptying and cleansing the same. 

24. Drains. — llrains of masonry or other impervious materials .-ihall be provided for 
the drainage of the courtyard, outhouses and privies at such levels as to connect properly 
with the public drains. 

25. Drainage from upper storeys. —The drainage from the upper storey and from 
the roof of a dwelling house shall be carried down to the surface drains by means of pipes. 

26. No drain shall be allowaxl to pass through or under a house, provided that the 
drain of an interior courtyard may be brought out along or under a passage but not under 
an enclosed room.

the Session I987>a8. 

1, Only those who intend to study for the M. B. Degree of the Calcutta Univorsity 
are admitted in tliis department, and the admission is restricted to students (male alid 
female) who are natives of, or whose parents are domiciled in, Bengal, Assam, Central 
Provinces and the Manipur State. 

2. All students from Bengal except those coming from the Dacca University and the 
Dacca Board of Intermediate and Secondary Education must apply for admission to the 
Principal, Medical College, Calcutta, in the prescribed form available in his otlice on or 
before the 2,5th May, together with a fee of Rs. 4 which will not be refunded on any 
account. 

Students of the Dacca University and the Dacca Board of Intermediate and 
Secondary Education should apply to tho Secretary of the said Board and the University. 
The Assamese students should apply to the Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals of that 
province. Tne candidates from Central Provinces and the Manipur State should apply 
respectively, to the Director of Public Instruction, Central Provinces, and the Manipur, 
State. 

The minimum preliminary (jualilication for admission is the first class Pass certiti“ 
cate of the J. Sc. Examination of tho Calcutta University with Physics, Chemistry and 
Mathematics or any examination erjuivalent to it. But this rule may be relaxed in favour 
of Muhammadau students, and candidates having passed the saiil examination in the 
second division may bo admitted provided they are otherwise considered suitable to make 
up the nninher allotted fi>r tho Muhammadan students. In assessing the claims of those 
eligible for admission preference will bo given to candidates who have passed in English, 
Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry and Botany. 

4. The number of admission of new students will be limited to 100 including 
female students and those nominated by the authorities mentioned in rule 2. 

One-Fourth of the total number to bo admitted, if a suitable number of candidates 
bo obtained, shall b(‘Muhammadan. One candidate will be nominated by the Director 
of Public Instruction of Central Provinces ; seven candidates including one female by 
the Tuspector-General of Civil Hospitals, Assam ; three candidates of the Dacca 
University^aud three candidates of the Dacca Board of Intermediate and Secondary 
Education liy the respective authority, and one candidate will be nominated by the 
Manipur State. Those candidates must possess the qualifications mentioned in rule 3. 
'I’hese nominations must reach the Principal, Medical College, Calcutta, before tho 10th 
.June in each year, failing whicli the Principal, Medical College^, Calcntla, will till up the 
vacancies with local candidates. The authorities concerned will have no right to fill up 
any vacancy caused by the resignation of Oie candidates nominated by them or otherwise 
in the iriiddl'' of the session.

„ „ 1 . i Tt marriages of ohildren amongst [the Hindus was referrod, 

HpcTH >B. aiK . have considered the Hill and the papers noted in the 

margin, and have now the honour to submit this our Report, with the Hill as auieuileil l)y 
us annexed thereto. 

The object of the Hill as introduced in the Legislature was to impose re.straint upon 
the Bolemnisatibn of chihi marriages, and this method adopted was, broadly Bp(!aking, that 
of declaring all marriages of boys or girls below a certain age to be invalid. 'I he Hill has 
been circulated under the orders of Ooviirnmeut and has tdicited a strong exi>ressio!i oi 
feeling that it is objectionable, both on religious and on legal groumls, to intertere w i*h 
the validity of a marriage which has been performed. In our opinion, these objectioot 
are at present insuperable, and we have accordingly acted upon a suggestion, which h.is 
been widely made, that the Kill should effect its purpose of restraining child marriages, 
not by declaring such marriages to be invr.lid, but b}' irniiosing |punisliments upon those 
WHO participate* in them. 

We, therefore, set ourselves the task of recasting the Hill with this object in view 
To bogiu with, we considered the propriety of our action in so materially itmending a 
Bill who.se principle had been accepted by the Legislative .Assembly in referring it to us, 
and we cami* to tin* conclusion that the principle of the Hill which had been endorsed by 
the Jjegislative .\ssembly was the principle that child marriages should be restrained by 
legislation, and that it was op -n to us to vary the method of imposing the re-itraint from 
that contained in the Hill m another which is undoubtedly in accord with public opinion 
anil seems ^to oursidves the onij’ method which is at present e.vpedient. Noverthodoss, 
we do recognise that the substitution in Select Committee of what is formally ti new Hill 
is an unusual step, and we desire that further stages in the Hill should be undertaken 
deliberately and only after public opinion has been fully elicited on its detail.s. 

The Hill, as introduceil. applied to Hindus, Jains, Sikhs, Hrahmos, Arya Samajists and 
Hudhists and was a measure relating to the validity of marriage. As we [)ropose lo 
-imeud the Hill by making it a imuisnro imposing criminal penalties on participants in a 
child marriage, it seems invidious that it should be re.strictod to these particular comniu- 
uitiea, sinc cfiild marriages do occur, though not so frequently’, in other communities. 

e propo.se, therefore, that the amended Hill should be g(!neral in its scope and apply to 
all classes and communities in British India. 

'I’he first provision which recjiiired our decisiott is also the mo.^t iiufjortaiit, namely’, 
the determination of the ag(*s of hoys and t»f girls below which participation in their 
inariiagc .should i)e punishable. After much discus-siou we di'cided that this age for hoys 
should be eighteen years. For girls we considered the ages of eleven, twelve and fourteen, 
and finally, came to the conclusion that we should ado|)t the ago of fourteen. We 
recog^iise that these ages will be reganled by many people, whose opinion is i*n!itled to 
great weight, "s being too high; but we also ri'Cogni.se that there is a strong body of 
oi)inion, particularly among those who ailvocatc' social reform, which will not willingly 
acoe])t any lower age. We. also gave weight to the considerations lliat there are communi¬ 
ties in India among whom tlie marriage of girls under fourteen years of age i.s infrequent, 
and that the backward elomonts in those communities might regard the lixing of a lower 
age limit in a statiiti as a recognition by the Stale of that age as being a suitable age for 
marriage, and ever, an (mcourageinent to ailopt it. 

These decisions, tliiit the limiting age for a boy should be, eighteen and for a girl 
fourteen, are t inbodied in sub-clause (a) of clause 2 of the Bill as amended by ns. 

The next important principle to be determined was the interpretation of the phrase 
“ particinants in a child marriage”; in olhei words, which of the possibly numeron.s 
persons in any way concerned with a child marriage should be liable to punishment. We 
decided that the following classes should come within the penal provisions of the Hill, 
namely ;— 

(a) male adults who marry young girls, 

(&) persons who perform any essential ceremony of a child marriage, and 
(c) parents and guardians who promote or permit a child marriage. 

Our decisions as regards (6) and (c) are embodied in clauses H and 6 of the Bill. 

Our decisions as regards («) were not so simple and were arrived at only after much 
discussion. To begin with we concluded that it is not expedient to punish a woman who 
marries a young boy, as cases of this sort are rare, and in most of them the woman is 
likely to be so young tliat she is entirely under the control of her parents and should not 
He made criminally liable. Enrther, even in such marriages the new Act will not be 
inoperative, as the other contracting party will be a child, ami the guardian of the child 
and the persons who solemnise the mErriage will be punishable. 

The first point to be decided as regards male adults was the age at which they should 
be regarded as responsible for their own actions and therefore criminally liable if they 
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conti’iict a child marriage. We decided that the ordinary age of majority wa.s a suitable 
limit in these cases; but we also recognise that young men between tlie ages of eighteen 
and twenty-one are still under the infiiieuce of their parents to a considerable extent, and 
wo considered it inexpedient that these boys should be sent to jail for undertaking a 
course of action in which they may not have b(!On entirely free agents. We decided, 
therefore, that where a boy batweon the ages of eighteen and twenty-one marries a child 
he shall be battle to tine, tind that where a man above the age of twenty-one marries a 
child he shall incur the lull penalty prescribed for ollences under the Act. We have, 
therefore, provided separately in clause 11 for a fine of Rs. 1,000 for ott'enders above the age 
of eighteen years and under twenty-one ; and in clause 7 we have made provision that 
imprisonment shall not he im|)osed on these offenders under any circumstances. Clause 4 
relates to olfenders above tlie age of twenty-one years. 

The next ])oint whicli we decided was the extent of the punishment to be p’-ovided 
generally for otfence.s under the Act, and this we have fixed at 3iin))le imprisonment up to 
one month, line up to one tliousand rupees, or both. These punishments appear in clauses 
4, and 6 of the amended bill. 

Tiiese dticisions c.DVor the siihstantivo law contained in the Hill. We have added lo 
them certain p:o\isionsof procedure which are designed to avoid the risk of frivolous 
pros.-culitius and iiarassment. We consoler these provisions to be veiy important safe¬ 
guards in a mea.sure of social reform directml against a custom so long established and so 
widely prevalent as tliat of child marriage. It may he that in future these provisions may 
be abrogated and the p<*nal provisions of the Act allowed to operate in the normal way, 
but, for the iinmediati! future at least, we an* strongly of opinion that we must go 
cautiously. 

In inirsuance of this policy we have provided in clause 8 that only (lourts of 
I’re'ideiioy Magistrati's and District. Magistrates shall have jurisdiction in cases concerning 
child marriages. In claii.se 9 we have provided :liat cognisance can he taken only upon 
complaint made within one year ol the solemnisation (d’ the marri.ige. In clause 10 we 
have laid down that the Court, unless it dismisses the complaint, sliall in all cases make a 
preliminary inquiry under section 2(»2 of the Code of Criminal Hrocedure, 1898, In 
clause 11 wo Intve added a provision requiring the complainant to give security for the 
pajment of any compensation that may be awarded against him tinder section 2.'»() uf 
the same ('otie. 

In view of the altered macliineryof the Bill wo have re-drafted the long title and the 
preamble to the Hill. In sub-clause (/) ot clause 1 we have also recast (lie short title, and 
ill snh-clanse (,2) we have proviileil th.it the Bill shall e.vlend to all classes in thti whole of 
I ritish Inditi. In snb-clau.se (S), in accordance with the policy of caution which we 
strongly ailvocate, we Inive jirovided tliat the Act shall not come into force until the Ist 
day of April 1930, by which date we trust the'jirovisions of the Hill will he widtdy known 
among all classes auil communities. 'I'o tliis end we recommend tliat (Toverniuent 
should take exceptional measures in publishing the Act as finally ])ussed. 

The Hill, as introduced, was puhlislied in the OazffUtf of India, dated the .Mb February 
1927. 

The Hill, though it still carries out its original purpose of imposing restraint upon 
child marriages, has been so materially altcreil by us that in our opinion it reijnires 
rejmblicalion. We propose that no further step should bo taken to pass the Hill in the 
present session of the Legislative Assembly and that between now and the next session the 
Hill ahonld he. published as widely as possible in English and in all the important verna¬ 
culars. We de,.sire to emphasize strongly this need for deliberation and wide publication.

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MINUTES OF DISSENT. 

I am glad that the Bill has been recast very much on the lines I suggested when it 
was considered by the Assembly. But I do not agree with the majority of my colleagues 
on two important points. The proposal to make marriages of girls below the age of 14 
years punishable by law will rightly rouse much opposition among the large body of 
orthodox Hindus. 1 urged that the age should be ti-ved at 11 so that a law the need for 
which is pressing miglit be passed with the unanimous support of all sections of the com¬ 
munity. If even 12 is fixed as the age marriages below which shall be ])nnisliul)l(!, it is 
possible that a section of orthodox o])iuion may be reconciled to it. But in my opinion in 
view of the fact tli.it marriage is a religious sacrament among Hindus, and in view of the 
belief which has prevailed on the ()uestion of the age of marriage among them for a very 
long time, to make a marriage above the age of 12 and below the age of 14 punishable by 
law will bo cleaHy wrong. I think we should leave the raising of the age of tlie marriage 
of girls beyond 12 to the greater spread of education and of idmis of social and physical 
well-being among the people. Their elTects are already visible and should not be igm.icd. 

I am also opposed to imprisonment being awarderl as a punishment to any person wlio 
offends against the provisions of the proposed law. I expect that if the (lovenimeot 
and the public will co-operate to have a knowledge of the provisions of the Act made 
universally known among the people, the fear of the infliction of a fine which may extend 
np to .1 choiisand rupees and the opprobrium of being exposed to a prosecution, will act as 
. d'ective deterrent, to prevent people from celebrating child marriages in contravention of 
the provisions of the proposed law. In any event, I would not provide imprisonment as an 
alternative punishment for the first few years of the new legislation.

1 think 14 ju'ars will be considered too liigh to be the minimum marriageable age 
for girls by a large section of the Hindu community. 1 am aware of the fact that com¬ 
munities like the Mahomedan, the (Christian, the Parsi and even a considerable section 
of the Hindu community to all of whom this Bill has now been made applicable, will 
regard the declaration of the legal age for marriage of girls below 14 years as a retrograde 
measure and a possible incentive to reduce the age of marriage in their resfiective 
societies. But I am also-not oblivious of the v^ery strong opinion in favour of pre-puberty 
marriage, held by a very large section of the Hindu commniuty. They look upon 
marriage as a .sacrament ; and generally speaking, to them, the celebration of marriage 
does not necessarily mean tlie consummation of marriage. 

We see that the Hindn Mahasabha having within its fold various sections of the 
Hindu community fixes 12 years as the minimum age for the marriage of girls and so 
tioos the All-India Sanatana Dharama Mahasabha representing the most orthodox section 
of the Hindu community. Its resolution No. 7 passed at its sitting held at Allahabad in 
January 192.S, under the presidency of Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya, when translated 
into English will rend thus:— 

7. (a) “In the opinion of this Sanatana Dharama Mahasabha no inarriage of a Hindu 
boy should take place till he is 18 years of age. 

(6) This Mahasabha exhorts the Hindu community that tli*; marriage of girls 
should never be celebrated before they have entered upon their 12th year.’’ 

But in the subsequent resolution No. 8, it clearly indicates that the consummation of 
marriage should not take place before the girl attains her 16th year. 
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The translation of the resolution is as follows :— 

8. “ In the opinion of this Sanatana Dharama Mahasabha, ii is extremely necessary 

in orJer to make the community physically and religiously stronjf, that even when the 
wedding ceremony has been performed the consummation of marriage ehonld not take 
place till the girl has attained the age of 16 years.” 

This measure is the first effort of its kind and I am of opinion that the line of least 
resistance should be adopted in this matter by all those who want its success. The fixing 
of minimum age limit has by no means a binding effect on the higher age. For instance, 
we see that in several Western countries, the age of consent is much below the age in 
which marriages usually take place. That being so, I think that it is but proper that 
the views of such a large number of people should not be ignored and that the minimum 
marriageable age for girls should be fixed at twelve years. If any legal protection be 
deemed necessary in respect of the consummation of marriage, that might be afforded to 
the girls by further raising the agt' of consent. Of course it might he argued that the 
age of consent clause of the Indian Penal Codo is a dead letter. But it must also be 
recognised that any special legislation if it has to succeed must nor. be so drastic as to 
make it wholly unacceptable to a large number of people. I hope, therefore, that those 
who advocate the raising of the minimum marriageable age of girls higher than 12, would 
appreciate the difficulties underlying its acceptance and be content with fixing the 
minimum marriageable age of girls at 12 years. We should wait to see the measure of 
success that the piece of legislation achieves in this modified form.

—The rainfall during the latter part of the monsoon period 
was sufficient for cultivation and for sowings of the early spring crops in East and parts 
of North Rengal districts. Elsewhere the weather was generally unfavourable through¬ 
out. Lack of adequate soil moisture since the latter part of October somewhat aflfected 
the growth of early crops, but rainfall in the end of January improved the prospects of 
late crops. Some showers at the lime of writing would be beneficial to transplanted 
summer rice. 

Acreage.—The normal area under the different rabi crops dealt with in this forecast 
is estimated at 3,024,500 acres. The area actually sown this year is reported to be 
2,607,300 acres as against 2,753,300 acres lust year. Of this, the area under summer (boro) 
r.ce is returned at 399,700 acres as against 408,200 acres last year and that under tobacco 
is 290,300 acres as against 295,200 acres last year. 

Outturn. —According to District Officers’ estimates the outturn of the different rabi 
crops for the Province as a whole works out to 75 per cent, of the normal as against 
77 per cent, last year, the returns for the more important rabi districts being as 
follows :— 

Rajshahi 53, Jalpaiguri 93, Rangpur 100, Pabna 83, Malda 58, Dacca 68, Mymeu- 
singh 80, Faridpur 72, Bakarganj 82, Tippera 54, Noakbali 80, Nadia 27, Murshidabad 51, 
JesBore 50, Khulna 82, Burdwan 50 and Midnapore 7.5. 

Summur rloo und tobuoco crops. —The outturn of summer rice according to district 
estimates is 78 per cent, of the normal as against 72 per cent, last year. The gross yield 
of the crop for the Province on a basis of the normal yield of 14 maunds of clean grain 
per acre is estimated at 160,300 tons this year as against 151,200 tons last j'ear. 

The outturn of tobacco crop is estimated at 92 per cent,, of the.normal as against 
93 per cent, last year. Taking 121 maunds as the normal yiehi of the crop per acre the 
gross yield of the crop for,the Province this year is estim.ited at 120,200 tons.

1. Number of Municipalities.—The 

number of municipalities was the same, 
i:iz., 115, as in the preceding year. A 
new municipality was established at 
Gouripur in the Sadar subdivision of 
the Myinensingh district, with effect 
from the 1st January, 1927, but the 
;nunici])al bo^rd was not formed during 
the year under report. The boundaries 
•if the Rajbari Municipality were 
levised by the exclusion of rural areas, 
which has made the municipality more 
compact. There were also alterations 
in the buundnries of 4 other municipal¬ 
ities, riz., Krishnagar. Patuakhali. 
ChittagoT'g and Kurseong. 

2. Elections.- (xeneral elections 
were held in 12 municipalities and most 
of the seats were hotly contested. In 
the small tovtm of Taki about 84 per 
cent, of the voters attended the polling 
station, and the contest in Naihati for 
5 wards out of 6 was .so keen that police 
arrangements had to he made to main¬ 
tain order. The general election due at 
Patuakhali could not be held during the 
year pending the question of exclusion 
of a portion of the municipal area and 
I’edistribution of w^ards and elected com¬ 
missioners. Civil suits were instituted 
in no less than 6 municipalities, viz., 
Katwa, Narayanganj, Chittagong, 
Noakhali, Chandpur and Pabna and 
fresh elections had to be held in 
Narayanganj and in waird No. II of the 
Katwa Municipality, owing to original 
elections having bwn declared void by 
the civil court. 

The appeal preferred before the High 
Court a^inst the decision of the Addi¬ 


tional District Judge of Dai;ca, uphold¬ 
ing the legality of the election of the 
Dacca Municipality held in March. 
1925, has been decided in favour of the 
municipality. 

3. Meetings.—Out of 2,334 meetings 
held during the year, 152 proved abor¬ 
tive for want of a quorum and 223 were 
adjourned, against 153 and 199, respec¬ 
tively, in the preceding year. The fail¬ 
ure was most marked at Ghatal, 
Kotchandpur and Bhola, where 7 out 
of 29, 8 out of 26 and 14 out of 28 
meetings, respectively, proved abortive. 
At Budge Budge and Maheshpur nearly 
half, and at Baduria, Basirhat and 
Santipur more than one-third, of the 
meetings held were unsucoessful. 
Sherpur and Tollyganj held the largest 
number of meetings, rIz., 48 and 38, 
?‘e.spectively. On the other hand, the 
commissioners of Dainhat, Midnapore, 
Ramjibanpur, Kanchripara, Gobar 
danga. Meherpur, Satkhira and 
Narayanganj failed to meet once a 
month. The average percentage of 
attendance was highest in Tamlnk (83-3) 
and lowest in Bhola (33 3). 

4. Number of rate-payers.—The 

total number of rate-payers rose from 
.321,819 to 324,917, the percentage lo 
total population being 16-11. The per- 
(’entage was highest in Knunrkhali 
(42-6) and lowest in Titagarh (3-2), a 
mill town with a large cooly population. 
There was an appreciable increase in the 
number of ra,te-payers iji Ghittagong. 
due to the inclusion of certain areas 
within the municipal limits. Other 
towns in which rates are paid by less 
than one-tenth of the population are tlm 
riparian mill municipalities, Naihati, 
Bhatpara, Gariilia, Budge Budge and 
Narayanganj towns with a floating 
population of factory operatives who 
pay no rates themselves. 

5. Assessment and Taxation.—The 

average incidence of taxation per head 
of population rose from Rs, 3-1-5 to 
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Rs. 3-3-9. It was highest in the hill 
municipality of Darjeeling (Rs. 10-11-1). 
Next come Kurseong (Rs. 9-0-5)— 
another hill municipality—Howrah 
(Rs. 9-0-5) and Chittagong (Rs. 5-7-1). 
In 9 other towns, mz., Burdwan, 
Hooghly-Chinsura, Krishnagai-, 

Berhampore, .Tessore, Dhcca, Narnyan 
ganj, Mymensingh and Utta'rpara. 
the ratio was above Rs. 4. In the 
last-named town the comparatively 
high incidence is due to the imposition 
of lighting rate (electric light) at 
1^ per cent, on the annual value of 
holdings, which has increased the muni¬ 
cipal income by more than Rs. 2,000 per 
annum. In Debhatta and Bajitpur the 
ratio is as low as 6^ annas and 7| annas 
and in 22 municipalities it is from 8 
annas to one rupee. Generally speaking 
the incidence of municipal taxation in 
the Presidency as a whole is low, but 
this is due partly to the inclusion in the 
list of municipalities of many places 
which are more rural than urban. 
Income from municipal rates and taxes 
has, however, risen from Rs. 60| lakhs 
in 1924-25 to more than 64J lakhs. 

A general or partial revision of 
assessment was made in 85 municipal¬ 
ities. The revision effected an increase 
of Rs. 1,20,470 in the municipal demand 
of the Presidency as a whole. The 
largest increase, viz., Rs. 17,551, was 
obtained in the South Suburban Muni¬ 
cipality. ('hittagong ;ilso got an 
annual income of Rs. 12,200 by extend¬ 
ing its limits. On the othier hand, 
.\sansol suffered a loss of Rs. 9,467, 
owing to an amicable settlement with 
the East Indian Railway with regard to 
the assessment of railway holdings and 
to the reduction in thei scale of latrine 
fees, and South Dum-Dum Rs. 3,370. 
partly from the reduction of percentage 
of house tax on Government and public 
buildings and partly from the diminu¬ 
tion of the value oi holdings owing to 
the abolition of the Ammunition Factory 
and withdrawal of the military garri¬ 
son from Dum-Dum. 

6. Collections.— The total collec¬ 
tions for the Presidency as a whole rose 
from Rs. 60^ lakhs to !lfe. 62f lakhs, the 
percentage of collections on the current 
demand also rising from 94-3 to 95-6. 
The collections were very satisfactory in 
24 municipalities, where the realisation 
was either equal to, or in excess of, the 
current demand and in 6 others they 
were over 99 per cent. On the other 
hand, the ratio was under 80 per cent. 


—a deplorably low figure in 5 towns, 
falling as low as 74-1 per cent, in South 
'Dum-Dum. The low percentage in 
South Dum-Dum is due to non-realisa¬ 
tion of taxes from several sources, such 
MS the Eastern Bengal Railway, Messrs. 
Jessop and Co. and the Military and 
Public Works Departments of Govern¬ 
ment. As in the previous'year, Gurulia 
collected cent, per cent, -of the demand 
without any remission. Nalchiti also 
did the same with a remission of Rs. 9 
only. Titagarh and Champdany also 
collected practically their whole demand 
granting less than one-half per cent, 
remission and leaving no outstanding 
balances. In these towns, however, the 
bulk of the taxes is paid by the mills, 
leaving a small percentage to be collected 
in the ordinary way. 

The total remissions, both arrear and 
current, for the province as a whole 
amounted to Rs. 2,57,082 and lepre- 
sented 3 9 per cent, of the current 
demand. The small municipality of 
Debhatta remitted nearly one-third of its 
current demand. Bhadreswar and Raj- 
bari more than 20 per cent., while 4 
others, viz., Tollyganj, .laipagar, Katwa 
and Pabna remitted more than 12 per 
c-ent. Except in the case of Bhadreswar, 
where it is stated that at the last genera! 
revision a large remission was granted 
bv the A])})eal Committee, no explana¬ 
tions have been given for the large 
remissions in other towms, but they are. 
not far to seek. l.,arge remissions are 
the logical sequence of careless and ille¬ 
gal asses-sment, inefficient collection and 
reluctance to enforce the summary pro¬ 
cedure provided in the Bengal Munici¬ 
pal Act. 

'Phe following are some of the glaring 
instances of irregular remissions granted 
liy . the municipal commissioners whicli 
were noticed by the Examiner of Local 
Accounts in his report on the working 
of the I..ocaI Audit Department durini? 
the year 1925-26:— 

(i) Latrine tax was remitted on the 
ground of poverty in Jalpaiguri, Midna- 
F>ore, Vishnupur and Sun municipal¬ 
ities. 

(n) In Jalpaiguri remissions were 
given for vacant and demolished 
holdings, not on the report of the ward 
commissioners, after personal enquiry, 
but simply on the report of the tax- 
daroga. 
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In Kativa and Bankura vacancy 
remissions were granted with retrospec¬ 
tive effect, although no notice of vacancy 
under section 110 of the Bengal Muni¬ 
cipal Act was received, and in Barrack- 
pore remissions were granted on the 
report of the collecting sarkars, though 
the owners had not sent in notices of 
vacancy. 

(iv) In Midnapore valuations of 
holdings were reduced during the 
currency of assessment and again for a 
second time against the decision of the 
Aj)peal Committee. 

(/j) In Jangipur latrine taxes were 
remitted when the holding was not in 
good order, taxes were remitted when 
the occupants left the place on transfer 
and full remission of the latrine taxes 
was given for vacant holdings. 

(vi) In Nator remission was given 
for voluntary demolition of buildings. 

The balances outstanding at the close 
of the year rose from Rs. 14^ lakhs to 
nearly Hs. 15^ lakhs, of which Howrah 
alone was responsible for more than 
Rs. 5^ lakhs. Other municipalities 
which had unduly large balances out¬ 
standing were Dacca, Mymensingh, 
Hally, llooghly-Chinsura, Barisal, Santi- 
pur, Tollyganj, Hankura, South Dum- 
J)um and Sirajganj. The reason for the 
heavy balance in South Dum-Dum has 
already been stated. In Dacca the riots 
after the Janniastdvii procession unfor¬ 
tunately caused a temporary set-back. 
However, the collections were Rs. 
4,88,380 as again.st Rs. 3,81,435 in the 
previous year. The Commissioner 
observes ; “ Provided that the appeal 

against the assessment now before the 
Pri 'v Council is unsuccessful, there are 
good prospects of improvement in its 
financial position.” There was also a 
decided improvement in the total collec¬ 
tions in Bally, which amounted to 
Rs. 75,026 as against Rs. 53,289 in the 
preceding year. " They would have 
improved further, but the adoption of a 
definite and progressive policy is ham¬ 
pered by the existence of party factio;i8, 
and by the fact that the municipal com¬ 
missioners have practically split up f-he 
municipality into two separate munici¬ 
palities by delegating 'almost autono- 
inons powers to the two ward committees 
under section 53 of the Bengal Munici¬ 
pal Act and leaving little power of 


administrative control and co-ordina¬ 
tion with the Chairman as representing 

thef central bodv.” 

(/ 

The poor collection in Santipur was 
due to party faction. As regards the 
collection in Hooghly-ChiiLsura the 
Magistrate writes that the present 
Board claims to have made a very 
determined effort to collect arrears but 
their success has been little, if anything, 
better than that of their predecessors. 
In other cases no explanation has been 
given, but generally speaking the heavy ' 
arrears are due to laxity on the part of 
the municipal executive in taking legal 
steps for the realisation of taxes, as 
provided in the Act. The District 
Magistrate makes the following observa¬ 
tions with regard to the Bankura 
Municipality 

The Bankura Municipality, in which there 
was an outstanding halanc.e of over Its. ^2, 000, 
tfHik little coercive steps t(j reali.se arrears and 
the commissioners seem rather afraid to adopt 
ibe summary procedure allowed under the 
Act, evidently not to displease their consti¬ 
tuencies. They like to take lecourse to <'ivil 
suits and althouffh they obtained decrees tor 
lbs. 5,044 for ariears outstandinj? on OOth June, 
1920, a .sum of Rs. 4,050 remained unsatis- 
tied on the 31st March, 1927, The munici¬ 
pality also seems anxious to dispose of land 
Iiy sale for the sake of revenue rather than 
make real attempt to lenlise outstaiidinj^ 
balances. 

The Minister desires to invite the 
attention of all municipalities to the 
following remarks, with which he 
entirely agrees, made by Mr. Blandy, 
Magistr ate of Bakargan j : — 

Government will have some justification in 
lookings askance at requests for financial as.sis- 
tance as loii}>‘ as the commissioners persist in 
refusing to look facts in the face and make no 
serious attempt to realise the veiy larfje sum 
which they have allowed to fall into airenrs. 

The Examiner of Local Accounts has 
again brought to the notice of Govern¬ 
ment that in Mymensingh, Dacca, 
Serampore, Ran^ur, Biirdvvan, 
Bankura, Dinajpur, Santipur and a few 
other municipalities several commis¬ 
sioners, and in one in.stance the Ghair- 
man himself, took advantage of their 
position and did not pay their taxes 
promptly. The effect that such an 
example is likely to have on the general 
body of rate-payers is obvious. In this 
connection the Minister’s attention has 
been called to the following extract from 
the resolution recorded by the Govern¬ 
ment of Bombay reviewing the working 
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of municipalities in that Presidency 
during 1925-26:— 

the number of municipul councillors 
ill arrears of municipal dues bus shown a 
steady increase during the past three or four 
years. . . It is impossible to expect the 

ordinary citizens to pay their dues promptly 
when such a bad example is set to them by 
their own elected councillors. In order to 
bring such offenders to hook, Government 
desire that in future the Collectors should 
report to the Commissioners the names of 
municipal councillors of the various munici¬ 
palities who were in arrears in payment of 
their municipal dues at the close of the finan¬ 
cial yeui’ under report, giving the amounts 
due and the dates from which tliey have been 
outstanding. The Commissioners should send 
a consolidated list for their Divisions to Govern¬ 
ment giving the names of the municipalities 
and the defaulters, the amounts due and dates 
from which they are outstanding. These 
details will then be published in a Press Note 
by Governnieut with their remarks. 

rt is ])ossible that similar action taken 
in Bengal might deter municipal com- 
iiiissioners from falling into arrears. 
'Fhe Minister considers that in a matter 
of this kind the main responsibility lies 
not with Government but witti the 
electors. Tt is for the latter to keep 
themselves informed of the conduct of 
their representatives and to refuse their 
votes to those who shew so deplorable a 
lack of the civic spirit. The Minister 
)nay, however, be prepared to help them 
in forming a true estimate of the 
cliaracter of their representatives by 
publishing facts which might otherwise 
not come to their notice. 

7. Income and Expenditure. —The 

total receipts, including opening 
balance, rose from Bs. 1,06,64,253 to 
Rs. 1.12.17.720. The total disburse¬ 
ments were Rs. 96,50,331 as against 
Rs. 88,72,440 in the year 1925-26. 

8. Closing . Balance. —The total 
balance at the close of the year 
amounted to nearly Rs. 16 lakns as 
against Rs. 18 lakhs. The largest 
balances were held by Dacca (Rs. 
2.24,810), Howrah (Ks. 1,72,250), 
Darjeeling (Rs. 79,978), and Bhatpara 
(Rs. 59,556). The large balance in 
Dacca includes uucashed cheques for 
Rs. 55,695 and Rs. 33,203, being the 
unspent balance of the Government 
grant for the sewerage .scheme. So the 
Tictual closing balance was Rs. 1,3§,912. 
No explanations have been furnished 
for the large balances held by Howrah 
iind Darjeeling. In the latter case, 
however, the 6gure includes Rs. 22,129 
on account of deposits. The major 
portion of the balance of Bhatpara 


i-epi'eseiitvS funds for sewerage and 
water-supply schemes. On the other 
hand, a number of municipalities failed 
to keep adequate working balances and 
in several instances these were insnjfifi- 
cient to meet outstanding liabilities. 
The closing balance of Debhatta was as 
small as Rvs. Ill, but it had no liability. 
Tn Sirajgatij, Madaripur, Jamalpur 
and Jiaganj-Azimganj the outstanding 
liabilities largely exceeded the closing 
balance. The greatest offenders in this 
respect were Bnola and Barasat, which 
had outstanding liabilities of Rs. 2,718 
and Rs. 4,186, respectively, against 
actual balance of Rs. 90 and Rs. 157 
only, and Mymensingh and Hewghly 
Chinsura, which closed the year with ;i 
balance of Rs. 9,885 and Rs. 11,647, 
hut with liabilities exceeding Rs. 
46,000. Bankura and Jhalakati bad 
also outstanding liabilities of Rs. 9,124 
and Rs. 5,685 against a cash balance of 
Rs. 969 and Rs. 735 only. 

9. Education. —The total amount 
spent on education, including the 
Government grant of Bs 87.405, rose 
from Rs, 3,81,324 to Rs. 4.46,699 and 
re])re,sented 5-3 per cent, of the munici¬ 
pal income. The expenditure on pri¬ 
mary education also showed a 
corresponding increase of Rs. 42,000. 
which is contributed by al] the Divisions, 
except Dacca and Rajshahi. The 
increase was most marked in Asansol, 
where the expenditure rose from 
Rs. 10,160 to Rs. 32,088 and is attri¬ 
buted to the construction cf three pri 
inary school buildings during the year. 
Twenty municipalities or roughly 1 in 
6 failed to spend 3-2 per cent, of their 
(irdinary income, the percentage which 
is taken to represent the amount required 
for the education of half the number of 
boys bf primary school-going age. On 
the other hand, the ratio was nvei- 5 per 
cent, in 62 municipalities and over 10 
per cent, in 20. 

The municipal commissioners of 
Madaripur .started 3 more primary 
schools on Mr. Biss’s model making a 
total of 10 such schools for boys and also 
started a free primary school for girls. 
The recurring co.st was estimated at 
Rs’ 5,000 a year, of which Government 
.sanctioned Rs, 2.088. A system of free 
voluntary primary education was intro¬ 
duced by the Comilla Municipality and 
the local Giridhari primary school was 
converted into a free school.. The com¬ 
missioners of the Garulia Municipality 
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accepted Mr. Biss’s scheme of free pri¬ 
mary education and decided to impose a 
nominal education cess at ^ per cent, to 
meet half the required expenses. On 
the other hand Rangpur took a most 
letrograde step in resolving to abolish 
the education cess from 1st April 1928. 
in Berhamporo, where also the munici- 
])al commissioners decided to levy an 
(ditcation cess, a primary schotjl 
building was constructed at Kasim- 
bazar and a now middle English school 
for girls was started during the year. 
.V sum of Rs. 2,000 was paid by the 
Murdwan Municipality to the munici¬ 
pal high English schwl for vocational 
training and Rs. 5,500 was kept ear¬ 
marked for a middle English school for 
LMT'ls. The total expenditure of the 
Chittagong Municipality on education 
during the year amounted to Rs.* 42,169. 
Of this. Rs. 26.962 was spent on the up- 
l<pe{) of a high Engli.sh school and 
Rs. 12,347 on primary education, while 
the balance represented the amount of 
contribution to other educational insti¬ 
tutions. The system of free voluntary 
urimarv education on the model of 
Mr. Bi.ss’s "scheme introduced in this 
municii)ality proved a success. The 
introduction of free compulsorv pri¬ 
mary education is also under the con¬ 
templation of the municipal commis¬ 
sioners. With regard to the educa¬ 
tional expenditure of this municipality 
the Divisional (Commissioner

TIh' Board dPHOi-ves credit for its zeal for 
the cause of education, but possibly its efforts 
in tbi- field have resulted in ncfflect of even 
more necessary services. 

The Minister agrees that the muni- 
l ipal commissioners should not spend 
too large an amount on secondary edu¬ 
cation when this involves neglect of 
other important services, including 
primary teaching. 

10. Waterrsupply. —Excluding Tolly- 
ganj and South Suburban which, 
as iisual, were supplied with filtered 
water from the (Calcutta mains and 
seven mill municipalities which got 
their supply from the local mill filters, 
there were 29 municipalities wliicJi have 
their own water-works. The Raniganj 
water-works were practiciilly completed 
and water-rate was levied from the 
second quarter of the year. The Suri 
water-works are likely to be completed 
s(x)n. In Naihati •pi])e-water was, 
as before, supplied by the Gouripur and 
Nnddea Companies. The larger scheme 


for a (!omprehensive supply to remote 
corners of the town has ^en taken up. 
No improvement has been possible in tne 
of filtered water in Baranagore, 
on account of the limited supply receiv¬ 
ed from the Baranagore Jute 1^’actorv 
Company. The municipality has, how¬ 
ever, improved water-supply in some 
localities by means of deep tube-wells. 
The Panihati Anti-malarial Society is 
installing a water-supply in certain 
wards of the town with pipe lines from 
tube-wells, and the proposal that the 
municipality should take it over was 
under consideration. The scheme for 
the extension of water-supply on the 
east .side of the river l,ak.shya in 
Narayanganj was sanctioned. Rtijbari 
incurred an expenditure of Rs. 3,850 in 
extending its pipe-line, in putting in 
three new hydrants, in sinking a tube- 
well and in purclnsing a new engine for 
the water-w^orks. A scheme for the 
improvement of the water-supply in the 
towm of Faridpur was sanctioned at a 
co.st of Rs. 1,53,500, towards which 
(xovernment j)romised a contribution of 
Rs. 53,100 and a loan of Rs. 40.000. 
The experimental boring of a tube-well 
as a j)‘irt of the scheme for the supply 
of water to the northern section of th('. 
town of Chandpur having proved un¬ 
successful, the municipal commi.ssioners 
have under their consideration a scheme 
for obtaining Avater from the Meghna 
river. As the Avater supplied through 
pipes from the Sonapur tank in 
Noakhali gives an offensive odour and is 
Ainfit for human consumption, the muni¬ 
cipal commissioners have under their 
consideration a scheme for the improve¬ 
ment of Avater-supply. The machinery 
of the Comilla water-works went out of 
order and the supply of water stopped 
altogether from the beginning of April, 
1927. To provide a temporary supply, 
one pump was repaired and a new engine 
was ordered. There was also a break¬ 
down in the Krishnagar water-AA'orks in 
,\pril, 1926. which re.sulted in the com¬ 
plete stoppage of Avater-supply for a 
week. 

Municipalities, including even those 
in Avhith filtered AA'ater-supply from 
pipe.s is provided, appear to be convinc¬ 
ed of the usefulness of tube-wells a.^ an 
original or supplementary source of 
supply, and are increasing the number 
of such Avells. Thus Jessore is now 
being supplied with tube well water in¬ 
stead of filtered tank water. Five deep 
tube-wells were sunk in Rangpur and. 
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four in South Dum-Duni. Tube-wells 
were also sunk in Rana.f'hat, KiiniEr- 
khali, Bftrrackpore and Basirhat. Bir- 
nagar, with its “ Palli Mandali,” con¬ 
tinues to keep its tube-wells in order and 
1 ‘arefuUy looks after the reserved tanks. 
On the other hand, some municipalities 
have done nothing; Nabadwip, the great 
pilgrimage centre, has no filtered water- 
supply and incurred no expenditure 
under this head. 

11. Conservancy. —The expenditure 
under this head amounted to Rs. 2*2 
lakhs, showing an increase of more than 
R,s. 1-^ lakhs. This large increase, which 
was shared by all the Divisions, except 
Rajshahi and Chittagong, was due to 
various causes {c.ff.. acquisition of land 
for new trenching-grounds, construction 
of Tiiethars' sheds, purchase of con 
.servaiicy tools and implements, increa.se 
in the number and pay of the conservancy 
.staff). In Di icca. where the expendi¬ 
ture rose from Rs. 1,44,000 to 
Rs. 1,69,000, the increase was due to 
the payment of outstanding bills of the 
j)revious year. The increase of 
Rs. 3,072 ill Mymensingh was due to the 
purchase of a motor lorry for road 
watering, which has jiroved a success. 
A motor lorry was purcha.sed by 
Kiisthia also for carrying night-.soil to 
the trenching-ground. The municipal 
commissioners of Asansol propose to 
firovide quartei’s for their .sweepers and 
land is being acquired for the purpose. 
It is reported that this will enable the 
municipality to recruit sweepers from 
outside to supplement the local sweepers, 
who are not only inadequate in number, 
but at times refractory. As usual, the 
conservancy charges were nearly Rs. 5 
lakhs in excess of the receipts from 
latrine fees, which rose by only 
Rs. 82,000. The examiners’ report on 
the working of Local Audit Department 
for the year 192.5-26 .shows that in no less 
than 29 municipalities the latrine fund 
closed with a debit balance. The deficit 
exceeds Rs. 5,000 in Burdwan, Hooghly 
Chinsura, Rishra-Konnagar. Bally, 
Dacca and Comilla. All deficiencies 
were obviously made good out of the 
general fund. It is to be remembered 
that such calls on the general fund lead 
to a corresponding reduction in the 
amount available for expenditure on 
such vital services as Sanitation, 
Education and Medical, The Minister, 
therefore, desires to impress upon the 
municipal commissioners the importance 
for making each of the special funds 


(latrine, water service) self-supporting 
by raising the rates to the maximum per¬ 
missible figure, where they have not yet 
reached that level, or by reducing the 
recurring charges. In several towns the 
problem of obtaining sweepers for con¬ 
servancy is as acute as ever and some of 
the bigger municipalities are under¬ 
staffed. Mr. Donovan, ' Magistrate of 
Hooghly, writes:— 

The filthy state of the town of Hooghly- 
{’hinsura is not unconnected with the fact 
that the .sweepers are underfed and badly 
housed. In the neighbouring' mills the 
sweepers get double the pay they get froiii the 
municipality; so only weaker and inefficient 
men come to work under the municipality. 

And Mr. Durno, Magistrate of Nadia, 
observes :— 

'I’liese pet)plc aie brought from Uiliar and 
the Central Provinces, but there are not nearly 
enough of them for the jobs. Krishnagar is 
understaffed in this respect, but failed to 
recruit any more sweepers. At Sanripur 
ihere are only 7-‘l sweepers for i;i8 jobs; jobs 
are double and .so the pay of each man is 
double: with an inadequate number of 

sweepers the rate-payers find the work done 
very inadequately and comphunts are ininier- 
( us. The municipality is so alarmed at the 
prospect of losing any of its sweepers, that it 
keeps a hold on them by paying them their 
wages half a month aftei' they have been 
earned; the sweepers naturally grumble at 
this and perform their work still more |)er- 
functorily. . . . Birnagar, Cluikdah and 

Meherpur employ one sweeper each. 

It is certainly de.sirable that, as 
remarked by the Commissioner of the 
Presidency Division in his report of 
la.st year, municipalities .should depend 
le.ss on the human factor and should 
push on with sewerage schemes and the 
installation of septic tanks. 

Supervision of the Conservancy 
Departments is one of the most import¬ 
ant duties of Health Officers and 
Sanitary Inspectors, where there are 
.sucli officers. The total charges on 
account of these officers amounted to 
Rs. 1,80.685 against Rs. 1,63.135 in the 
preceding year. 

12. Drainage. —Out of the total 
capital expenditure of Rs. 3,53,461 
under this head, Dacca alone contri¬ 
buted Rs. 2,56,055, the major portion 
of which was on account of its sewerage 
scheme. The total amount paid by 
Government for the Dacca sewerage 
scheme is Rs. 26,00,740, out of which 
Rs. 21,37,100 has been transferred to the 
.Public Health Department, while 
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Ks. 3,30,437 has been spent on the acqui¬ 
sition of land, leaving an unspent 
balance of Rs. 33,203 of the griant on the 
31st March, 1927. The Bhatpara 
sewerage and water-supply scheme has 
now materialised and will shortly tie 
sanctioned by Government. A free gift 
of land for the sewerage scheme was’ 
expected from Mr. T. C. Goswami, but 
as this was not realised, the scheme had 
t o be revised and the estimate of cost has 
increased from Jte. 18 lakhs to Rs. 21 
lakhs, out of which, one-third, viz., Rs. 7 
lakhs, will be contributed by Govern¬ 
ment. The mill authorities have contri¬ 
buted generously towards this scheme 
arid the Bhatpara Municipality has 
resolved to take a loan of Rs. 75,000 
from Government. About three years 
will be required for the completion of 
the scheme. The partial drainage 
scheme of the Suri Municipality, at an 
estimated cost of Rs. 30,000 received the 
administrative approval of Government. 
It is reported that the septic tanks at 
Kurseong are working satisfactorily. 

Minor drainage works were carried 
out in seve»al municipalities. These 
are generally coiifined to construction of, 
and rejiairs to, culverts, etc. 

13. Public Health. —As in the pre¬ 
vious year, almost all the municipalities 
t(X)k steps to improve sanitation by 
iilling up, clearing or disinfecting in¬ 
sanitary f.anks, ditches and dohd.'i and 
l)y removing undergrowth and abnoxious 
vegetation. The Ghampdany Munici¬ 
pality cleared more than half of its area 
of jungle by employing special gangs of 
coolies. The roadside lands in this 
municipailty and in Uttarpara were 
cleared periodically by the municipal 
coolies. Tn Bhatpara some 8 bighas of 
low lands were reclaimed and in Garulia 
low-lands and pits were filled up with 
coal cinders. Similar measures were 
also taken by several other munici¬ 
palities. Tn North Dum-Dum, as a 
result of the propaganda of the local 
Rublic Health Societies, the people them¬ 
selves attended to their own insanitary 
tanks. Three new tanks were excavated 
at Sherpur (Mymensingh) by private 
individuals. 

Notices were issued in a certain num¬ 
ber of municipalities upon owners for 
the clearance of insanitary tanks, dohas 
ai|d rank vegetation, but municipal com- 
fnissioners did not always insist on full 
i^ompliance with the terms of the notices. 


Mr. Donovan, District Magistrate of 
Hooghly, remarks:— 

I think the municipalities do not properly 
exercise their powers under the law in respect 
of sanitation. Hundreds of notices under 
sections 196, 200 and 224 and oilier sections 
of the Hengal Municipal Act ine issued and 
the returns show that most of these notices 
were complied with. Hut the places them¬ 
selves show that these notices arc nevej' com¬ 
plied with. The fact of the matter appears 
to be that the standards of the Jiuinicipalities 
are low and I fear that many an unreal com¬ 
pliance is too readily accepted a.-, real. 

Preventive measurt* were taken by a 
large number of municipalities to check 
the spread of epidemics. Medicines 
and disinfectants were freely distri¬ 
buted, tanks were re.served and special 
doctors appointed, where necessary. 
Cholera and sinall-pox broke out in 
several municipalities. People were 
warned against using the water of sus¬ 
pected tanks and wells, and advised to 
use boiled water; unwholesome food was 
kept out of the municipal market and 
inoculation with cholera vaccine was 
resorted to in some towns. In certain 
cases the Director of Public Health 
arranged for regular supply of lymph 
and anti-cholera vaccine and also de})uted 
qualified doctors. The Mines Board of 
.Health materially helped the Asansol 
Municipality in pnwenting epidemic 
diseases. 

^Te(^ vawrination was jirovided by 
many munidipalities and efi'ecLive mea¬ 
sures were taken to secure the vaccina¬ 
tion and revaccination of children. 
Vaccination depots were opened and 
permanent vaccinators were employed 
by some municipalities for the purpose. 
In Noakhali one temporary female vac¬ 
cinator was a})pointed to attend to 
par da nnsh i n fern ales. 

Malaria and kala-azar were prevclenl 
in some municipalities. It is re])orted 
that some anti-malarial and kala-azar 
societies did useful work in co-operation 
with municipalities in combating these 
diseases. Tn many towns quinine and 
cinchona febrifuge were freely distri¬ 
buted. Free kala-azar centres were 
Tnaintained by a number of munici¬ 
palities. There wer«' Health Exhibi¬ 
tions and Baby Shows in .several places 
durifig the year under report. The 
Dacca MunicdpaliR' contributes Rs. 1,200 
annuallv to the Dacca Maternity and 
Child-Welfare Tni.st and the Chitta¬ 
gong Municipality makes a yearly con¬ 
tribution of T?s. 500 to the maternity 
fund, which is nianaged by a committee 
of which the Civil Surgeon is Secretary. 
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A midwife is maintained from this 
fund, who has to attend all delivery cases 
amongst the poorer sections of rate¬ 
payers free of charge. Government con¬ 
tributed Rs. 800 to this municipality for 
opening a class for the training of indi¬ 
genous dhais. I'wentv dhais were train¬ 
ed during the year. 

Increasing interest was displayed by 
some municipalities in examining food¬ 
stuffs offered for .sale to the public. In 
Dacca, for instance, 393 .samples of 
different kinds of foodstufl’s were .sent 
up for analysis, of which nearly 38 per 
cent, was found to be adulterated. 
Prosoemtions under the Bengal I’ood 
Adulteration Act were instituted in 135 
cases, of which 75 ended in conviction. 
Four hundred and thirty-nine maunds 
rtf different kinds of unwhole.some food¬ 
stuffs were d(^stroved by this munici- 
f>ality. 

Measures were taken by certain muni¬ 
cipalities to eradicate water-hyacinth. 
Thus, notices were issued by Baranagar, 
South Dum-Dum, Rajshahi, Rangpur 
and Pabna upon the owners of tanks and 
insanitary pits for the eradication of 
water-hyacinth, and they were complied 
with. In Nator the two branches of the 
Nator Raj, wdio are the owners of the 
large diffhis of the town, placed funds 
at the disposal of the municipality to 
clear the water-hyacinth. The munici¬ 
pality took up the work and finished it 
successfully. The Bagjola khal was 
cleared of water-hyacinth by the Irriga¬ 
tion Department. Both .lessore and 
Kotchandpur spent money for the remo¬ 
val of the pest from the river Bhairab 
within their jurisdiction. 

14. Public Works.— The total ex- 
]'>enditure under the head rose from 
Rs. 10,87,101 to Rs. 11,84,052. The 
increase was noticeable under the sub¬ 
head “ Roads.' Dacca alone was res¬ 
ponsible for an increase of Rs. 23,978, 
which was due to the payment of a large 
number of outstanding bills of the pre¬ 
vious year. There was also an increase 
of Rs. 17,854 in Tollyganj, due to the 
payment of arrear bills as well as to the 
repairing of several roads. The per¬ 
centage of outlay on public works to the 
total expenditure varied from 1 ;3 in 
.langipore to 41-3 in the small town of 
Meherpur. 

The total length of metalled roads 
maintained by municipalities was 1,306 
miles and that of unmetaUed roads 1,677 
Tiiiles. As is to be expected, the mileage 
f)f ,metalled roads is largest (72) in 


Howrah, while Krishnagar has the 
greatest mileage of unmetalled roads 

(77). 

Complaints continue to be received 
regarding the damage done to municipal 
roads by motor vehicles; municipal 
commissioners not unnaturally make it 
a grievance that they have little power 
to control motor traffic and are not 
authorised to levy any special taxation 
on the owners of power-driven vehicles. 

Reference was made in last year’s 
resolution to a Bill empowering indivi¬ 
dual local authorities to tax the owners 
of motor vehicles; at the Select Commit 
tee stage, it was decided to substitute for 
this Bill a measure which would empower 
the local Government to tax the owners 
of such vehicles and to distribute th(^ 
proc^eeds among local authorities. An 
Kx})ert Committee was appointed to 
consider and report on the lines on 
which such legislation should be under¬ 
taken. The Committee' recommended 
that the provincial tax on owners 
of motor vehicles should be on the 
same lines as the similar tax in 
force, in the United Kingdom, various 
rates being charged ift respect of 
different classes of vehicles. Before this 
recommendation' could he considered by 
Government, an intimation was received 
that the Government of India had 
appointed a (committee to consider the 
question of road development in India 
and, in particular, the means of financing 
such development and. at the.siiggestiorf 
of the Government of India, the kxral 
Government decided to hold over for the 
present consideration of the Expert 
(,/ommittee’s report. I’he Road Develop¬ 
ment Committee appointed by the 
Government of In<lia has not yet finished 
its labours and, although it is not possible 
to foresee what recommendations it will 
make and what action the Government 
of India will take on them, it is possible 
that the comrnittei' ma.y recommend some 
forin of special taxation, the proceeds of 
which will be available for financing 
road development, and that this recom¬ 
mendation may be accepted. It may. 
therefore, be that in the near future the 
Government of Bengal will have some 
money at their disposal earmarked for 
expenditure on the improvement of 
roads. This possibility has lately been 
brought to the notice of local bodies, and 
they have been ‘ invited in order to be 
prepared for any grants from a road 
fund to which they may be eligible, to 
draw up schemes for the improvement of 
roids in the areas under their charge. 
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15. Loans. —Loans amounting to 
Rs. 6,718 were granted from provincial 
revenues to the municipalities of Katwa 
(Rs. 718) and Khulna (Rs. 5,000). Al¬ 
together 43 municipalities were in debt 
to Government, their total liabilities 
amounting to nearly Rs. 31A lakhs. 
Titagarh and Budge Budge liquidated 
their debts in> full. 

16. Audit of Accounts and Embezzle* 

ment. —The accounts of almost all the 
municipalities were audited. Unfortu¬ 
nately little elTort is made by munici¬ 
palities in general to remedy the defects 
and irregulariticis noticed in the audit 
jiotes. Repetition of irregularities of 
the same nature is very common, and this 
indicates that muniiapal commissioners 
are disinclined to pay due heed to the 
observations made, and instructions 
given, by the audit officers. The Minis¬ 
ter for l.ocal Self-Government fully 
agrees with the following remarks made 
in this (lonnection by Mr. Bingemann, 
the Magistrate of the ‘24-rarganas 

()\'Hr-r(‘liaii(‘e oji I ho iniiiii('ii)iil offioo staft' 
■n’illnail oiVoolivo supovvisioii hy tlio oxecutivos 
is iiiaiiily jvsyoiisiMo f'ov ibis slate of* affairs, 
and it is liojied Unit witli liardoi' \v()rkinf>' and 
nioro disinloi'ostod o.Nociilivos a liettor stale of 
tliiim's will he seen. 

Embezzlements or mi.sa[)])ropriatioii 
of money occurred in Baruijiore, Bara- 
sat, Sherpur (Mymensingh) and Rang- 
pur. Tn Baniipore the municipiil com¬ 
missioners have .^-o f;ir failed to under¬ 
take a jinfseeution urged on them by 
Government. 7n Harastit, a prosecution 
has been started, and wtirrant of arrest 
has been issued against a peon who is 
believed to have absconded with 
Rs. 381-5-6, but no arrest has yet been 
effected. A sum of Rs. 58-14 was not 
credited by the tax daroga of Sherpur, 
and the auditor charged him and his 
assistant with misappropriation. The 
money was made gooil by the tax daroga 
as soon as the omission was pointed (.tut. 
On enquiry, it was f'uind that the offence 
was not intentional but accidental. 
However, the tax daroga was warned 
and his assistant was punished with 
degredation for two years. In Raiigpur 
the supposed culprit was a Vaccinator, 
but no clear case of dishonesty having 
been established the commissioners fined 
him three months’ pay pour encourager 
/e.s autreif. Criminal cases against the 
Ifite tax daroga of Maheshpur and one 
bill sarkar of Katwa, .which were pend¬ 
ing at the close of the previous year, 
ended in conviction. The hill sarkar 


having preferred an appeal his convic¬ 
tion was set aside. In flie defalcation 
case of Mymensingh, which had been 
pending for a long time, the collecting 
sarkar threw himself on the mercy of the 
Court and was senteniied to one day*8 
simple imprisonment and a fine of 
Rs. 300. He paid the fine. 

There appears to be a tendency for em¬ 
bezzlement of municipal funds to occur 
more frequently than was formerly 
the case. The Minister does not there¬ 
fore hesitate to repeat the warning given 
previously : — 

Misapjiropjiation oi public money is a very 
j’lave offence, and, wliere such offence, ajipears 
to be established, it is not sufficient for the 
municipal commissioners to jmnish the delin- 
(luerit by dismissal or to rest satisfied with the 
refund of the amount w'bicb has been mis¬ 
appropriated. In the interests of public 
morality the offenders, in cases which appear 
to he cuiiahle of lepal proof, should invari¬ 
ably he prosecuted criruinully. 

If there are grounds for leniency, it 
should l)e left to the trying court to be 
influenced hy them in the exercise of its 
judicial discretion. 

17. General Remarks. —Burdwan 

Diriision .—Improvement of wmter-supply 
and an extousive drainage scheme are 
essentially neitessary to meet the growing 
demands of the town of Burdvvaii. The 
first question is receiving the attention 
of the municipal commissioners. By the 
installation of electric lights in the 
street a long-felt want has Ijeen removed. 
Road watering has improved and the 
municipality has lately purchased a 
motor watering-car. The geueral health 
of the towm was good during the year. 
Tn Kalna the question of wmter-supply 
has been very acute, especially in that 
part of the town which is remote from 
the Bhagirathi. The municipal commis¬ 
sioners propose to take up a water-supply 
scheme with the help of the receipts 
from provincial ferries made over to 
them, with efl’ect from 1st .April, 1927. 
Owing to th(i want of a proper water- 
supply the drainage .system of Katwa, 
which was constructed at considerable 
cost, was far less efficient than it should 
be. The conditions of roads and drains 
in Raniganj are good, but encroachments 
are frequent. As regards municipal ad¬ 
ministration in the district of Bankura 
the District Magistrate observes :— 

The inridenne of taxation is low in all the 
niunifipalities in the district in comparison 
witji other districts in the province and, 
unless it is increased, there is no hope of 
improveineiif. The condition of roads and 
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drains and lighting arrangements in all the 
three niuiiioipalities is still as bhd and unsatis¬ 
factory as before. 

In Hooghly district the financial con¬ 
dition of the municipalities did not 
allow of any large scneine of improve¬ 
ment being taken up. Hooghly-Chin- 
sura and Sierampore are the only two 
important municipalities in thi.s district. 
The financial condition of both these 
municipalities is still unsatisfactory; 
that of Hooghly-Chinsura shows in some 
respects slight improvement, but it is 
still in a state bordering on bankruptcy. 
The financial condition of Serarapore 
shows no improvement. Party faction 
exists in most of the municipalities in 
the district. In Kotrung it appears to 
have transgressed the limits of decency 
in Bansberia it is on the increase, while 
in Champdany and Rishra-Konnagar it 
appears to have decreased. The District 
Magistrate writes as follows regarding 
the Hooghly-Chinsurah Municipality 

The conservancy and drainage of the town 
are as bad as ever. Early in its career tin; 
present Board was faced with a strike of 
sweepers. The lighting of the town in the 
area served by electricity lias been satisfactory 
compared to the state of affa’irs preceding 
the utilisation of current from Gouripore 
Mill, hut the Electric Supply (Company have 
managed the distribution so badly tliat the 
position is still very unsatisfactory and there 
IS great and reasonable ground for complaint. 
Tbe lighting of the part of Ibe town nc^ 
served by electricity is wretched in the 
extreme. The roads of the municipality show 
perhaps a little improvement. On prneti- 
eally all roads there have been eniToaehments 
and daily I see fresh attempts in the same 
direction. . . . The drains of the town 
are in a dreadful state. . . . As to the 

water-works, the Sanitary' Engineer’s report 
suggests an imminent danger of a breakdown, 
unless an expenditure which has been assess¬ 
ed at about Rs. 50,000 is incurred. 

In Bally there was distinct improve¬ 
ment in the work of conservancy, drain¬ 
age and road repairs; collections have 
amo improved. A scheme for lighting 
certain areas of the town is now under 
the consideration of Government. 

Presidency Division. —The Magistrate 
of the 24-Pargana8 observes that there 
is nothing outstanding to note on the 
municipal administration of the year, 
the ordinary duties under the Act being 
performed fairly well in most places, 
with some exceptions. An increasing 
interest in water-supply is manifested, 
but it is seldom that on© finds any enthu¬ 
siasm to extend primary education. The 


average incidence of taxation has not 
maintained its former rise. It has 
dropped from Re. 1-14-6 to Re. 1-13-10 
during the year. Baraiiagore had 
another Health Exhibition, and its 
example was followed at Bhatpara, 
where, with the lielp of the niill autho¬ 
rities, a successful exhibition was held. 
Except in Nabadwip and Santipur, 
municipal administration in th(' district 
of Nadia has worked smoothly. .At the 
former place, party faction aiiamg the 
commissioners is very bitter, and they 
have chosen to revive the old question of 
the assessment of certain thnkurhnris, 
a matter which involved much litiga¬ 
tion and money in the past. As regards 
Santipur the Magistrate writes as 
follows :— 

The niimicipa] coniiuis.sio)ieis Heem Iciust 
alive to their dufii's as tnustees of the public. 
Collections on the current tleuiand were 78'1 
per rent., the lowest figure in the di.strict, and 

sum of Rs. 20,070 remained uncollected at 
the end of the year; tlii.s iucludes heavy 
arrears frojii previous years. Tliifortunately, 
the Chairman and several couimissinners are 
among the worst defaulters and seem unaware, 
of the*bad example set by tlie,m. Collections 
during the year were so irregular that there 
was often insufficient money to meet current 
expenditure, .so in addition to paying the 
sweepers late, the same treatment was meted 
out to their own office staff, tlie municipal 
high Eng-lish school teachers and the disjien- 
sary staff; these people were sometimes paid 
nearly two months late. Still more serious 
is the fa(‘t that tbe municipality lias been 
using money which does not bebnig to it; since 
May, 1924, neither the provident fund contri- 
Imtions from the pay of the municipal estab¬ 
lishment, .school teachers and dispensary .staff, 
nor the municipal contributirms have been 
into the provident fund account, but have 
been used by the municipality. The muni¬ 
cipality owes Rs. 8,050 plvs interest on this 
account.. 

Roads are generally bad in most 
municipalities in the district of Nadia 
apd, owing to the large amount of mile¬ 
age, the burden of up-keep is very 
heavy; Krishnagar has 29 miles of 
metalled and 77 miles of unmetalled 
road to maintain. With its steam-roller 
and stone-metalling Krishnagar is 
gradually improving its roads, but 
progress is slow, as the cost works out at 
Rs. 2,700 per mile, so that only 3 or 4 
miles can be done in one year. Kushtia 
is steadily tackling the problem and has 
spent Ks. 6,950 under this head. 
Kushtia has purchased a motor-lorry 
for carrying night-soil to the trenching 
ground.

Mr. Durno concludes :— 

Though few of the municipalities in this 
district possess the ordinary amenities of life, 
»uch as good health, good sanitation and good 
roads, there seems to be a general reluctance 
to embark on schemes to obtain any of these 
l)enetit8, unless tliere is tlie assurance of a sub¬ 
stantial grant or loan from (loverninent; if 
(his is not forthcoming, improvements on a 
small scale are generally carried out, and 
this has been the nature of the work in most 
of the municipalities during the year. The 
spirit of self-help develops slowly, and it is 
only beginning to dawn on some people that 
tliere are very few things in this world that 
(ine can get witliout paying for them. Added 
to this is (he usual reluctance to apply any 
coercion to obtain punctual payment of rates 
snd taxes or t-o remove nuisances wliich affect 
jinlilic health. 

Tilt; ntiiiiicipal administration of the 
district of Murshidabad was fairly 
maiia,i,"ed as far as municipal funds 
])ermitt('d. The hoalth of the munici¬ 
pal towns was frcnerally gcod, tliouj'h 
the arrangements for conservancy and 
road watering were not very satis¬ 
factory. 

In Berhampore, the methass co- 
o])er!(tivc society did good work in 
giving relief to individual members in 
lime of ^ need. The Municipal 
l'an])loyees’ Association also did useful 
service. 

The Murshidabad Municipality was 
tinanciallv hampered owing to non¬ 
receipt of the Jiagitnj ferry rent from 
the Jiaganj-Azimganj Municipality, 
and it could not pay off the contribution 
towanl.s the pay of the Assistant 
Surgeon of the Lalbagh Dispensary. 

The ajssessment of the Khulna Muni- 
ci])ality was too low, the taxes in rural 
waids being lower than the rates im¬ 
posed by the neighbouring union boards. 
The municipal commissioners have 
finally decided to introduce the tax on 
holdings in the Kally urban areas, with 
effect from the year 1928-29. 

The financial affairs of the Satkhira 
Ttmnicipality are still in a hopeless 
'■ondition. The outstanding balance is 
lis 6,132 against a current demand of 
Ks. 12,847. 

A new board has recently been formed 
id Debhatta and the Magistrate hopes 
that it will do more than its predeces- 
‘'ors to justify the existence of the 
•nunicipality. 


The Commissioner of the Presidency 
Division makes the following 
l einarks :— 

The general level of efficiency in the admi¬ 
nistration of the municipalities remains much 
the same as in the previous year. There was 
smooth working everywhere, except at Naba- 
dwip and Santipur, where the faction refened 
to in the last report still continues. Attempts 
are being made to settle once for all the 
differences at Nahadwip, where party feelings 
seem to have centred for a number of years 
lound the vexed question of tbe rssessment of 
certain thalcurharis. 

The average incidence of taxation leinoins 
practically unaltered. A larger current 
demand, smaller collections, and decreased 
closing balances were the noticeable features 
of the year’s working. The average percent¬ 
age of colle(!tion to the total demand fell from 
!K) '9 to 93 -2. There was the usual reluctance 
on the part of the executive officers to take 
coercive measures. A few of the luuncipal- 
ities, however, returned more than cent. 7 >er 
cent., and Mohespur deserves special mention 
in this respect. Several, such as Pauihati, 
Murshidabad, .Tiaganj-Azimganj, Kandi and 
Debhatta failed to keep the mini mum work¬ 
ing balance, and some had larger oulstauding 
liabilities than their own balances. Attempts 
have been made to rectify tliese defects as far 
as possible when passing the budget. 

Greater activity was noticeable in the 
matter of water-supply. . 

Most of the municipalities maintained the 
lequisite standard of expenditure on primary 
education. 

lioads, however, continue to be bad eveiy- 
where, and improvements are slow. 

The municipalities liave generally acted 
Avith promptitude in taking measures for 
(oml)ating epidemic disea.ses and in some cases 
timely action has prevented outbreaks, 
(ireater attention seems to liave been given to 
general sanitary measures, sucli as jungle¬ 
clearing and ditch-filling, and the small 
municipality of Birnagar deserves special 
niention in this repect. 

Dacca Division. —The outstanding 
achievement of the Faridpur Munici¬ 
pality was to bring its water-works 
scheme to a stage where ultimate success 
is practically assured. The financial 
condition of the municipality, was how¬ 
ever, imsound; roads are largely 
neglected and the damage done by flwd 
every year is not adequately repaired; 
the market is in a seandalous condition. 
Collections declined in 1926-27 and 
much of the expenditure of that year 
will have to be paid out of the income 
for 1927-26. At M.adaripur conditions 
are more promising: free education is 
being seriously tackled, roads are being 
improved and extended, markets are 
properly controlled and, generally 
speaking, satisfactory progress is bein^ 
made. Collections were also 
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The must urgent requirement of the 
municipnlity is the provision of an ade¬ 
quate unci better water-supply and steps 
are being' taken to tliis end. The Dis¬ 
trict Magistrate gives inuoh credit to 
ilie official Chairman of the Rajbari 
Municipality for the remarkable 
improvement made in the town. It is 
reported that the Chairman has improv¬ 
ed collections, reduced expenditure on 
establishment, extended the pipe line 
and ])iit in more street hydrants, and 
generally stimulated municipal adminis¬ 
tration to soTnething approaching 
efficiency. Mr. Burrows observes :— 

The cardinal defect in nninicipal adminis¬ 
tration in tliis district is pettiness of outlook 
and feelinp, tlie pursuit of per.sonal rather 
than public advantage, the disregard of rate¬ 
payer.'?’ interests, except in the matter o* 
increased taxation. More funds are neces¬ 
sary everywhere, and Petei' must meanwhile 
be robbed to provide for Paul, because tlie 
Commissioners are too short-sighted to see 
that Peter is as much an extension and repro¬ 
duction of their corporate personality us 
Paul. 

As regards the municipalities in 
Baliarganj, the Magistrate retnarks that 
there is no outstanding feature to which 
attention can be drawn iir any of the 
municipalities. The Barisal Munici¬ 
pality failed to effect any appreciable 
reduction in its ari'ear demands. The 
ChairTiian of the Dacca Municipality 
reports that municipal meeting during 
the year held were free from all acri¬ 
monious and personal di.scussions and 
in all decisions the interest of the muni¬ 
cipality was placed first. 

The (Commissioner of the Divisioti 
observes :— 

On the whole Uiere has, I (hiiik, been an 
improvement in municipul udministration as 
(ompured with the previous yeur. There has 
been some improvement in the collection of 
the municipal rates, though the arrears are 
still excessive in Mymensingh, liarisal and 
Bhola ns well as in Baeca and Sherpur, Avhere 
they are due to litigation in regard to the 
assessment. Work has been less impeded by 
factions among the municipal commissioners 
and progress has been made with several 
sdiemes for the inijirovemeiit of the niunieipii] 
water-,supply. 

Chittagong Division.— The financial 
condition of the Chittagong Munici¬ 
pality is not sound and the Commis¬ 
sioner of the Division advises the Board 
to reorganise its finances, to overhaul 
its establishment and to put its assess¬ 
ment on a more equitable basis l)eforp 
launching out into the developments 


wliicli are inevitable in the near future. 
There was a breakdown in the machin- 
ary of tl]e Coniilla water-works and the 
municipal commissioners had to devote 
their whole energy to putting this in 
order. 'J'he finances of the Noakhali 
Municipality are unsatisfactory and the 
tomnii.^siouers are unable to undertake 
the inucdi-needed improvement of their 
rijads and drains for want of funds. 

Rajshahi Division. —The administra¬ 
tion of the Itajshahi Municipality was 
satisfactory. The great needs of this 
municipality are water-supply and 
drainage. The prospects of providing 
a satisfactory water-supply in the near 
future are good, but a fresh effort will 
1)6 needed to establish a proper drainage 
system. The work of the Jalpaiguri 
Muniei})ality is hampered by lack of 
funds, but the municipality is reported 
to have done a good deal with the means 
at its dis])()sal. The sajiitary condition 
of the town is bad and a drainage sys¬ 
tem is badly needed. The financial 
j)osition of the Bogra Municipality is 
far from satisfactory, as the deficit 
balance of the general fund has not been 
made up. The Magistrate reports that 
unless the tax on holdings is introduced 
there is little chance of any appreciable 
change for the better. The condition of 
roads in Sher])ur, which is an old decay¬ 
ing town, is not satisfactory. The 
Magistrates rej)orts that the general 
standard of the municipal„,administra- 
tion in the district of Malda remains at 
the same level and is charaHerised in all 
the municipalities by .slackness and in¬ 
difference. There is some indication 
that Nawaganj is trying to tighten up 
control a little, but there, too, the 
standard is far from .satisfactory. 

The Kur-seong Municipality is 
reported to have been well administered. 

The Coinmissioner of the Rajshahi 
Division observes:— 

The I’ubijii Municipoliiy has succeeded in 
improvinjf its collections, but has taken a 
retrograde step in cancelling its original 
lesolution to sub.stitute a tux on holdings for 
the tax on persons. TIic working of the 
Serajganj Municipality has been unsatisfac¬ 
tory. Various municipalities have been try¬ 
ing to pu.sh forward water-supply schemes; 
but there is too great a tendency to rely on 
large individual ■donations from Government 
or private persons and too little effort by the 
general body of tax-payers who will be bene¬ 
fited by the schemes. In water-supply 
schemes much mm e could be done in the way 
of raising loans. 
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(The Minister is gratified to learn 
that since the above remarks were 
written the municipal commissioners of 
Pabna have decided to substitute, with 
effect from the 1st April, 1928, a tax on 
holdings for the tax on persons.) 

18. Concluding Remarks.— On the 

whole the divisional reports furnish 
grounds not for complacency but for a 
certain degree of optimism. 

It is regrettable that there are muni¬ 
cipal commissioners who default in the 
payment of municipal taxes; but the 
number of those who do so is vei-y small 
compared with the number who conduct 
themselves as upright citizens should. 

■ Lax supervision of accounts and slack¬ 
ness in collecting municipal dues are. 
if le.ss serious, a more widespread evil 
than deliberate default on the f)art of 
municipal commissioners; they result in 
waste and Ttiisippropriation and in un¬ 
fairness to public-vSpirited townsfolk 
who have to suffer because others do not 
pay their taxes and are not forced to do 
so. 

It was remarked in last ye ir’s reso¬ 
lution, that though the general incidence 
of taxation is*low. municipal incomes do 
show an upward tendency, and actual 
statistics can be produced in support of 
this as.sertion. 

The yield of local taxation in 112 
municipalities amounted in 1920-21 to 
Ps. 47.96.030, while in 1926-27 the 
total was Rrfi. 63,77,706. This is a .sub¬ 
stantial rise and, when allowance is 
made for other factors, affords concrete 
evidence of increasing readiness to sub¬ 
mit to taxation for the public good. 

While it must be admitted that local 
resources arc not everywhere fully tap- 
f)ed, it has also to be remembered that so 
far as actual and potential income from 
local taxation is concerned, a compari¬ 
son between the average Bengal 
Municipality and a town situated in a 
more highly industrialised country is not 
entirely fair to the former. Of many 
places in Bengal it may be said that the 
district or subdivisional courts are the 
core or even the raison d'etre of the 
municipality. The population in them 
consists of :— 

(fl) the staffs of the Government 
offices; 

{h\ the members of the bar ; 

(c) the shop-keepers and others v ho 
minister to their needs; with 
their respective families and 
dependents. 


It is hardly an exaggeration to say that 
litigation is the only industry oi such 
places or at least the only industry that 
thrives. Without some development of 
genuinely productive industries these 
small municipalities cannot flourish and 
expand or find the money necessary for 
thorough-going schemes of improvement. 
What is required is— 

(1) establishment of such industries 
as are likely to su(^( eed under 
local conditions; 

(2) the provi.siou of such i ivic ameru 
ities as will attract popula 
tion and lead to productive 
a.ctivity. 

For the inauguration of industrial 
enterprises local effort is the prime 
need, but wherever a spirit of self-help 
is awakened. Government will be ready 
to help with expert advice or such other 
form of assistance as may be found 
practicable.

The Annual Irrigation Revenue Report for the year 1926-27. 

The year 1926-27 was marked by an important development. Work on 
the Hamodar Canal project in the HooghJy and Rurdwan districts was 
started during the year and a temporary Division, called the Damodar 
Canal (Construction Division, with headquarters at Hurdwan, was opened 
to execute it. The Division was placed under the direct control of the 
Chief Engineer of the Department.

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3. The work on the Damodar Canal Project, which has been designed 
to irrigate about 200,000 acres of land in the Burdwan and Hooghly dis¬ 
tricts, was commenced during the year. The total estimated cost of the 
project is Rs. 78,14,981. The capital expenditure amounting to 
Rs. 3,63,070 was mostly incurred on a broad gauge siding to the headworks 
and the collection of materials. 

4. The capital expenditure of Rs. 23,258 during the year on the 
Grand Trunk Canal was principally incurred to meet payments on 
account of enhanced awards given by the special Land Acquisition judge 
in certain reference cases and for repairs to the dredger Ronaldshay. 

5. No capital expenditure was incurred during the year on the 
Midnapore Canal, which consists of two weirs at Midnapore, and Panskura. 
69 -75 miles of main and branch canals, used both for irrigation and navi 
gation, and 284 -97 miles of distributaries. Receipts and recoveries on 
capital account were Rs. 2,160. The area irrigated was 74,032 acres as 
against 75,698 aisres in the previous year and an average of 73,956 acres for 
the triennium ending March, 1926. The receipts and working expenses 
were Rs. 2,69,263 and Rs. 2,43,458, respectively, the result being a net 
revenue of Rs. 25,805 against Rs. 60,849 in the preceding year. The fall¬ 
ing off in net revenue was due to increased expenditure on maintenance and 
repairs of the canal and to a decrease in the navigation receipts. 

6. No capital expenditure was incurred during the year on the Hijili 
Tidal Canal which, with the Terapakia Pass Khal, Palaboni Khal and the 
khal leading to the Gewankhali lock entrance, constitutes, a navigation 
canal of 49^ miles in length. The receipts and working expenses of the 
canal were Rs. 65,513 and Rs. 43,664, respectively, the result being a net 
revenue of Rs. 21,849 as against Rs. 85,155 in the previous year. The 
drop in the receipts is due to.a falling off in the navigation receipts as the 
result of damage to crops by extensive floods in the area served by the Canal. 

7. The Calcutta and Eastern Canals form a series of natural and 
artificial navigation channels extending for 834 miles for the purpose of 
maintaining communication between Calcutta and Eastern Bengal. The 
capital expenditure on the canals is shewn as Rs. (minus) 38,641, a sum 
which represents the receipts on capital account on account of hire of the 
dredgers Foyem and Alexandra. The gross receipts and working expenses 
amounted to Rs. 4,53,334 and Rs. 6,90,930, respectively, the result being 
a deficit of Rs. 2,37,596, which is mainly due to the large outlay incurred 
on the rebuilding of certain bridges over the canals and also to expenditure 
on dredging the Bhangore Khal, which was completed during the year, the 
total expenditure during and to end of the year being, respectively, 
Rs. 1,15,461 and Rs,. 1,46,625. 

The Sundarbans Steamer Route is being treated as a separate project 
from the Calcutta and Eastern Canals from the year 1924-25. No capital 
expenditure was incurred on this route during the year. The receipts and 
working expenses were Rs. 66,161 and Rs. 1,21,073, respectively, the result 
being a deficit of Rst. 54,912 against a deficit of Rs. 4,04,317 in the previous 
year. The better result was due to the fact that no dredging had to be 
done during the year under review. 

8. On the Madaripur Bhil Routo connecting the Madhumati and 
Kumar rivers in the Faridpur district, a capital expenditure of Rs. 46,034 
(direct only) was incurred mainly on preliminary works in connection with 
the construction of locks and sluices on the Lower Kumar river and in the 
payment of compensation for damage to crops caused by the dredging of 
the same river between Takerhat and Charmaguria during the previous 
year. The receipts and working expenses were Rs. 3,87,005 and 
Rs. 3,26,782, respectively, the result being a net revenue of Rs. 60,223 
against Rs. 1,59,171 in the preceding year. The falling off in net revenue 
was due to increased working expenses consequent on heavy dredging of 
shoals in the Lower Kumar river. 
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9. The Orissa Coast Canal in the Midnapore district is a navigation 
canal lying partly in the Bengal I’residency and partly in the province of 
Bihar and Orissa. The receipts and working expenses for the portion 
within Bengal were, respectively, Rs..31,2r>5 and Rs. 22,536, the balance of 
net revenue being Rs. 8,719 agaiiLst Rs. 26,967 in the preceding year. This 
falling off is due to decrease in receipts and increase in working expenses, 
the former due to floods. 

10. The Nadia Rivers were thrown open to free navigation, with effect 
from the 1st September-, 1923, owing to a steady detdine in the tollage 
receipts from the system since the construction of the Eastern Bengal and 
East Indian Railways on both banks of the river Bhagirathi. Hence there 
were no navigation receipts from these rivers during the year. The main¬ 
tenance charges amounted to Its. 47,614 against Rs. 31,433 in the previous 
year. The increase was chiefly due to the fact that bandalling works had 
to be done at the Kaliganj entrance of the lihagirathi river to improve the 
channel. 

11. The Gaighatta and Buxi Khal is a short channel connecting the 
rivers Damodar and Rupnarain in the Howrah district. The khal has 
been leased out for a period of six years, from the 15th dune 1921, at a 
rental of Rs. 2,000, on the condition that the lessees maintain the khal in 
good condition, subject to the control if the Irrigation Department. 

12. The Eden Canal in the districts of Hurdw.-iii and Hooghly, was 
originally con.structed for sanitary purposes, but it is now used for irriga¬ 
tion also. Tht^ supply of watei- in the canal is precarious, owing to the 
absence of a weir in the river Damodar. This state of things will improve 
when the Damodar C'aual, which is now under construction, is completed. 
The area irrigated from the canal was 21,560 acres against 23,836 acres in 
the preceding year. The receipts and woi-king expenses were Rs. 43,282 
and Rs. 77,332, respectively, against Rs. 40,047 and Rs. 50,258 in the 
previous year. The increase in working exjieirses during the year 1926-27 
was chiefly due to expenditure on spc^cial repairs to the bridges over the 
canal, including the remodelling of the Dhowlwra bridge and clearing the 
bed of the river Saraswati from Nasibpur to S.ankrail. 

13. Training works. —Training woi-ks in connection with the conser¬ 
vancy of the river Ganges from Rajmahal to Goalundo continued to be 
carried out departmentally with the assistance of an experienced officer of 
the Steamer Company. Training and bandalling works were also carried 
out in the rivers Bhagirathi, Nabaganga, Dhalleswari and Buriganga as 
usual. Besides shoals in the rivers Buriganga, Bangshai and Lakya were 
dredged during the year. 

14- Flushing and.drainage works. —The construction of the Amira- 
t>ad drainage project in the Contai subdivision of the Midnapore district 
was nearly completed and three other drainage schemes in the same district, 
VIZ., I’anipia, Dhunia-Barunda and Hijili, to relieve the southern portion 
of the Midnapore district, of periodical water-logging due to silting up of 
the natural tidal channels, were under consideration. 

The work for flushing about 60 stagnant miles of the Bhairab river in 
the Meherpur subdivision of the Nadia district with water from the Jalangi 
was started and also the work for flushing 40 miles of the Gobra Nala in 
the Murshidabad district. The Bhairab Project II in the Jessore district 
was prepared and sent to the Collector of Jessore to take action under the 
Bengal Agricultural and Sanitary Improvement Act, VI of 1920, and two 
other schemes for the improvement of this river were also under examina¬ 
tion. Estimates were sanctioiled for completing the Ichapore and Nowi 
portions of the Nowi-Sunthi Drainage Project! and excavating a channel 
connecting the Arool and Bookbhara bhils, at the cost of the District Boards 
concerned. 

With a view to supplying water for flushing old river-beds, inquiries 
were made to ascertain whether a supply of fresh water could be found to 
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deal with the following cases: the Gurguria and Moragangni ELhals in the 
Nadia district, the Bamnida Khal in the Murshidabad district and the 
Nabaganga in the Nadia and Jessore districts. 

In the Jessore district, a project for flushing the Kodla and Betna 
basins was under preparation and in the Howrah district the Amta scheme 
was revised. The Gangakhali-Suadighi project in Midnapore was com¬ 
pleted and referred to the civil officers. 

Survey and investigation of water ways in the Manikganj subdivision 
of the Dacca district and of certain other khals and rivers in the districts 
of Chittagong, Tippera, Mymensingh and 24-}’argana8 were carried out. 

In connection with the flood remedial measures near Ghatal materials 
were collected for an escape at Kushpota. 

15. irrigation works in Western Bengal. —In the Birbhum district 
the Bakreswar Canal scheme costing Rs. 4,90,576, which will irrigate about 
10,000 acres of paddy, was sanctioned and another scheme named the 
Kashianala, which will irrigate 2,00(> acres, was taken up. The former 
sciheme will be carried out under the provisions of the Bengal Irrigation 
Act, III of 1876, and the latter under the Bengal Agricultural and Sanitary 
Improvement Act, VI of 1920. 

In the Bankura district the Amjore weir was nearly completed. The 
preparation of the Berai C'anal project, designed to irrigate about 9,000 
acres, was also completed. 

In the Midna[)ore district the Dolong, Jhargram and Baital schemes 
are under preparation. 

Besides those mentioned, about 70 amall schemes in Western Bengal 
are under investigation. The object of these works is to extend irrigation 
from the streams which traverse the undulating area in Western Bengal, 
which is more liable to famijie than other ])arts of the province. Some of 
these schemea will be carried out as Government schemes under the Irriga¬ 
tion Ac*t and others will be undertaken under the provisions of the Bengal 
Agricultural and Sanitary Improvement Act, VI of 1920.

Sowing of autumn crops is progre.-sing in the lowland 
tracts of East Bengal. The jjrospects of standing crops are generally fair. Distress continues to prevail 
in parts pf Burdwan, Bankura, Dinajpur, Malda, Nadia, Birbhuin and Murshidabad. In the latter 
three districts the number of persons employed on test relief works was DDl*, X,201 and 111,717 respec¬ 
tively. In Dinajpur also the number of persons employed on test relief works was I.'.IB). The average 
price of common rice for the province has risen by about O'd') per cent, as compared with that of 
the previous week. •

ChBrBCtSr of tho so&son, —Since tiie issue of the second forecast iu February la.'tt the 
crop has greatly improved in the important district of Mulda and also in Mymeusingii as 
a result of rainfall in January and f'ebruary. Elsewhere with the exception of 
Dinajpnr the outturn remains the same as in the second forecast. On the whole, the 
season was fair for the crop. 

AorOft^O.—According to the estimates of District OflBcers, the total area sown is 
106,600 acres tbii year as against 129,300 acres in the corresponding forecast of last year. 

Outturn. —The provincial outturn as worked out from district estimates is 6,per cent, 
of the normal as against 81 per cent, in the corresponding forecast of last year. 

Taking the normal yield to be 8;' maunds per acre, the gross yield of the rop for the 
province is estimated at 23,300 Ions this year as against 32.100 tons in the corresponding 
forecast of last year.

Monthly Weather and Crop Report of Bengal for March 1928. 

I. Character of the season. —During 'the month the weather .continued dry 
excepting for light and scattered showers in parts of some North and East Bengal districts. 
The usual rainfall statement is ap])onded. 

II. PrO|(reSS of agricultural operations. —Ploughing of fields for autumn crops 
and deep-water paddy was progressing slowly for want of rain. Sowings of jute com¬ 
menced in the h'w land tracts of East Bengal. Harvesting of spring crops was approach¬ 
ing completion and planting of sugarcane crops was also carried on. 

III. StatO of standing crops. —Vegetables, summer rice and other late spring crops 
were doing fairly well. 

IV. Prospects and probable outturn. —The prospects of standing crops were 
reported to he generally fair excejit in the affected tracts of West and North Beng li. The 
outturn of summer rice was estimated at 7S per cent, of the normal. 

V. Damage to standing crops. — Excepting in parts of West and North Bengal the 
late spring crops were less alfected by drought. 

VI. Condition of agricultural stock. —The condition of live-stock was, on the 
whole, fair. Stray cases of cattle-disease were, however, reported from ten districts and 
from the States of Oooch Behar and Tripura. 

VII. Failure of pasturage and fodder. —Fodiler was reported to he adequate except 
in parts of Nadia, Murshidabad, Bunlwan and Dacca, where it was scarce. 

VIII. Prices of fOOd'grainS. —During the second half of the month the price of 
common rice of the cheapest quality rose in four districts, fell in nine and remained 
stationary in the rest of the province. It varied from 1 , seers per ruiiee at Uangpur 
to 7 si'ers per rupee at Chittagong. 

IX. Condition of agricultural population.— T he condition of the agricultural })opula- 
tion was fair, on tlie whole, e.xcept in parts of Nadia. Mursliidahad, Burdwan, Birbhum, 
Bankura, Dinnjpur and Malcla, where distress continued to prevail owing to a partial 
failure of the winter rice crop. Test redief works coni,inuod in parts of Ntidia, Murshi- 
dabad, Isiibhuni tind Mtildti.

Subsequently he 
was appointed Deputy Secretary in the Finance Department of the Government of Bengal 
and later became Deputy Secretary in the Home Department <if the Government of India. 
At the time of his death he had, for a period of one and a half years, been District 
Magistrate of Chittagong, where he had earned a well-merited popularity. Throughout his 
service Mr. Davies had given proof of exceptional ability and devotion to duty. His 
Excellency in Council desires to record his profound regret at the loss of a valuable officer 
and to convey his sincere condolences to the widow ami relatives of Mr. Davies.
